Its Name. This Country is called RuJJia, as mofl Au- 
thors agree, from an Antient People of the Coun- 
try, called Ro{py or Ruffi, fo named from the 
Word Rojfia, which fignifies Dijperfiony becaule 
they lived antiently fcattered up aod down» 
without any fettled Form of Government : And 
the Name of Mufcvoy is fappofed to be derived 
from Mefecbj the Son of Japbet 1 but this laft 
feems to be a mere Conje^re built on a very 
flender Foundation. The Mufiovites reckon the 
Creation of the World, which ufed to be their 
common ^ra, to have been above 7200 Years 
ago, more than 1500 Years before the Time 
fixed by all other Chriftian Nations, Vithout be- 
ing able to ^ve any Manner of Reafon for thus 
differing from them. They ufed alfo to reckon 
the firfl Day of their Year the firft of the Month 
September^ and kept it with great Solemnity, 
till forced to do otherwife, as we fhall fee here- 
after : Their Notion was, that it was more likely 
that God created the World with the Fruits of 
the Earth in fiill Maturity and Pcrfcftion than at 
a Time when the Face of Nature was covered 
over with Ice and Snow, without confidering 
that what is Winter with them is Spring, or Au- 
tumn in fome other Parts of the Globe. The 
longeft Day in the South Part of Mufavy is fif- 
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teen Hours and x half; and in die Nordi, it 
may be find, to be cwo Months* the Sun 90c 
. lettiDg in diat Time when near the Summer 
SoUtice. 

The Air in thefe Climates, in die Winter The fturp. 
SeaJbn, isibexceffivdycold. dpeciallytowards"^'^*'"^- 
die North, that many teel its Ef^As, by the 
Lofi of their Hands, Fece and Nofes ; and this 
Misfiwtune is the more inevicable, if they come 
too^ftity near a Fire, the Caufe of which, as 
my Lord Bacons, obfervesj is* ** for that die 
" few Spirits that remain in thofe Pans, are 
** fiiddenly drawn forth, and fo PutreiaAion it 
** completed : But Snow put upon the Part will 
** I>revent this, becaufe it preferveth thofe Spi- 
** rio that remain till they revive". In this 
Part of the Country Water fprinklcd upwards 
with the Hand will freeze before it &I1 to the 
Ground \ Birds, as they fly in the Air, will ^11 
down and die, and Men, travelling in Stedges, 
come frozen to Death into the Cities and Towns i 
die Snow and Ice are on the Earth generally for 
nine Mondis of the Tear \ the Ice on the Riven 
b above five Feet thick, and is not melted till 
feme Time after the Snow is gone : This cold 
Weadier begins in Augufi and continues till JWijy, 
during which Time every Body is wrapt up in 
Furs. The Land is very barren except on the 
Soudi- Weft Side near Po/fl«i/, where they have TfcProdoa 
feveral Sorts of Grain in great Plenty, and from "^""^ ^^°^- 
the extreme Heat of the Summer, immediately 
following the Cold, they have their Harvelt in 
about two Months after their Land is ploughed^ 
fowing in May and reaping in July : The Soil 
needs no Dung, the Snow fupplying the Place 
of that, and alTodier Manure. They have fome 
B a very 
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very good Fruits, efpecially Melons. I cannot 
forbear taking Notice in this Place, of a moft 
extraordinary Plant, wliicti is cientioned by fe- 
veral Authon, and faid to be found near SamA- 
ra, Ajlracan and Cafan, it grows in the Shape 
of a Lamb ; they afBrm, that the Grafs Withers 
near it, as if eaten by it, that when it is ripe the 
Stump grows dry, and the Fruit is covered with 
a certain hairy Skin, relembltng Wool, which, 
being prepared, makes a good Fur-Lining; the 
Wolves devour it, becaufe it is like a Lamb, 
therefore the Mufiovites name it SonnaretZy that 
is, little Lamb, and others Zecpbytoity or Am- 
mal Plant. Julius Sealiger^ mentioning this 
Plane, * fays the Fruit grows till the Grals U\\s 
it, and that it dies not but for want of Nourilh- 
mcnt. He adds that no Beaft will feed on it, 
but the Wolf, and that it is ufed as a Bait to take 
him. 

As to other Fruits, M. Comelim Le Brum, 
in one Part of his Travels, fpcaks of a kind of 
Goofeberry, with which the Woods about A/o/^ 
cow are full, it is called Coftfniifa^ and is of a 
very pleafant acid Tafte, they are eaten with 
Honey, or Sugar like Strawberries j there, is 
alfo another Sore of them, called Bru/kit/a, lar- 
ger than the other, great Quantities of which 
are carried every Year to Mo/cow, where the 
Ruffians put them into Tubs and Calks of Wa- 
ter, all the Summer, and then draw a Liquor 
from them, which is very refreihing and plea- 
fant, efpecially when fwectened with Honey and 
Sugar. The fame Author, in another Place, 
fpcaks of an extraordinary Sort of Turnips, of 
various Colours, and furprizing Beauty, thefe 
he 
£«rc..i8i. 
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he found amtxig the Sameifds, fome were of a 
puiple Colour, fome grey and whiter and feme 
yellowilh flriked with a red like Vermillion, 
and more plealant to the Sight than a Carnation. 
- The Country in general abounds with Forefts, 
Marlhes, Lakes, Pools, and Defarts ; but thefe 
afibrd great Plenty of Wild-Fowl, Fifli, and 
Purs of Wild Beafts tor Cloathing. There is, 
in this Country, a moft prodigious Plenty of 
"Wild Game, and the Ruffians have particular- 
ly one Sort of Hares, in great Numbers, which 
have Ibmething very wonderful in their Nature, 
and that is, that every Winter they turn as 
white as the Snow on the Ground, and in the 
Spring become of the fame Colour with our 
-Hares in England, Near Petxcroy a Province 
in the Northern Part of Mufcevy^ they take a 
K(h, called Mtrfa^ with the Teeth of which 
they make Handles of Knives and Cymcters. 
Some of the Lakes in this Country, which are 
chiefly occafioned by the melted Snows, are 
above Fifty Leagues long -, thofe of Ladoga 
and Onegay near Finland, are two of the largcfl 
in Europe. The numerous Swarms of Gnats 
and Flies, produced by the intenfe Heat of the 
Sun on there Pools and ftanding Waters, make 
the Summer Seafon, in Mufcovy, almoft as 
troublcfome to Travellers as the Winter. The 
chief Towns in this vail. Empire arc, Mofcow, 
Peterjburgb, fVebdimer, Nevogorod, Smoletijksy 
Cafant Bulgar, yljiracan, Wolcgda, Plrjkcw, 
Refan, JereJIaw, Perejiaio^ Arch-Angel^ and 
St, Nicholas. 

Moscow, which was the principal City of a DcTcription 
Mufcovy, till the lace Czar, Peter I. built of Jtf»>w. 
fetcrjburgby communicates its Name to the 
B 3 whole 
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whole Couotiy, and b fiaiated in 55 Degreei 
30 MintttQ ti North LAtitudc« 00 a grtveUy 
Soil ind in a wholefpme Air, jJnit^ in che Cen- 
tre ofthebcftPanof /^if^j, on a River €f th9 
lame Nafne* that &II5 into the Occa, it 13 di- 
vided into four Parts, rmoKd Cataigerodt where 
the Czar^ Palaces ftand i Czarv$ndf Skeredum 
and Strelitza Slabeda : The laft fo called becauft 
in that Pan were fbnnerly the Qjuirten of the 
Str^iizei, who, when in being, wereeflablilhed 
Forces, or Guards, like the Janizaries among 
the Turksy of which there were always wont to 
be about zo,ooo quartered in Mofcotio, for the 
Czar's /Guard. Tbefe four Parts are feparated 
and encompaffcd by three Walls, bcfldes that 
of the Imperial Palaces ; the 5rft of red Bricks % 
the Iccond is white ; and the third of Earthy 
fupported on each Side by Planks and Qeanut 
of Fir, which alcho* 15 or 16 Miles in Cirh 
Cumfercnce, is faid to have been raifed in four 
Days, on a Report of the Approach of the 
Cham of Crim Tartaryy and for this Reafon 
|i3S the Name of Skerodum, which jn the Rufi 
ftan Language fignifics, dene in a hurry. The 
City oi Mofcow was founded in the Year 1334* 
and once confifted of 40,000 Hou&s, but was 
taken, and almoft burnt down by the Tartars 
in 1572 } the Pdanders took it alfo in 161 1, 
ic was again burnt in 166S, and furred greatly 
by Fire in 1699, 1701 and 1707. * But, it 
loft the moft Inhabitants by the great Numbers 
whom 
* Since thij was written, viz. on the loA vfMttf 1737 
BDother Fire happened which confamed half the City, ftit 
if we may believe the Accounts given in our pablick Prints, 
there has been a Plan prefcnted to, and approred by ber 
prefent Majelly che Emprefs of Rufjia, for rwuilding it witb 
jrreater Magnificence dun ever. 
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friiom die Czar FBTSnt^iliged to refide it the 
new City of Peter/bturg when he built it. As 
die City now ftands, from the vaft Number of 
Churcfies, with Cupola's, Steeples, and Oofles 
nlC and varioudy painted at Top, and the 
Gentlemens Houfes, every Perfon of DiftinAion 
having a Garden and Court- Yard belonging to 
fab Houfe, altho' in the Heart of the Town, it 
Jus the Appearance, at a Dlftancc, t^one of 
die fincft and moft beautiful Cities in the World, 
but does by no Means anfwer the Traveller's 
Expeftation when he comes within it, the Hou- 
les being for the raoft Part very meanly built of 
Wood J the Boysn (by which Name the Muf- 
eovite Noblemen arc called) and a few Perfons 
of C(»u;lition, have indeed fome handfome 
HouTes of Stone s but the Streets, inftead of 
Stone Pavement, are laid with Fir Timber, 
and the Walls and Fences between the Streets 
and Houfcs are likcwife of Wood. Thcfe 
wooden Houfes are moveable and fold ready 
made i and indeed, from the many Fires that 
happen among them, often owing to their great 
Drunkennefs, the reigning Vice of the Mufco- 
viteSf and their Negligence in putting out the 
many lighted Tapers, which they (tick about Thefiwanent 
among the Fibres of the Saints in their Cham- ^i^ tbi^ 
bers, not only here, but in every other Town 
in Rufta, they have too frequent Occafions to 
go to Nlirket. A certain French Author, in 
Kis Account of Mufcovy, fays, that when he 
was at Afff/fotv, in the Year 1688, therewere 
three thouiand Houfes burnt, but they were, in 
his Opinion, little better than the Hog-fties in 
France. Our Countryman, Captain Perry, fays, 
«« if Ig common in Mofco-w, when a Fire begins, 
B 4. *' efpc- 
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** efpecially in the Summer Seai<Hi, when every 
'* Thing is dry and ready to kindle, to have a 
'* Fire Q>Fead on all Sides, and bum on fo fii- 
'* rious, that there is no Handing before it ; 
*' and, in this Extremity, it is the Way of die 
** Ruffest in Hopes to put a Stop K> it, to pull 
*' down the HouTes and Fences that are made 
** of Wood, tho' they often have not Time 
**'to cany them off, but as they lie on the 
" Ground together with the Wood with which 
" the Streets are lined, give a Train to the 
*' Fire, fo that he has known it, in lels than 
" half a Day's Time, when there has been a 
*' Gale of Wind, bum above a Rufs Mile in 
** Length, and defiroy many thoufand Houfes 
** before it has been quenched, and often with- 
*' out giving the Inhabitants Opportunity, to 
*' cany off the tenth Part of their Goods. 
*' This, continu« he, has often brought many 
*' People to the laft Degree of Poverty, when 
'* all that they have had has been burnt, and 
^' it is one great Caufe that the Houfes app«u' 
** fo poor in Mofcow, when they cannot raife 
*' Money to build them better, and by Reafon 
*' of their being very often, as foon as they are 
*' built up, burnt down again to the Ground. 
There are at leafl 1500 Churches and Mo- 
nafteries in and about Mofiow, above forty of 
which are within the Wall that encompaffes the 
two Imperial Palaces, for there are two, One 
of Stone for the Summer, and one of Wood 
for Winter ; befides the Palace which was for- 
merly the Refidencc of the Patriarch, before 
that high OiHce was aboliflied, feveral Houfes 
pf the chief Lords of the Court j the Precaufest 
pr Cofuts of Jultice ^ the Public 0£ces of the 
State ^ 
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St:tte; and in the Midft of a great Court, fiir- 
rounded with Buildings, is a lofty Tower called 
Iwan fTelike or Great Jebttj in which is ths 
Bionftrous Bell, llill remaining where it fell, in The mat 
the Fire in the Year 1701. It is reported to Bell of Ji^- 
be the biggeft in the World, weighing jjSjOoo'*^* 
Pounds, is 19 Feet high, 23 in Diameter, 64 
in Circutnierence, and two in Thicknds. Ic 
could not be railed by lels than an hundred 
Men, and that ufed to be only on extraordi- 
nary Occafions, aswhen theCzars, in old Times, 
thought fit to Akw themfelves to their Peo- 
ple, whofe Ignorance made them imagine, that 
the Prcfencc alone of their Sorereign caufed 
that Agitation they felt in their Bodies, which 
was the mere Effect of the Motion the Air was 
pitt into by this Bell. It is no uncommon 
Thing in Hiftory, to meet wich Princes whofe 
vain-glprious Pride hath carryed them into the 
extravagant Folly of endearourtng to pals upon 
their Subje£b for fomething more dun Men t 
nay, even fome who have ban a Difgracc to the 
human Species : Nor indeed have many of the 
Tyrants of the North done Honour to it, till 
the Time of ?zter the Great. This Bell ufed ■ 
- alfo to be ftnick upon formerly when the Czar 
went to Bed to the Great-Dutcbefty to warn the 
People tt> pray for the Conception of a Prince,'-- 
for they made but little Account of a Daughter. 
But to finifh the Defcriptiwi of Mefeov, the 
great Church of Saboor, is g6 Feet in Length, 
the Dome is fupported by four large Pillars, 
and here they mew a Pifturc pretended to be 
^jainted by St. Lukty and alfo Chrift's Garment 
upon which the Soldiers caft Lots, concemii^ 
.vhich the^ relate feveral idle Miracles. Ic

WMld'be endleft to defixibe every Qwrcb, 
among which, rac wu looked opon as fit mu- 
nifioeht a Stnidure by 7^ aafikvMz, t£e 
Tynutt, that he ordered the Eyes c£ the Ar- 
diiced, who built it, to be pot oia, that he 
mig^ never coiMrivr fiicfa another. If the 
City of M^cow hiu in it a fiirprizine Number 
of Churchn, it abounds no 1^ in Bnuidy- 
fliopf, there beit^ at leaft 4000 Caiacs, or 
Hoofei where that, with Wine and other {bong 
Uquon are fold. 

As to die Religion, Cuftoms, Manners and 
Trade c^ the Mufeovitei % I Ihall mention them 
hereafter, when I come to fpeak c^ the great 
Reformation made in thofe and all other Mat- 
ters in the Rufftan Empire. 

The Hiftory of this exienJlve Country, 
which was a great Part of the andent SarmatU 
Europea, zaa Sarmatia jifiaticay is fo clouded 
with {abulous Relations, and fo deeply buried 
under the Ruins of Antiquity, and the profound 
Ignorance of its People, in Times palt, who 
fcaroe held any Commerce with the other Parts 
of the World, nay, were forbad, on Pain (^ 
Death, to go out of their own Country or 
even converfe with Foreigners, without Leave 
of their Prince or Patriarch, that it is almoft 
impol&ble to arrive at any Certainty with Re- 
gard to the antient State of it. Let it fuffice, 
that they were formerly under the Government 
of feveral diftinA Princes, as the Kings of 
jf/iracaH, Cafan^ Siltria., (Sc. and many petty 
pukes, till reduced to the Obedience of one 
Monarch, at firfi ftiled the Great Dukt, after' 
wards Czar, and then Emperor.

Wife to the afordaid Mexis Mkhaehmtz^ who "^wK^ 
a litdc before his Death, which was when Fetar*^ '"'^ '' 
had fcarce arrived at five Years of Age, de- 
dared General Menefiui^ a Scotchr-man, hia 
Governor, a Feribo well qualified for that Em- 
ployment, being thoroughly acquainted with all 
che Afiairs of Europe^ and fpcaking perieAJy 
well all the European Languages i but uie Com- 
motions railed, a few Yeara after, by ^ Prin<- 
cefs Sopiuat who not being able to make Me- 
tufitts abandon the Inlerelt of this her half- 
Brother Peter^ forced him to retire, and that 
Prince was tt^by deprived of the Benefit he 
might have received from fo able a Precep- 
tor I Yet ve ftiall ice, in the Courfe of tbele' 
Sbecth 
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Sheets, that from the Strength of his own na- 
tural Genius, unaflifted by Letten, or any of 
tbofe artificial Accompli&ments, which other. 
Princes acquire by Education, ' he was able to 
furpa& them all ; to conquer foreign Countries, 
and, what is ftill greater, to new form his own, 
and, unpoliOied as he was at fitft himlelf, to po- 
liih othtfs, diat were but one D^ree removed 
from Savages. 

M. FtnttertelU tells us, ** diat the Inclination 
" of this young Prince to Military &tercifcs 
** b^;an to fhew itfclf very early-, hewasplea- 
*' fed, in his Iniancy, with beating the Drum, 
** and, what was much ob&rved, he would not 
*' amufe himfelf, as a Child, with a vain 
** Noife, but to learn one of the Functions of a 
** Soldier, it was that which he endeavoured to 
** render ^miliar to him, which he did efiec- 
** tually, in fo much as fometimes to give Lef- 
*' fons to odiers. 
g g Alexis Micbaelowitz \eSt, at his Death, Anno 
_^— L^^ 1676, two Sons, Theodore and Jobn^ and four 
Dau^ters, viz. Sophia, before-mcDtioned, Ca- 
tbarine, Mary and Sediajfa, by his firft Wife j 
and one Son and one Daughter, viz. Ptter and 
Nalaiia Alexewna, by a Kcond Venter. The- 
odorey his eldeft Son, fucceedcd him ; but he 
being of a very weak Conftitution, and fooa 
falling into great Difordcrs in his Body, every 
one believed his Reign and his Life would have 
but a fliort Period. The Princefs Sophiaj ■ a 
Lady of a Mafculine Spirit and great Penetra- 
tion, forefeeing this, contrived Means how to 
get out of the Convent in which fhe was placed, 
notwithftanding the fettled Cuftom, at that Time, 
which obliged the Female IlTue of the Czarian 
Houft 
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Houle to pafi their Lires unmarried in fuch 
Confinement. To obtain her Ends, Ihe pre- 
tended a more tlian ordinary Afieftion for her 
Brccher, and complained vehcmendy of her 
Unhappine^ in being retrained from vifiting 
a Ferfon whom fhe loved fo tenderly, and <» 
not having the Liberty to attend him in his 
Sicknefs : When he was in the Fits of his 
Diftemper, Ihe fcnt every Moment to enquire 
how he did ; and lee noOccalion flip of tdH- 
fying her Love for him, and the great Grief 
Ihe felt in being obliged to be abfent from him. 

By thefe Methods, at length, having pre- 
pared the Way for what (he defigned, tbc Idr 
tier Convent under Pretence of ferving her Bro- 
ther, and adminiflring to him in his Sicknefi, 
which Ihe did conftandy with great Afliduity, 
and feemingTendemefs,fuSering no one to come 
near' him, or give him any Medicines but her- 
felf i for Ihe wiiely confidered the more Ihe 
did for him, the more ihe fhould gain the EC- 
teem not only of the Czar himfelf, but of every 
Body about him. 

Thus fhe infinuated herfelf into the good 
Opinion of the Grandees, whom Ihe treated in 
a moft obliging Manner ; and won the Hearts 
of the People by her aSable Behaviour, ftu- 
dying to make her Conduft approved, and cx- 
cufe her leaving the Convent.

Prtn- 
cels Sophia, having Intelligence here of all that 
palled in the City, in Hopes of foothing this 
Madman Couvanjki^ fent her Compliments to 
him with Thanks for the Zeal he had ihewn in 
revenging the Death of her Brother : But this 
had a quite diH^rent Efied from what flie ex- 
pected, for Couvanfii, after all he had done, ra- 
vaging, plundering, and even mallacring the 
moA: confiderable Bsyars with Impunity, or 
even without a Check to his inhuman Proceed- 
ings, and then receiving this Submi0ion, as be 
interpreted it to be, from the Frincefs, he ima- 
gined there was nothing that he might noc 
attempt, even feizing on the Crown itfelf.

bold Afpirer to the Throne, and no Time W9s 
loft in putting it in Execution} for two hun- 
dred ' mrJenicn . wck immodiately ordered (o 
way-lay him Jn theRoaid to the ^ratjky Mc»af- 
cery, who ieized on him, according 40 their 
Inftruftiooa, and carried him into a.Houfe,

'^]^^'*' to him, without any Manner of E»aminatifln 
or Delay, and boch his ownandhii Son's Hends 
uken off at the fame Infiant. 

When the Strelitzes Erft heard of this, they 
were all ftruck Speechless with Aftonifbmenr, 
but foon recovcrii^g out of their Surprize, th^y 
grew enragedand furious, running up and down, 
and in every Pkce lucclainiing againft |he Go- 
vernment, who lud deprived them of their 
Chief, and Father, as they were pleafed to call 
him: They protefted folemnly and unanimoufly, 
. that they would take Vengeance on his Mur- 
derers, and all their Adherents, of what De- 
gree Or Quility focver. They inftantly pof- 
fcfled themfclvej of the Ar&nals and Ammuni- 
tion, and icemcd to threaten a general Deftruc- 
, tion. The Court, perceiving the Darker the 
State was in, raifed me other Forces, who al- 
ways bore an implacable Hatred to the Stfe- 
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litzeSf and cotnmanded all the German Officers 
to repair immediately to the Troitjiy Monaftery. V 
Every one readily obcy'd his Orders, leaving 
their Wives and Children, to ferve their Prin- 
ces ; nor was any Man deterr'd from doing his 
Duty, notwithftanding they had great Rwfon 
to fear, their Families would be ilTufed by the 
Stretitzesj for their giving this Proof of their 
Loyalqr. The Germans dwelt in rfie Suburbs 
of Mofcfm^ whither the Slrelilzej immediately 
ran, in dieir Fury, refolving to butcher all they 
met with •, but were reftrained by fomc of the 
oldeft among them, who, very prudently, re- 
prefcDted to them, that if they mould put the ■ 
Germans Wives to the Sword, their Huftjands, 
as loon as they had drawn their Troops toge- 
ther, would think of nothing but Revenge. 
The German Officen, notwithftanding they 
were, for the moft Part, raifcd from private 
Centinels, were by much the better Soldiers ; 
for the Strelitzest thtf at all Times ripe for Ci- 
vil Difordera, were but a rude undifciplined 
Mob, and little able to ftand againft any regu- 
lar Force j and their Hearts now finking, fee- 
ing themfelves without a I^^ader, they began 
to make Offers to obtain Peace, which they 
found the Court readily difpofed to grant, ha- 
ving little Inclination to go inco a new Broil. 
So the Sirelitzes, firft killing their Colonels and 16S4. 
odier Officen, fent Mcflcngers to Court to im- ^•VN,.' 
plore for Pardon, which they obtained without 
any great Difficulty. The Czars came imme- 
diately to Mofiowt accompanied by the Nobi- 
lity and German Officers : And the Strelitzes 
meedng them, proftrated themfelves upon the 
Groond, and begg'd for Mercy : The Czars 
C a ma- 
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1684 nuking a Sign that they forgave them, tbs 
\.yY\,J Penitent Soldiers, railing themfelves up, con- 
du&ed them to their Falacei pouring fixih 
Tears of Joy, to fee their Sovereigns returned 
to their Capital in fo mild a Difpoution. 
. The fame Day Prince Baftl Bafilerwick Gal- 
licxin was created Grand Chancellor, and fVre- 
nimienk, or Temporary Minifter of State i that 
is, Adminiftrator (^ the Empire during a li- 
mited Time i in which Poll never any Man in 
that Country, before him, governed with lb 
great Authority. He was, wi^iout Difptite, one 
of the abteft, and moft polite Men in Mufcevy^ 
which be nobly defigned Ihould make as good 
_. a Figure as the reft of Europe. He underftood 

raaerofPrince^ I^w Tongue well, and was pleafed with 
GaUittim. thc Company of Foreignen, as he was at all 
Times agreeable to them, being the only Man . 
of Quality who would entertain, without for- 
cing his Company to drink to Excels : Brandy, 
the Liquor which flowed at every odier Table, 
was feldom feen at his, who never drank any 
himfcir, but took much Delight in r^ional and 
ingenious Convcrlaiion. 

He had little Value for infigniBcant Men oJF 
great Birth, regarding only Merit, and pre- 
ferred none but thofe he thought wonhy of the 
Pofts they were to HIl, and fuch as he believed 
would be faithful to him, bellowing thus molt 
of the principal Of&ces of State without con- 
fultit^ the Interelb of particular great Families, 
he drew on himfelf the Hatred of many ; but 
that did not hinder him from exerting his Au- 
thority, and ordering every Thing for his own " 
Advantage and that of his Country, which, 
by his prudent Adminillraiion, began to make a

AnActoant The Crim IS a very fruitful Cmmtry, almoft 
of the Crim. an Ifland, encompaffed partly by the Waters of 
the Eux'me, or Black Sea, and panly by tbofe 
of the Palui MaotU.

The 
Hettman drew together his Troops at Cart~

DdSgn* jet a great Pam of Cofacks^ who 
were not invited to the Eleftion, expreflbl 
their Diflike of it ; fome Towns revolted, 
dhd ibme of the Colonels HouTes were pilla- 
ged in their Abfence : The new Htunan^ be- 
ing wilting to quell thelb Difordcrs, dcfired 
fome Tnx^of Prince Gaitis^n, who order- 
ed Three Thoufand Fool isf the Porca of 
, Smolenfivt and a Thouland Horfe to attend 
him to Batkriitt the ufual Refidenco of the 
Htttmans. 

Their Czarian Nbjefties Order to diftmnd 
the Army foon arriving, whh a Letter, it was 
read in the Prdence of all the Officers, who, 
after having done nothing, were very well 
plcUed, tho' fomp of them almoft aflumed, 
to bear themfelvcs thanked for their good Ser- 
vices. Every General had a Gold Medal gi- 
ven him, with the two Czars Effigies on one 
Side, and ch( Princcfi on the ocher, U&satd 
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to a Chain of C^M^ difi whole Wdrth abottf i69f 
ten Ducats j Wcfy Cobnd had a Medal wMioat \/\S> 
a Cham worth a Ducat % cttrf LieutMant Co- 
lonel and Major, One of half a Docat, and 
every Soltfier and Slrelitz had a COpecfc of 
Gold, of about rwenty five Plena* VaJoc. 
Prince Gallicziti, by Means of dicfef Prefent^ 
which he o&taJnefd trom the CZars, or fatker 
from the Princefs, apjicafed die Mumnu^ that 
were raifed throughout the Armr agahif^ hhtl. 
He likewife gained the chief Kobility, b;^ he- 
fiowing EraployitientB upoii ihem tfrat ram- 
burled their Ex^ces ; in Cp much: that at ha 
Arrival aC Mojeow^ he found very few a^dnft 
him i he was reccjfred by the Princefif w«h aH 
the Marks of Favour he could wifh, zrrd took 
the Management of the Sate upon him, wMi 
as much Authoritf as ever. 

In the mean Time the Fr^ds and Relations of j 59g 
theCzar'Prfrfr^beingapprehenfiveofdicDcfigns \»/%-^../ 
of the Princefe and the great Favourite, were con- 
certing Meafures how to couatuplot tfiem ; but 
finding they wanted fufficicnt PoWef, they en- 
gaged on their Side another Prince Gj/Ziczw, 
Coului to this, but who was defpifed by him 
fx his Dninkennefi and' Debauchery, and fo 
managed Matters that in a fhort Time they 
made him the young Czat*s Favourite. This 
was that Prince Borice Gallictiny irfio firft 
carried Peter to die Trmtjky Monaftcry, in the 
Time of Co«vdff/!&t*s Rebellioti, and who> for 
that Reaibn perhaps* was the more fcadily re- 
ceived into his Favour. When they had ac- 
complilhed this, the next BuGnels was, under 
Prettnce of doii^ Honour to the great GaUiczi«t 
to endeavour to oblige bim to take opcHi him

1688 the Comnuod of the Army a fecood Time ; 
\^>r\J but tie perceiTtng, that Purr's Party gathered 
Strength ever^ I^y, and thinking it miehtftiU 
incrcafe by his Abience, ufed all the Means he 
could, under-baad, to gx the Command be- 
fiowed on Ibme other : This be found imprac- 
ticable, and fo frankly offered himfelf, judging 
rightly, diat it would be more to hb Honour 
to propofe it roluntarilv than to ftay till tc 
Ihwld be forced upon dim \ and a^^unft the 
opening of this Cam^gn he took fuch Mea- 
fures as he thought might make it more prof- 
perous than the laft. Having obtained what- 
CTcr he pleafed to demand, it was refolyed the 
Army iBould take the Field fooner than they 
had dcMie before, fo all the Forces were order-. 
ed to be at their Place of Rendezvous on the 
^^9 firtt of February 1689. The Troops b^an 
/^teoaaS^ ^ march from all Parts in Decemher^ except 
1{nedhiooiit-&om Siberiat the People of which province 
to the Crim were cxcufed from fending any Soldiers on Ac- 
count of the War they maintained againft their 
Neighbours, the Inhabitants of Gr^ti; Tjir/isr^. 
The Preparations for this Campaign were 
much greater than for the laft, but the Taxes 
were no higher, which was only one Reublfi 
for every Houfe. The Troops were, for the 
moft Part, commanded bv the fame Generals 
as in the Erpedition in 1687. They did not 
lie long in their firft Quarters, but were all or- 
dered to march, before the Froft was broke, 
beyond the River MarUt which was prudently 
done, becaule, when the Thaw happens, great 
Inundatbns are always made by the feveral 
Rivers they were obliged to crofs. The Foot 
(n^am|>ed on the other Side the River at the 
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iBjitrance of a Wood ; the Cavalrv was pofted i $89 
in the Towns lituated <»i die Banxs. Prince V^Y^^ 
G^UcTatiy being airived, pitched his Toit on 
the farthest Side of the River, on the firft of 
^rilt the Generals did the laine \ and on xbt 
TOi th(7 marched towards the Samare, where 
all the Forces joined. ' 

The Hettmau Mazeppa being come to the 
lame Place, cm die thirteenth they all pa0cd 
the Rirer without Delay, and, in a Month's 
Time, advanced as far as Prec^, Every Sol- 
dier carrying with him four Months Provilions, 
their Ba|ffi;age hindered them from making long 
Marches in a Day, which were likewiie mucE 
retarded by their Artillery, confifting of 900 
Pieces of Cannon, and many Mortars. Intneir 
Way thidier, at Kairkay upon the Boryfibnui, 
a Party having taken fome Tartar s^ they learn- 
ed that the Cbam was not at Precop, but at 
Bondpac, and had not the leaA Sufpicitm of fo 
formidable an Army coming upon him. On 
May the 13th they had Word brought, by 
their Scouts, that the Enemy was at Hand, 
upon which they put themfelTes in order to re- 
ceive them i the Baggage, guarded by the Foot 
and the Artillery, marched on the Right, the 
Horfe were poftcd on the Left of every Divi- 
fion. The Forces of Mo/cow, headed by Prince 
Gallicziaf kept in the Middle, -the Forces of 
Novogorod moved on the Right, the Hettman on 
die I^it % and on the Heitmai^s Left was Dol^a 
K>urka and Cberremittau, who commanded tne 
Forces of Belgorod ; and Romanorrick made up 
the Rear. The Tartars charged the Vanguard 
o(Scbein, from thentx, after fome Skirmilhes, 
they wheeled OQ a fudden from r%ht to left, 
and 
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1689 ^ fell upcH) Cbtrramtta/^% Forces^ who be- 
\yVNJ ing .«Terj)(iwcrcd, wei;e quicjdy "pyt to rfw 
Rout : TIic Hotfe fled, and tKe Enemy ran 
to the ^Mjpage, wtvch they had like to have 
CjMTied onT but prince GaUtczin imaiediatdy 
fending Succcnirs ,to CberretHtttfiu, the Tartars 
were forced to retire, and kave the fiu^ans 
a free Pillage till they got Go Tbomt d'Olvva, ■ 
where .(hey encamped for die Conveiucnce of 
Water, the Pl^ce being Marlhy, and fiye 
X.CWKS diftant frqm Prec^. A finaM Body 
ot fartarst under Sukan torfci, advanced to 
difcover .their Elnemies March} and, that they 
Alight learn therein the Strength or Wealutep 
of the Army lay, took fcveraTPrifoners, from 
whom Aey drew what Information they want- 
ed, lltey afterwards carried them to the 
Cham^ wtu> then lay encamped at Kalanfcb^y 
a little River about two leagues fixim f recaps 
which runs into the Talus Maotis ; for, an Ac- 
count being brought him that the Mufcevitts had 
invaded the Crimt he was copic from BondgiaCy 
with 4000 Horfe, to defend his Territories. 
On the i6th the Army decamj^d, and moved 
to Zelona Delina, a League from Tboma ; hi- 
ther came the Cbam^ to meet the ASufcpvites, 
with all his Forces, which amounted to thirty 
or forty thoufand Horfe, marching in leveral 
little Divifions, and having iofenfibly furround- 
cd the Ruffians^ they were obliged to halt. 

The two Armies gazed upon one another for 
fome Time without attempting any Thing, 
tho* certainly the Mufcovites ought to have be- 
gan the Fight, but they were glad to keep 
themfelves out of Harm, fenced in with ftron|; 
Palliladocs, which they bad brought in their 
Wag- 
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Wa^gam. The Foot and Anilkry defendfid ^689 
this A^iTq> fo feaiupufly, that tte STor/flri, l^V^/ 
owtd DIM break into it. The Horfe weie ddc 
CMPsncbcd, which, inviecd three or f^or Detacb- 
TOcoo of S'artaru of loop Horfc each, to 
d»^ them : Tbey wsre no foocer attacked 
but mey fell into Diforder j however they made 
their :BaKgage fenrioeable to them, for from 
tfacnoe £e Cann&n and fonill Shot galled the 
Tartars t and laid three or fqur ^wndred of 
them i|[>on the GnMnd, and widi them feveral 
J{/Mcovites. On the other Side Sult^ Naradat, 
with his Troops, charged the CoJ/acki of Sont 
Vi^^rerktfy whp were commanded by £«»'• 
Han, the DominiJiak, or Rujiim Secretary qf 
State ; this Gentlemafi knew very litttJe of the 
liVtt of War, and was £) frightened, chat he 
,cpuld not ftand before the Tartars, whp break- 
ing in among t^ B^^age, and killing tl^ 
Horfes, pKvcntcd the mufe^itej fto/n drawing 
off* their Waggoas i they pierced jn as far as 
the Center of thofe Waggons, and carried off 
.twenty Pieces af Cannon, which they ibpid 
mounced upon- Carriages, ap.d Hofles harnefled 
K> them. In l}uHt, if (be Boyar Kjiaka bad 
.B(^ advanced with his Tnx^, the Cejfacks had 
been entirely cut off. Cberramittatt was at- 
, tacked at the fame Ti.me by another Body pf 
Tartars, who broke in as rar as hts Baggage, 
but he defended himfelf much better t^an ^m- 
lia/i, and forced the Tartars to retire. In tbcle 
.Skirmilhes the T<«'tars being repulfcd, tho* 
. the Advantage and fome Plunder fcjl to them, 
the Mufcovites moved forwards to get to fome 
fhfli Water ; fo the next Day diey marched 
tjO Kaianfcbek \ the Cavalry were ordered to 
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i^S^. mix widi the Waggons and Cairiagcs, aiui 
~ ,/ all the Army, which till then had been divided, 
joined into one Body, and made a Square Fl* 
gure, the Ba^;age was furrounded with the Can- 
ncm and Infantry, who carried their Pallifadoes 
upon their Shoulders to be the readier in plant- 
ing them. The Tartars appeared again, while 
they were in this March ; out having viewed 
the Army (hi all Sides, and finding die Horfe 
had fecured thcmfelves, they forbore AAifMi, 
and were content to keep the Mufcmtes in Fear 
of them i but they foon withdrew, and went to 
defend Precopy v/hich they thought would be 
attempted by the numerous Army of the Muf- 
eoviteSy who that Day encamped at Halanfchek^ 
and the next pafied the River, where finding 
DO Tiirfan, fcveral of them were encoui^ol 
to leave the Ba^age, and a&end the Hill to 
difcovjr Precopy which appeared to be all in 
Flames, for the Tartars had fct Fire to the 
Suburbs left the "Mufcovites Ihould have taken 
Pofleflion of them. 

On the 1 6th they marched ftiaight on to 
Precopy and fat down ^thin Cannon Shoe of 
the Town, having the Black-Sea on their 
right, and the Dcfart on the left : They made 
no Shot from the Town, becaufe it was too far 
to do Execution, but they Bred incellkntly from 
a Tower that Hood on the Shore of the Black- 
Sea. The Mufcovites thought of attacking the 
Town in the Night, but were ftrangcly fur- 
prized to receive Orders, in the Evening, to 
return : which was occafioned by a ludden 
Treaty fet on Foot» by the following Ac- 
cident.

The Army being encamped pretry near the 1-669. 
Town, ihcrNogaystinACalmuckTartarSt Sub- V.^'VV^ 
y&s of Miifcovyj Ikirmifhing often with the 
Precopianst a Nogayt who ieired the Cbantt 
iaw by chance, a Mufiovite ofhis Acquaintance, 
and calling out to him. What da we contend 
Iot, faid he, there would be no Occaflon to 
6ght if your Boyar would make Peace with 
our Cham ? The Mufcovile replied, that if the 
Boyar Gatliczin believed the Cham was that 
Way inclined, he might perhaps come into 
Meafurcswith him : But if the Cham really de-' 
fired Peace, he ought to fend and treat about 
it. Well, faid the Precopian N^ay, do you 
break the Matter to your General, and you may 
venture to affure him, that the Cham is willing 
to come to Terms. The Mufiovite went im- 
mediately to Prince Galliczin's Tent, and hav- 
ing procured an Audience from him, acquainted 
him with all that had happened, and all the 
Difcoufe that pafTed between him and the Tar- 
tars. The Prince, liking the Motion, cauled a 
Letter to be wrote, in the Name of this Mi^- 
covite to the Precopian Nogay, to this Purpbfc: 
I have related to the Geiieral, Prince Galliczin, 
what pajfed between us ■, be is content to come to 
an Accommodation i it lies upon you to get foms 
Perfon to befint to him with the Cham*f Pro- 
pofals. This Letter, being delivered to the 
firib Tartar that appeared, was carried to the 
Cham, who having read it, fern to afk Prince 
Galliczin if it was wrote by his Order, and 
being anfwered that it was ; he fent a principal 
Perfon, Suilecb Murza^ and the Miifiovites 
fent a Boyar, named EJmeyan, in exchjinge 
for Hoftages. In (h" Treaty, the Mufiovitet 

Vol, I. D propofed 
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1689. propolcd the 6ve following Conditions: That 
V>7"0 all the Ruffian Slaves (hould be reftored. That 
the 'Tartars ftiould make no more Inroads into 
the Czars Dominions. That they ihould quit 
their Claim to 80,000 Roubles, annually due 
to them from Mujcovy. That they fliould rvX. 
moleft the Poles, nor aflift the 7urks. The 
Murza . gave fome Hopes of an Agreement* 
and fpun out the Conference to keep them in 
Sufpence till next Day, well knowing fo great 
a Multitude could not long fubfifl where they 
were without Forage and Water : But the next 
Day he anfwered, that the Cbam would accept 
ot~ Peace, on no other Terms than thofe he 
was already engaged in with the Czars : That 
he infilled upon the Payment of the yearly 
Tribute, and expected to be paid 240,000 
Roubles, that were in Arrear for the three laft 
Years, 

Prince Gallics^n did by no Means like this 
- Anfwcr, he had loft the Opportunity of forc- 
ing them to his own Terms, for his Army 
were no longer able to lie encamped on the 
fandy Plain, and fo he was forced to retreat i 
but, for fear of being purfued, he took the 
Murza along with him as fiir as Ralanfcbek, 
and from thence fent him back, and received 
lits own Hoftage. Thus ended Prince Gallic- 
zin's fecond Campain in the Cnm. It was, 
faid byfomcofhis Enemies, that he was pre- ' 
vailed upon to leave the Country by a large 
Prefcnt of Ducais of Gold, and that the Tar- 
tars fcnt them to him in Barrels, but had de- 
frauded him of a great Share of wh« was a- 
greed upon, by putting a large Number of 
Counters among thtm. 

Aftet 
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, After this, they marched for three Weeks 1689. 
Itecther to reach the Samare 1 where leaving l.^'VN*/ 
allthe heavy Luggage behind them, theypai- 
fcd the Rhrcr, and in Hx Days more got to the 
River Marie. In the Mean while Prince Gai' 
Uezin difpatched Couriers to the Czars, and 
CO' the King of Poland^ boafting that he had 
beaten the "Tartars., and driven them into their 
own Country. The Princcfs S(^biat upon this . 
News, ordered publick Rejoicings throughout 
the Kingdom, and, according to Cudom, fent 
an Akalnik with 3 Lener of Thanks and Com- 
mendations to all the Army, and goldeti Du- 
cats for Rewards ; In Conclufion, Orders for 
difbanding the Arrhy being come, the Boyar 
Valenfki was left at the River Samare with a- 
bout 5 or 6doo Men. This mighty Succefi 
had the Mufiovites in two great Expeditions 
in the Crim ; which far frotn gaining them any 
Honour or Profit, on the contrary produced 
the greateft Damage, the Nation could, at that 
Time, have fuffercd, in the Ruin of their 
General, which happened Toon after. 

During the Abfcnce of Prince Gatliczifty the The C^?'- 
principal Perfons in the Party tWatoppofed him, '""">!"■'•*<'' 
had married the Czar Pe/^r, who was then in 
the i8th Year of his Age, to a young Lady 
named Ottokefa Federowna, Daughter of the 
Boyar Feeder Ahrabamowitz ; this bold Stroke, 
which was entirely againft the Inrciinatlons of 
the Princefs Sopbia^ greatly increafed the Party 
of the Crar Peter ; all the young Men, whole 
Fathers followed the Princefs, declared for 
Peter. Galliczw^ at his Return, found all his 
Meafures broken, by the Marriage of the 
young Czar, whofe Wife was foon after with 
D 2 Child. 
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1689. Child. HU Enemies had likewire learned the 
OOrVv^ Truth of all chat palled in his inglorious Ex^ 
pedidon to the Crim^ and had rendered him 
fo odious to the Czitr Peter ^ that he was denied 
Audience by him, and could hardi}', by the 
Princeli*s Intercefljon, be adi^itted to kifs his 
Hand ; he underwent fevere Reproaches, and 
could not fay any thing in Juftification of 
his Cbnduft. This ASair had but juft Time 
to fublide, when the Princefi began to raife 
. frcfh UneafineOes, by propofing an unfcafonable 
Piece of Liberality ; Ihc had a Mind to di- 
ftribuie conliderable Frefcnts among the Boyvi 
in Recompenlc of the good Services that they 
had done the Empire : But the Czars, Peter 
efpedally, oppofed this, and would enquire firft 
into the Merits of thcfe pretended Services, 
thatdie Rewards might be proportionable to 
them. The Prince& could bear no Rcftraint, 
but found Means to get the Czars to comply 
with her Defires. Upon which, fhe gave 
Prince GaUUxin 1500 Pealants Houfes in le- 
vera) Villages, to other Commanders in the 
Army 300, and to all the Officers in Pro- 
portion to their Stations- Thefe valuable 
Prefcnis were very unufual in Mufcovy, the 
CiUlom of the Czars having been only to give 
a royal Veft to thofe whom they had a Mind to 
do Honour to. 

Prina: Gallicxiu now brgan again to govera 
with the fame Power as before, and being fup- 
porccd by the Princefs, undertook a bold Ad- 
vcnmrc. From the Time that the Hettmans 
had been under the Mufcovite Dominion, they 
had never entered Mofiaw. Galliczs/it uponi 
the PretCDcc of doing Honour to the Hettman, 
and" 
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and prefenting him to do Homage to the ^689 
Czars, k ordered it, that Mazeppa was brought \^^'Y\J 
into the capital City , with 500 of his princi- 
pal Officers, but was nerer admitted into the 
Czars Prerence, The Defign of introducing 
this Number of Men into Mo/cow-, was to Another Con- 
affift a Plot, that the Princefs and G''*''*f2i« ^^^fj"* 
were then contriving together againft the Life^;, 
oi Peter. The Princefs forclkw that this Bro- 
ther, if not timely prevented, would be one 
Day the Ruin of her Authority, and a Bar to 
all her ambitious Views. And fhe had like- 
wife terrible Apprehenfions .that not only her 
Power would be abridged, but that die ftould 
be forced to return to her Convent; ihefe 
Thoughts made her repent that ihe had liftened 
to the moderate Counfels of Gallfcziti^ and 
having perfuadedhim, that himfelf, his Fami- 
ly, and all his Friends would be involved in 
her Ruin, (he brought him to confent to put 
in Execution the cruel Scheme flie had formed 
to fccure herfclf and him, by the Death of her , 
Brother. 

All the Meafures being taken that ihe 
Thought proper, Ae was now rcfolved to give 
the Blow J and pitched upon Tbtodere Tbeke- 
lavitau to be her principal Inftrument in the 
Enterprize. He was Prefidcnt of the Chamr 
ber of Strelitzes, to which Dignity he had 
been raifed, on the Death of Couvatijii, by the 
Princefs's Favour, and, in return, now pro- , 
mifed a punftual Obedience to all her Com- 
mands. The Czar i'rfffr was, at this Time, at 
one of his Country Houfes, called Ohn^enjio, 
fituated upon the River Tarus., a Hiort League 
from Myiow, Theodore having drawn toge^ 
P 3 tber 
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1689 ther 600 Strelitzes, all Men to be relied on, 
\.y*f>U as he thought, and putting hJmfelf at tbdr 
Timdr dif- Head, he commanded them to fiiJlow him ta 
•Dvectd. Ohrogenflco \ but whilft he was giving Orden, 
two of the Strelitzesy Ihocked at the Thoughts 
of ftaioing their Hands with their Prince's 
Blood, flole off privately and ran with all 
Expedition to advertize the Czar Prfw of the 
Danger he was in. He, jumping out of Bed 
in a great Confternation, fent for his Uncles, 
the f^arajiins, his Mother's Brothers, and con- 
fulted with them in all Hafle what was to be 
done. It was refolved to fend immediately to 
the City to enquire into the Certainty of this 
Intelligence -, one of the Czars Uncles, and the 
young Prince Borice Galliczin, the Czars Favou- 
rite, were difpatched on this Bufineis ; in their 
Way thirher they met Theielavitau at the 
Head of his StrelitzeSy they took care to 
conceal themfelves while thefe Soldiers paffed ■ 
by them, and then haftened back to fave the 
Czar. Peler had but juft Time enough to get 
into his Coach with his Mother, his Wife and 
her Sifter j and being followed by fomc of 
his faithful Servants, he fled toward the Treit-' 
Jky Monaftery. 

The Confpirators, on their Arrival, fearched 
every where for the Czar, but the Strelil-zesy 
then on Duty at ObroFensko^ knowing nothmg 
of the Dcfign, and fiirprized at his fudden 
Departure, told their Prefident that his Ma- 
jcfly was gone out a little before with all the 
Speed imaginable. 

This Difappointment was no fmall Concern to 
the Princefs, every Body was aftoniflied, at 
Mo/cow, with the News of the Czar's Flight, no 

QQQ 
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one could gue& the Caufe oT it ', but in the 1 689 
Evening it was known that he had fent to the \yY'\J 
Princefe to reproach her with her Treachery. 
She abfolutely deny'd the Matrer, and prorcft- 
cd that they were much deceived in taking 
thofc for Confpiraiors, who came only to relieve 
die Guard \ and that Ihe was extremely wronged 
to be thought capable of harbouring lb black a 
Crime in her Breaft, as that of being acceffary to 
the Death of her- Brother. In the Mean Time 
this Excufe of pretending to relieve the Guard, 
which was always done in the Day Tinie,' was 
looked uwMi as a very weak one. The Czar 
Pettr^ being now iafc in the Iroitjky Monaftery, 
wrote to all the Boyars to repair thither in- 
ftantly ;. he likewift wrote to all the Gentry in 
every Town to raifc the Militia -, and having 
publifhed ThekelivoUau's Attempt, he had, in 
a Weeks Time, a numerous Body of Noble- 
men and Gentlemen about him. He fent Or- 
ders to G«//if2/« to attend him, bur he excufed 
himfcif on Pretence of being wichheld by the 
Czar John. Nocwithftanding it was faid they 
had alfo a Defign upon him, if their Plot had 
not mifcarried on Peter. 

The Princefs did all )hc could to get the 
Strelitzes on her Side, and having ordered fome 
of them to be planted at the Foot of the Stairs, 
the Czar Joim and Ibc, coming from Mafs, 
flood at the Top of the Stairs, from wlience 
the Czar fpoke to them to this EfFeft ; My 
Brother is retired to the TroJtIky Monajiery^ 
for what Reajbn I know not^ doubtlefi he intends 
iodffturh the Peace of the State, and, as lam 
told, has commanded you to attend him ; but we 
D 4 forbid 
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t^S9 forbid you, upon Pout of Death, to ^ey Us 
»*/OrV Orders. 

The Prioccls repeated the fame Thing, but 
t}K Sirelitzes, littleheeding what either of thenci 
faid, marched dircftly to the Monaftery, where 
they aflured the Czar Peter of their Fidelity. 
The Princcfi feeing this, and that moft of the 
Boyan had joined P«/^, refolved, ifpeflible, 
to make her own Peace with him. In Order 
tct which Ihe fent two of his Aunts to him, hii 
Father's Sifters i for, by the Example of Frin- 
CC& Sophia, fevcralwherofthe Princeflesof the 
Czarian Houle had now left their Convents. 

The Ladies, being come into the Prefence 
of the Czar, bc&eched him not to give Credit 
to thofe Rumours which had (o much alarmed 
Him. They aflured him that there was fome 
Mifunderftanding in the Affair i that they were 
malicioufly fpread to make a Breach between 
him and his Sifter ; and that he might retum 
to Mo/cow with great Safety. The Czar an- 
fwercd them, that he had not fled in a Pannick 
only i that there was an apparent Confpiracy 
to murder himfclf, his Wire, his Mother and 
Uncles and laid fo many Circumftances before 
^hem, that they could not depy the Truth of it. 
ThcPrinceflcs, with Tears in their Eyes, avow- 
ed their own Innocence, appeared fhock'd at 
the horrii^ Defign, and faid they would never 
return to Mefcowt but Jive and die with 
him. 

The Princefe Sophia, hearing of the bad 
Succefs ot this Negotiation, and not knowing 
what Courfe to take, apply'd herfelf to die Pa- 
triarch, and fo wrought upon him with her 
Tears and ^treaties> that the good Mao of- 
fered 
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fined himfclf for a Mediator : He went the 
Ikme Day to the Czar Peter^ and telling him ^ 
his Errand, ufed all the ftrongeft Aiguments be 
could think of R) perfuade him to a Reconciti- 
adon with his Sifter : But he was flxangely fur- 
prized, when he underflood that he himfelf 
was to have been taken off, and that the AU)Ot 
Sylvejier^ who was in the Plot, if it had noc 
mifcarried, was to have be«i made Patriarcb in 
his Stead. This new Difcovery was a great 
and Ihocking Surprize to him, he judged it 
might not be amiJs for him to remain in die 
Troitjky Monaftery, till the Afiair was clear*d 
up* and Things better fettled » ac the lame 
Time he publilhed a Proclamation to appre* 
bend the Traiton. 

Thi: Princels. now m a wotfe Condition than 
ever, called her Cr^tures togethn-, and con- 
fulted what to do \ it was rc&lved that 'Dxke- 
lavitau fhould be fecured in the Palace, and that 
the Abbot Sylvefter fliould be laved ; and then 
Ihe herielf, accompanied by Prince Galliczm, 
and the Refl: of her Friends, went towards the 
Tmtjky Monaftery, with Hopes of appeafing 
her Brother, who had lent a fecond Order to 
the Stretitzesy to come thither with Speed, and 
bring the Traitors with them. She was noc 
got above half Way, before a Bir/ar met her, 
by the Czar Peter's Order, who «>ld her Ihe 
muft go back again, for Ihe would not be re- 
vived i Ihe knew it would be dangerous to dtf- 
obey, and fo returned, as Ihe was ordered, to 
MofcBw. The next Day, the Strelitzes and 
Germans appeared at the froit/ky Monaftery, 
and the Boyars being met, it was refolved to 
fcizc the Ttaitm vhcrcrer they could be found; 
A 
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i<S8q A Colonel vith thrw hundrdd Moi, was or- 
\/S^^J dercd to etocuae this Refbluden, «^ itnme- 
diacdf nur£hed m &fe Innperial Palace ae 
Mojemot and diere loudly demanded that Kjjtd 
fbekdavitau fliould be delivered to him j for 
after his Tmlbn was difeovered, he #a9 no 
Iw^er calted Ptoitr., but by his Dimimttire, 
Of Nick-Kamc, which ammg the Mufivoites 
is a Made cS QMtempc. The Princels made 
Ibaie Rtififtaiue at firft, but feeing the Coh>. 
nel fcfolutely bene to take him, and conHder- 
ing Ac illConfciquences Of her interpoiing too 
iar, Ihe delivered up Bska and his Adhoents. 
The CriminaU, loaded with Chains, were car- 
ried to the Troitsky. 

Prince Galliczin, at this Time, feeing him- 
felfonthe &ink of Ruin, refolvol to go like- 
wife to the Monastery in Hopes (^prefcrving 
himfclf by his SubmilTion \ he took widi him 
his Son, and feveral of the greateft Men, who 
were his Friends ■, but when they came there* 
they found the Gates fhut agaioft them ; and 
Orders given to fomc tii the Guards to go back ' 
with GallieztH uid his Followers, ana not to 
fuller any of them K) ftir out of their Houfcs. 

As lb«i as TbekelavitaUf or FUka, as he was 
now called, was brought to the Monaftery, 
he was conrey'd into the gttat Hall, where the 
Czar had called togedier the Boyarsj and there 
kept four Hour under Eianjination, from 
thence he was carry'd to a Tower in the Mo- 
naltery, and had the * JOiMit given him. This

Upcn din diey carry*d him 
back to Frifoa, from whence he wrote to die 
Czu- Peter^ and acquainted him at large widi

prize, and named the Pcrfons who put him 
Dpon it. The Czar^ dtt^ fully £utsfy*d of the 
TicaSan and Barbarity of his Sifbr, would not 
pablicldy czpc^ a Princefi of the Blood ; but 
It was with great Difiiculty dut youm Gallic- 
XM could fave the Prince, his Couwi, 6txn 
beit^ ciCBcuted to the Diihonour (rf' his Fa* 
mily. 

Several others, who were to have been the 
Aflaflins, were afterwards examined, to whom 
they gave the ^efiion^ or extraordinary Tw- 
nire, which is a Punilhment more fevcre than 
the other. The Ofienders had their Heads 
Ihaved, and being then ty'd faft, boiling Wa- 
ter was pour*d Drop by Drop on their Skulls, 
which put diem to fuch exquiute and intollerable 
Pain, that they immediately acknowledged their 
Crime, and difcovcred their Accomplices, a^ 
S'beodorgy w Fijka had done : Two Days were 
fpent in confulting how to punilh the Crimi- 
rwls. Prince Galliczin, with his Son and 
Friends, were condemned to Banifliment, and 
He, being brought to the Palace, had his Sen- 
tence read to him aloud ; which was to this 
'fhe Dif- Purpofc : " That he was ordered by the Czar, 
gnceud B«-«* togoto^r^j, a Town under the Po/tf, and 
^?^^« to remain there as long as he lived, in Dif- 
Ki«. '' grace with his Majefty ; who, of his great 

** Goodneis, nevcrtlielefi, allowed him three

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** his Juftice had ordained all his Goods to be 1689

The miferible Prince being conduced to the 
Place of his Exile t a Sectmry was difpatched 
to A^c9w to feize upon his Palace, and make 
an Inrentory of all the Riches and Furniture to 
be found in it Among other Things a Trunk 
was difcovcred buried in a Vault, wherein were 
no lels than a hundred chouland Ducats, which 
were luppofed to be the Spoils of the depoled 
Hettmau Juan Sanuulerrick, whofe Misfortunes 
we have before ichted. Befldes thefe there 
were four hundred Veflcls of Silver, weighing 
forty Pounds each, and other Moveables of 
great Vahie. The Ladies of the Prince and 
^ Son were bani&ed with them, but were 
allowed to take with them no more than thirty 
RoabUs among them alt. Thekeiavitau had 
his Head cue off the next Day 1 two StrelUzes 
who were to have been AflalTins, fuflcred die 
lame Punilhment. The Colonel that com-t 
mandcd the Detachment was whip*d, had his 
Tongue cut our, and was fcnt to end his 
Days in Siheria, with an Allowance of a Pen- 
ny a Day i five other Strelitzes had their Tongues 
cut out, and were fent into Siberia^ likewife 
to kill Sables. 

The Czar Prfw, when thefe Executions 
" were over, defircd the Princefe to leave the 
Palace, and retire into a Monaftery, which Ihe 
had built at Devntz^ a little Way out of Town, 
tut (he Ihewing Jbme Relu^nce to this, he 
commanded the Prefident of the StrelUzes to 
conduct her thither, if not willingly, by Force, 
to fee Guards upoh'all the Avoiues, and fufler 
DO Per&u to come to her. Two Days after 
this 
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1 689 this the Czu l^eter returned to f^fitw^ and 
^•VNw/ made his Entry on Horfeback, atanded by 
18,000 StreHtzt! armed fbf his Guard. Hu 
Wife and Mother followed ftjon after in a 
Coach. The Czar John ftood to receive his 
Brother, at the Steps entering into the Palace ; 
they embraced j Peter afkcd Jsis to be Friends, 
who anfwering that he was fo, diry each re- 
tired to their uveral Apartments. 
The Eld of Thus ended the Regency of the Prinocfs So- 
the Piiuxfi pbia^ who had governed the Ruffian Empire 
*♦****' *e- -for fome Years* but through a boundlefi Am- 
*'"''' bition, aiming at getting the whole Power into 

her own Hands, which Ihe had held in the 
Name of her Brothers, Ihe left not only that 
Authority, which they would readily have al- 
lowed her, but her Liberty alfo, being from 
that Time kept in clofe Confinement tilt the 
Day of her Death, which did not happen till 
the Year 1 704, Fifteen Years after ; during 
which Time fome Com modons were rai&d in 
her Favour, as will be leen hereafter.

Narajkiny hh 
Mother's Brother, found no Obftaclc to his 
p«wr, whenanibitious Views, but the Favourite, young 
no" ««t*&c- ^^^^'^^f* whom he could not very eafily de- 
pe^^it of Aroy, having himfelf been the greaieft Caule 
b^the grew of his Advancement i however, Peler, at that 
ftincc lie if- Time, giving no Prc&ges of being that great 
5^?^J^- Prince te afterwards apwared, taking Delight 
in very idle and cruet Dlvcrfions, and haying, 
but little of the Politician in him, was wrou^ 
upon by Naraskin, to believe that his Favou- 
rite muft needs have been concerned in fome 
of the Enterprizcs of his Coufin the Oeat 
Gallicziny as might be judged from his zealous 
Endeavours to prevent his Execution ; but the 
Czar Peter, at firft, fceraed very unwilliitt Oi 
fufpcA a Perftm, who had no Ids than uuve 
Times laved his Life: However Narapdn, 
at length accompanied by his Daughter and 
Sons, with Tears in their Eyes, declared ^ 
Peter, that if be did not remove this Favourite, 
he might as well recall the Great GalUczin 
from Exile : He yielded to them at laft, and 
promifed to confine his Favourite to live upon 
his own Lands i but Gallicziny being adver- 
tized of the Matter, withdrew thither, before 
any fuch Orders were fent him. 

As foon as the Czar heard of :t, he fent 
Courier after Courier to him, to know the 
Caufe of his Retirement : To whom he only 
anfwered, that fmce his paft Conduft could 
not convince his Majefty of his Fidelity, he 
delired no more than to be allowed to live 
there without ever coming to Court. The 
Czar W4S fo fenCbly touched with this, 
that 
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that he lent two Boyars to vUithlni, and a l6%^ 
few Days after, being impatient to fee him, \yy^J. 
tent two others to dcnrc him to return, which 
he did accordingly, and was very much caref- 
Jed by the Czar. This Turn fo much alarm- 
ed the Narajkinsy and their Party, that diey 
endeavoured by all Means to be reconciled 
CO him. For fome Time he made as great 
a Figure at Court again as ever, conferring 
Favours on all his Friends. He fo iar fol- 
lowed (he Maxims of his CouGn the great 
Galliczitty diat he caufed many Grandees to be 
dilgraced, and gave their Places to his own 
Creatures i but then they were not fuch as 
the other preferred. Men of Worth and Abi- 
lities ; but Dninkards and Debauchees like 
himielf. The Tiarajkim were ftUl fecretly 
contriving how to undermine him, and at 
length fo far prevailed as to tn-li^ the Czar 
into an Opinion, that if he was trufted with 
fo much Power as the Place of the laW Gal- 
licziSt which was dedgned for him, would 
give hint), he might attempt to relcafe the 
Princefs Sophia, and therefore it. was beftowed 
on Narajtin, his Mother's Father.

The 
IfaraskiHS now tow upon them to gorem 
with lb much Pride and Arrogance, diat 
moft: Pei^le began to deplore the Lois of 
the Great GstlUzmj .who had formed tnanj 
Schemes for the Wel6uc of the Ruffian £m- 
inre, he hod built one tat^ Coll^ofStODC, 
in which he had placed twotty DoAott* he 
brotmhc many Books into the Coontry, and 
adviied many of the Boyars to give thar Son 
Jbme Lcaroing, a Thing rery litde onder&xid 
in Aiiv/c0V)r at thatTime^ he permitted Siran* 
gers to come in and go otit of the Nation, 
which was before prohibited. All tbefe 
Things mte let at not^t by the Nar^- 
hnsy who again fwbad all Fore^nera to come 
into MMfcmy^ and were again reducing all 
things a Pace to their antient State of pro- 
found Ignorance, and brurifh Tyranny i but 
s new FavcMirite, the young Czar Pettr, foon 
after, made choice of, one Le Fort, began to 
make Arts and Sciences revive in Mujcovy ; 
to him was owing the firft Foundation of the 
true Ruffian Grandeur, and from him the 
Czar imbibed fuch Notions of Virtue and 
j^,PrM>riety as made him afterwards one of die 
mod illtdlrious Princes that ever reigned^ and 
truly deferring the Name of ^eter the 
Grear.

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This * Le F«rt wu a Genclemao of a 1689 
hepuaUe trading Family at Gen^at who, '^^'^'^'^^^ 
from his Childhood, had a ftrong Inclinati-^J^^ 
on to all miliary A^irs, but, at the "D^KQamilit 
of his Father, who more approved of Trade, Arti 
was bred up in the Compting Houle of 
M, Francoms, an eminent Merchant in Am-* 
fterdavt. With this Gentleman he behaved 
to well that he loved him like his own Child, 
and Le Fort, having a Defire to fee c/Hxt 
Countries, prevailed upon him to let him 
go to CopeHoagtH in a Merchant Ship he wat 
going to lend thithn-. His Mafter cntndle4 
him with the whole Cargo, and he HiS- 
chained his CofflmiffioD with great Faith- 
hibi£ and Advantage, even beyoiui what 
could be erpe&ed Irom one fo youig and 
lb lately l»-Dught into Bufinefi. 

At the Sight of the Damjb Troops in tbit 
Wartike Country, his Love of Atnis began 
to revive. He made an Acquaintance with 
ieveral Officers in the King of Denmarlfs Ar- 
my, and was much loved and refpeAed 1^ 
them, <m Account of his Inclinations to, and 
Readinefi in learning, all Kinds of military 
Exercifes. At this Time an Ambafiador frcun 
Denmark being going to the Court of Mofiew^ 
Le Ftrt, ftill defirous of feeing other Coun- 
tries, got a Recommendation to go in hit 
Retinue ; he foon made himfclf Mafter of 
die Ruffian Language, and ferved the Am- 
bailador for an Interpreter, who, for his grou 
Genius, excelknt Qualities, and fine Penbnt

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Si Tie HISTORY of 

1690 The AmbafTador, being a PeHbn of great 

\^^f\J Merit, was highly efteemed at Mofeovo^ hj 
both the Czars, efpecially by Peter., who 
frequOidy did him the Honour to eat 3C his 
Table, and there firft took Notice of Le 
Ftrt i finding he fpoke the Language of the 
Country well, he alked him feveral Quefti- 
ons, and was fo well pleafcd with aii the 
Anfwers he made him, that he at laft afked 
him, if he was willing to enter into his Ser- 
vice ? M. Le Fort, in the mod refpeftfiil 
Manner, reply'd, that whatever Ambition he 
might have to ferve fo great a Monarch, yet 
the Duty and Gratitude he owed to hb Ma- 
iler, would not allow him to promife any 
thing without his Confent. Well, faid the 
Czar, Iviill ajk the Confetit of your Mafter% 
But, I hope, laid Le Fort, your Majefty will 
have the Goodnefs to make ufe of any other 
Interpreter than myfelf to alk that Queftion. 
The Czar, by one of his own Interpreters, 
t^ing Notice that Le Fort fpoke good Ruf- 
fia»^ the Ambadador anfwered, that he Jiad

part widi him : The Ambafiador reply'd, 
that the Exchange was too advantageous to 
Le Fortt that' he wilhed him too well, and had 
too great a Regard to the Commands of his 
M^fty, not to confent to it. 

Le Fort^ by the Czar*s Order, went to him 
the next Day, was made hb firil Interpreter, 
and foon became fo great a Favourite, that be 
was carried with him wherever he went. The 
Czar took Fleafure in talking to him about 
the Courts he had feen, as Savoys France^ 
and Denmark: And difcouriing one Day, 
among other foreign Affairs, of the King of 
DenmarVs Guards, he aflced him what he 
thought of his ? which were the Strelitzes at 
that Time ; and bad him fpealc his Mind 
freely.

M. te Fbrt Tent to all the Merchants of dif- 
ferent Nations fettled at Mofcew, and went to 
feme himfelf, f<:»- all Things nece^ry to doath 
chiB Company ; taking all the TayltMi he 
could find U the AmbalEKicH^ Houfes, and 
thofe who ferved the Merchants , he deHred 
an Order from the Czar to hare Mcafere ta- 
ken 6f thofe among the Strelitxes who vrere of 
the bell Shape and Stature.

he had deferved it, in the Judgment of hii 

Officers, whom he would punifli a they judged 

too favourably of him. By this Procedure 

he gave his Nobility to underftand, that Btrdi 

alone was not enough to entitle them to Mi> 

litary Preferments. The Hardfhips and low 

Employments he went thro* himfelf, feemed 

to^vehim the ftronger Right to demand a 

ftnA Obferrance of their Duty in his SubjeOs, 

He frequently made Reinforcements to this j^ 
Company, which M. Le Fort bad rai&d, ha- 
ving them difciplined in the German Way, 
and giving the Command to Foreigners, till, 
«C Iwed), he had a conhden^le Body of 
. Ei wcU 
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1690 well i^Uted Troops, which, for want of 
^•V"^ other ^nploymcnt, he would engage in Par- 
tics againft each other, in the Reprefentation 
of Mock-Sieges and Battles. The StrelitzeSt 
who looked on thefe Sights as the divertit^ 
Amufements of a young Prince fond of mi- 
litary Exercifes, little fuTpefted how much 
their own Intereft was concerned in them} 
for PettTy thinking they had to mucih Pow- 
er, and were too ftrongly attached to the 
Princcis Sophia t rcfolvcd to kSka their 
Strength, and fumifli himfelf with Soldiers 
betto- difciplined, and more to be depend- 
' ed on. 

And now to the utter Eztindion of all the 
Hopes his Sifter, and her Party, might have 
conceived of hn returning to the Regency, 
after the Death of Peter, without liTue, his 
^J^^^-Wifc was, this Year (1690) delivered of a 
liorn. ^n, who, according to ^cMufcovite Falhion, 

of giving the chriftian Name of the Father for 
the Sirnameof the Son, was called Alexis Pe- 
trowitz, of whole unhappy End, before the 
Death of his Father, I fliail give an Ac- 
count in the third and lafi; Volume of this 
Work. 

The Foreigners which M. Le Fort had 
procured for the Czar's Guards, fo highly 
pleafed him, that he was refolvcd to have a 
greater Number, and of fuch as were fkilled 
in different Profeflions, that he might intro- 
duce Arts and Sciences into his Country, and 
make fome Figure among the other Princes 
M. UFen^oi Europe, who vrere more polite but left 
g;;:^^powerfoI than himiyf. U.LeFort obfcnr* 
eardtoiuiRe-^ to ^i"! that it would bc impoOible for 

vcnuea. lum 
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Iiim to fucceed in this Defign without a Re- 1690 
gulation of his Financa, which wer? in as 0"^^i»> 
great Diforder as his Troops, or any thing 
die had been; that his Revenues were not ^ 
fufficient to bear the Expences of whar he 
propofed, and fupport that great Number of ^ 

Foreigners he talked of, who wodd not be 
brought into his Service but on a Profpeft 
of Advantage, and being regularly paid. 
He made it appear to his Majefty, that 
the Reafon of his Revenues being fo incon- 
fiderable in ready Money, was the heavy 
Taxes on all Sons of Goods, which made " 
the Merchants contrive all the clandeftine 
Ways they could to defraud him of his Cu- 
flcHns, and which they did but too well 
fiicceed in. His Czarifh Majefly, convinced 
of the Reafon of what Z.5 fwf told him, or- 
dered his Duties to be lowered from 10 per 
Cent to 4 or 5, and infliiled feverc Penalties 
on fuch as fiiould attempt to commit any 
Frauds : He foon found the Benefit of this 
wholcfomc Advice, and that his Revenues, 
the very firft Year after, were increaled near 
two Millions of i^«^/». 

M. Le Fort having thus put it in the Power 
of the Czar to encourage Foreignen, and diey 
finding it worth while to leave their own 
Countries, there focMi appeared in R^$a an 
infinite Number of all Nations, efpccially 
Germans^ Scots, and Freneby not only Offi- 
ccn, and experienced Soldiers for his Army, 
but Men ikilful and expert in every Profcf- 
doa. He was the firft who built a Stately 
Palace of cut Stone in M^cowi which 
railed an EmuUtkn iaodwrmvatMeotodo 
^ ' Ib9 
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Ae lilce for die EmbcUifluiieitt of diat Citf» 
^u dtttTimedift Capital of the Ein[^ 
Tlufgreac and good Man, dieworthTF»> 
vouriKof die Czar, wasbdoved hf all wbo 
fcoeir hkn t he was generoiH and difintETcfied n 
thatDi^ee, diac he never acoqited of any the 
lodft Prefiw* from ihoie he put bto Emplojr- 
tneBta, bat yet, by his Merit, his Soirtcea, and 
other juftifiaUeandbonour^le Means, acraiir- 
ed immeofe Riches, which he pofiefled without 
Enry from the Rii0mu, who looked upon 
Um as their Fadier. He fiived die Lives of 
u infinite Number of Boyan and other ridi 
Feribaa, to whom dieCcar would have given 
the lOmtt, or beheaded with his own Hands: 
When he was going to do dui, many timea 
cm trifling Occuau, M. Le Fn^ woiud pra- 
ftot his own Head or Sboulden to him, 
bidding him cut cs- ftrike thne, but fpare 
the ionocenc Feribn. The Czar, being nude 
fcnfible x^ his Barbarity, 1^ fuch generous 
AAs, would take him in his Arms, and 
kifs htm, and tbmetunes the trembling Vic- 
tim, whom he was the Miimte before ready 
to facrifice to hb wild Faffion. M. Le Fort, 
in all Things ftudied the Intercft of his Ma* 
Act, and his Subjefts, and, to take amy all 
Jealoufy from the Ritfitms againft the Fo- 
reignen be had introduced into their Coun- 
try, he would recommend iuch of the Na- 
lares to the Czitf, for Preferment, whom he 
hirafclf, or fbme of [hofe Fore^^iers, had ta- 
ken Pains to qualify for tlw moft profitable 
&nploynMnta. His own Merit was fii^d on

Alewaidtr Mematcfy when the Czar Pettr Hu Rife of 
fiift cook Notice of him, had no higher an Prince Mm. 
Enploymcm than finging BaiJadi, md cry- ''^• 
iwaSoRof Pi^uidCma, nuideofiiiinc> 
ea Meat, and called in the Ruffian Lan- 
goage, Piragi Pt^mn^ about the Streets of 
M^ffWt but, fnai this low Degree, and 
from one of the pooreft, in Tine, he be- 
cune one of the richeft Subje^ that ever 
wn in £)#0, obfuocd the Tide a*a Brince, 
«nd baik Palaces more magnifioeDt thaa diofe 
of the Czar himletf. As to his Birdi, Moof. 
d» U Motfaye tells us, *' that Ibme Perfim, 
** who pretended to be well informed of it, 
** aflintd him, tliat his Parents were Va£Us 
** of the Monaftny of C^moptHy on the 
" weAcra Banks ef the Rirer ffoiga. As 
** their CkNidition was very miftraUe, they 
** could give lum no betcer Education dan 
'* their own, and he could neidKr wrJK nor 
** read any more than themlblves \ but, be* 
** ing arriyed at the Age of 13 or 14, he 
** lefc tfem without ftyii^ any thing to 
** them, to fedc a Service at Mtfevw, and 
** was cako) into dat of a Paftry-Cook. 

It faappond one Day, as this faroonns 

XaA was cryaig his Pidtry about the Streets, 

tiiat dte Czar bearing, and being dtvened

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aflced him if be would fell his Pies, and \m 
/ BalkeC. and how much he would have for 
them f The Boy immediately rcply'd, that 
lie had Power to, fell his Pies, but for hii 
Baikct, he muft alk hb Matter's Leave bcr. 
fore be could difpole of it to. any Bodyelfe; 
but, as every thing belonged to his Majcfty, 
he needed only K> lay his Commands upon 
him. This R^ly pleafed die Czar fo much 
that he immediately ordered him to come 
to Court} and laid, be would make his For- 
tune. 

He had at firft a mean Employment f^ven 
him, but the Czar frequently feeiag him, 
and talking to him, was fo much pleaied 
with his Wit, that he thought fit to place 
him about his Perfon, and made him Groom 
of his Bedchamber, from whence he rofe to 
that high Pitch; of honour we Ihall find htm 
hereafter. He was very handfome in his 
Perfon, 'tall and well Ihaped \ at his firft 
coming into the Czar's Service, he lilted 
himfelf into M. Le Fort's Compat^ of Sol- 
diers, and was inftruftod, by that General 
with Knowledge aodSkil] enough to command 
Armies, which he afterwards undertook with 
the greateft Succefi, and became one of the 
braveft and moll vii^orious Generis in the 
Czar's Service. 

I have before taken Notice, that In the 
Expedition to the Crtm, the Troops of Sibe- 
ria were excuted from being fent thither on 
.Account of the War they were forced to 
maintain agaioft the Cbitufe Tartan^ with 
whom this Year [1691] a Treaty of Peace 
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was fet en Foot, and foon broaghc to a hap< 1691 
py Conciufion. \^yr\J 

I chink it mar not be improper, in this 
Place, to gire fome Defcription oiSiberiat 
a Councrr ib frequently mentioned in this 
Work. 

The Couittry of Siheriaf with the Provin- . *^?^P- 
cesbelon^ng to it, is reckoned one eighth '^"^'**''^- 
Part of the Ruffian Dominions, extending 
towards ttie South-Eaft as &r as the River 
ArguHt which b within a few Days Journey 
of the famous Wall of China. 

This Country was conquered, about 150 Howfiift 
Years fince, in the Reign of John Bax^awitZiVa 
the Tyrant, by the Means trf a certain Py- ' 
rate, namcdjeremak Ttmefeirantz, who hav- 
ing much harrafled, and done great Damage 
to the Czar's Suli^eAs, and tb^ hearing die 
Troops of that Prince were coming againft 
him, kUtened back again, and implored tfie 
Protedlion of one Stroginof^ a very rich Rufs 
Merchant, who had a great Number of flat 
bottom*d VefTels, fcnne of them carrying a 
tbourand Ton, which he conftantly employed 
on the River U^elga, for the Tranfportation 
df his Merchandize, and not only maintained 
Favors at all the great Towns on that River, 
but at feveral Places on the eaftem Rivers, 
which fall into it, and thereby extended his 
-Commerce to the People bordering on the 
River O^, exchanging his Goods for the 
rich Furs of Siberia. This Merchant, on the 
'Pyratc's promife of fubduing all the Country 
to the Power of die Czar, fupply'd him with 
Veflels, aod what tte wanted for the Expedi- 
tion, and likcwife pronufcd to procure his 
Pardon. 
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i^t Pardon. Widi this Eacoungement he an^ 
^.^V^/ his CoinpstnioQs embarked, and wenc t^> the 
RiTcr Serth-eiAth poHcflcd bimitif of a 
firong Fortre&t flew all he met, and then re- 
turned to the Capital <^ SiktriOy there killed 
the King, and brought his Sons away Pri> 
ibnen to Af#/?Mi>, where. Dot many Years fince, 
fcmaioed a Ddcaident of the Family, who 
W the Title of the Sihirjty Czanwitx } bt 
waa allowed a finall Eftaie, and lived «eU 
e&cmed by the Czar and dn Ruffian No- 
bility. 

The Pyrate, after this Succefi, ^ing down 
tlie River Irtitt was attacked in the N^ht 
by a Party of Sartors : In the SkirouQi he 
loft the bcft Fait ofhb PeofJc, and cndea- 
Toorii^ to ^c lumfelf, by jumping out <^ 
OK Veflel iotD another was drowned. 8tn» 
jnv^had fent to Court ht the mean Time, 
and obtained his Pardon i be likewi& Jenc 
Troqx to fbftify the Places he had taken. 
Thus it was that this Country fell tinder die 
Dominion of the Mufetvites, which, before

The River 02;7 runs quite cbto* tbe Province, iiieBeUim.

gas i tbe'laft is a Fifli twelve or fiftwn Feet 
loi^, lajge, and rdembJes a Stuigcoti, tiie 
M(»t is whiter than Veal, and as delicious 
as Marrow ; but indeed ibe Wolga is beft 
fiottd both with this Fifh and Sougeon ^ 
any Rivo- in the North. Oot Thing is re- 
' laiied of this Filli very remarkable, which is, 
chat when tbe Floods come down irom the 
Nbnintains, by the meking c^ the Snows, 
and the Streams grow very rapid, they will 
fwaUow very lai^ Stones to make them the 
heavier, and better able to flem the Torrent, 
and throw them op ag^ when tbe Wattrs 
abate, and the Curreoc is not fo (IrtHig. It 
is of the foft Roes of the BclliKa, and die 
Sturgcoa togoher, that the Pewle of /^rw* 
Can make Cavierei they pot the Rocs in aheap„ . 
cf Sak, and when they have fermented a lit- ""^ 
tie, Iqoeeze them, and barrel them up. 

In this Pan of tbe Czar's DcHninHMU are 
jevenl Iron Works, and tbe Iron bnwght 
fh>m thence b thou^ betterk ud fells for » 
Ui^ FricetCt»ttan7acfa£r.IraDULftUi|<6t(^ 
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1 69 1 tevy. There is alfo a Sort of Ivory, which 
\^'^\j is the Tooth of an amphibious Creature cal- 
led a Bebemotbj commonly found about the 
River Lama and the Lakes thereabouts. This 
Province brings a confidcrable Revenue ii^> 
the Czar's Treafury, and likewife not only 
maintains the Garrifons in the Country, but 
fends conftant Recruits to the Army of Sol- 
diers, looked upon as good as any Troops in 
Mufcvoy : Befidcs thefe Advantages, it is by 
the Way of this Country that the Ruffians 
canyd on a beneficial Trade to Clnna^ a 
confidcrable Caravan of Merchants going thi- 
ther every Year, who bartered chiefly the Rich 
Furs of Siberia., fuch as black Fox, Sable, 
Tiger and Ermin, and fome fmall Goods 
imported at Atcb-Anzel;, for Tea, fine wove 
Silks, and a Sort of Linnen mixt with Cot- 
ton, which is much worn by the Ruffian "Wo- 
men. 

The eallern Tartars^ who 01m the Pro- 

tedion of the Emperor of Cbina, had for 

fome Time canied on a War with the Czar's 

Subjefb of Siberia^ who had built a Fort on 

the River Amur; but this was relinquiflied 

to the CUnefe this Year 1691, the Bounds 

between each Country lettled to be at the Head 

of the River ^r;fttff, and a Peace concluded 

by the Negotiation of Count Gollovfin, fent 

by the Czars into Ctnita for rh;u Purpofe. 

- Having thus made Peace with a foreign 

Autn hii^' Power, he was not yet without fome Trou- 

ViSt, bles at 'home, but was too much a Mafter 

of himfelf, and every Body about him, va fuf- 

fer a Grievance to ftick to him which coul4 

^fcmovedi ia fliort, having twnc Sufpi- 

cion. 
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cion, as was- pretended, of Dilloyatty in bis 1691. 
Wife, he put her away, and had her ftriftly \^'Y\t/ 
CMifined all die Reft of her Days. 

The real Caufe of diis hard Treatment, was 
reported by fome to be owing to feme re- 
proachflil Language fhe had, thro' Jealoufy, 
Dcftowed on MfttzHofft complaining, that he 
carried her Huftund to vifit lew'd Women, 
who were formerly his Cuftomers fiw Cakes. 
This Reflexion upon his old Calling, raifed 
in him Ca ftrong a Refentment ihit, not 
content to perfuade the Czar to be divorced 
from her, and fliut her up thus clofcly in a 
Prifon, he purfued his Revenge upon the Son 
he had by her, even to his Dcftruftion, pre- 
Ttiling upon Peter to ufe him as he did, fo 
many Years after : This, I fay, was reported 
by Ibme, but it will be found in the Sequel 
of diis Hiftory, that the Czar had but too 
much Caufe to proceed as he did againft 
this bad Son, who was folly convided of 
being in a Confpiracy againft his Life and 
Government. M. de Voltaire fays, that one 
Giufe of the Czar's ill Ulage of his -Wife, 
was the Diflikc ihe fliewed to the Alterati- 
ons he was about to make- in his Country, 
.which was to him the greateft of all Offen- 
ces: But there was more than that in itb 
She had 'joined in her Son's Rebellion. 

In the Year 1692, Mr. IJhranty a Damjb 1692

and Peter to confirm the Peace negotiated by 
Count Golltnvittt and fettle Articles of Com- 
merce with China.

' M. IJhant, made his Entry ^Intp Peian 
Ott the third of Nmemher^ and on the fmr- 
teenth had Audience of the Emperor Cum-hy, ■ 
vrtK> was then about fiwty five Yean of 
Age, and received thb Minifter of Anr 
Czarifli Majefties in k moft gracious and 
diAiDguifhed Manner, and, during his'^Refi- 
lidence there, fbew'd him more Refpeft icon, 
is ufnaDy paid to Stnngen, which was 
chiefty attributed to the Influeoce that die 
. Jeiuits had over him, who by this Means 
were in Hopes of obtaining fome Privilege* 
for their Society in Ra^a, which had hitherto' 
besiY always denied them.

after Aich CircumAance as be thot^ht might 
&iTOtir«hr Defi^ hchad of efiaWifhing the

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1694 Trade of his Subjects on that Side, by 
^/Y^^ which he hoped to have all thofe Commo- 
dities by Land 'from Chma^ which the other 
Nati<»is of fitfiEip;. could not come at but by 
very long and expcnfive Voyages by Sea. 

. The Czar, during this Time, had presented 
his Subjects with a Scene entirely new to 
them. He had by chance taken Notice of 
a BuUb Yacht, that lay difufcd in a Ca- 
nal belonginz to one of his Houfes ofPtca- 
furr, with wmch being wonderfully pleafed, 
WW «*e^^ having talked to his Favourite M. Le 
the fiiA I& Fort, among other Things about Shipping, 
todieBaitd- that ingenious Gentleman foftrongly laid be- 
ijK^Slu}isiiifQ^ him the . Advantages th^ the maritime . 
^^' Powers oi Eur^t reaped from their naval 

Afiairs, that he, from that Inftant, conceiv- 
ed a great Notion thereof, and was ref<^ed 
to turn his Views that Way. HeFeup6n he 
immediately gave Orders to fome Hollan- 
ders, who were then at Mofitm, to build fc- 
veral fmall VcfTels, and afterwards four Fri- 
gates of four Guns each, with which he would 
often divert himfelf with failing upon the 
Perijlaufiy Lake, and caufcd now and then 
Mock-Fights to be performed thereon, in 
which he aAed and ■commanded as a Sea- 
Captain, and from thenceforward took that 
Title upon him. 

The Time and Thoughts of die Czar Peter - 
being taken up with the great Defigns he had 
medicated for the Improvement of his Coun- 
try, he had for a while neglefted the War, 
b^n with the Crim-Tartars, who likewife 
avoided all Occafions of drawing the Arms of 
the Ruffians upon diem \ aod the Gbon had 
. made 
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made no late Demand of the 80,000* annual 1694 
Roubles which he before inlifted on with \./'>r\J. 
great ExaAnels. On the other Hand, it 
was not at all for the Intereft of the Czar to 
adift in any thing that might aggrandize the 
Polest wtM} were no fboner favoured by ¥<X' 
tune,, and able to fupport themfelves without 
the Help of their Neighbours, than th^ 
treattd them with infuSerable Pride, and be- 
gan to rcrive thofe Pretenftons which they 
renounced in the Time of their Advcrfity. But 
the 'Tartars^ having now nothing to fear in 
their own Country, committed many cruel 
Ravages in the Dominions under the King oS 
Polamy which the Minillers of that Pnnce 
rn>Fefented to the Czars in the ftrongeft 
lerms, and took Pains to perfuade them >■

The 
Enemy, finding themfelves di&ppointed of 
the Relief they expefted, and every Way 
diftrefled by the extraordinary Behaviour of 
the Czar and his Army, were obliged to fur- 
render upon Condid(Hi of being allowed to 
inarch out of the Place without their Arms, 
jktfi far- and to deliver up Jacobs the treacherous £n- 
KB^ta. gincer, to be puniftied according to his 
Crime.

His Czariih Majefiy gave Notice to all 
the Princes of Chriftcndom of thcSuccefiof 
hia. Anns, on which Occafion his Minifler 
at the Court of flenna obferved to his Impe- 
rial MajoCly that, after what his Matter had 
done for the common Caufe, it would be 
very iojurious to make Peace without him, 
for th^ in fuch Cafe the whole Strength- (rf' 
the Ottoman Anns would be turned againft 
him. The Czar himfelf tJkewile, after his 
Return to Mofcowy took care to let the Em- 
peror know, that the Cham of Tartarf tud 
unt Fropofitions to him, but that he was fo 
hr from liftening to them, that he had or- 
dered his Amballadors to be told, that he 
muft apply to the Emperor of the Romaas. 
The Sincerity of this Behaviour engaged 
faia Imperial Majefty to enter into a Treaty 
of Alliance, offiinrtve and ddfenfive, with the 
Czar, for three Yean, on Condition, that 
one ihould not make Peace without the 
other. The Venetians alfo, who had reap'd 
Cttiliderable Advantages &om wtut palled 
in the Black-Sea, and being informed of the 
£ivourable Dilpofidons of hk Xzarilh Ma-

The Czar, itisthoi^ht, bcGdes the Defign 
of improving thde young Gentlemen, had 
another View in thus difperling them, which 
was to prevent any Daiu^ from thtir meet- 
ing tt^ther in hu Abfoxre ; but notwith- 
ftimding all his Precaution, he found a great 
Number of Malecontents who caufed great' 
Difturbances both before and after his De- 
parture. 

The Miifiovites were ^eat Enemies to all 
Innovations, and tbu Ship-buitding was a 
Thing entirely new to them, who had never 
ieen a Ship till his Time t but, above all, 
dieir being put to the Expence of it, and their 
being forced to fend their Sons to travel, were 
looked upon as moft terrible h&s of Oppref- 
.^ fion, and occafion'd great Uneafineflcs, whkh 
were not a little fomented by the Fricfts, who 
took Care to infinuate among the People, that, 
this would be a great'Means of corrupting the 
young Nobility in the Principles of their Re- 
ligion. Nay, they pofitivcly afiirm'd it to 
be contrary to the Laws of God, who had 
forbid the Children of Ifrael to have any 
Communion with the Nations that were round 
about them, that they might not partake of 
their Idolatry. Not even the Envoys fent to 
Foreign Courts, were allowed, in former 
Times, to take their own Sons with them, 
and, as I have before-mentioned, it was forbid^- 
upon Pain of Death , that any Mufiwite 
ihould go out of his own Country without ef-- 
pecial Leave from the Czar or Patriarch. It 
ts no Wonder that People with tbcfc confined 
and 
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and narrow Nonons fliould murmur at the 1696 
Czat's ihcwing fo great a Regard to Stna-\y>rSJ 
gers, going daily to their Houfes, admitting 
them ircely to his ConTcrlation, and now pte- 
paring to kave hb own Country. He nad 
likewife formed another ProjcAi which he had 
mentioned to fbme of his Boyars, and had ac- 
tually employed a FerfcHi about it ; t^iis was 
to make a navigable Canal between the Volga 
and TaHais., by which he miriit convey Pro- 
viGons and Materials for a Fleet at Jzopb ( 
but this Dcfign, as grand and ufeflil as it was* 
Ibme of the indolent and ftupd Ruffians re- ' 

Ereiented as a Piece of Impiety, being^ as they 
Ltd. to turn the Streams one Way, which Pro- 
vidence had directed another. 

The dreadful Apprehcnfions the People had . 
of the ill Confequences that would atttnd thefe 
Things, gave a good Opportunity to the dif- 
contented Party among the Boyars, who were 
ftill in the Princefs Sophia's Intereft, to at- 
tempt fomething that might give a Turn to 
the Afiairs of State, and put the Government 
again in their own Hands. With thefe Views 
a Confpiracy was fbrnied, wherein it was A ConTpi- 
agreed to fire fome Houfes near the Czar's™?^"* 
Palace, and to affaffinate him, when, accor-™'^*'^" 
ding to Cullom, he Ihould come out to aflU): 
in extinguifhing the Flames. That is, they 
were to murder him, at. the very Inftant that 
be was fhewing the tender R^ard he had for 
the Lives of his SubjcAs. They refolvcd nen 
to releafe the Princefs Sophia out of Pri(bn, 
and put the Crown on her Head ; after 
which they were to reftore the Strelitzes, 
who had been remond from their Pofts, on 
G Ac- 
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1696 Account of Ac Rebellion, beaded t^ CoK' 
y.^Y'SJ vaMJki^ at the Tinac of the Czar fbeodor^s 
Death. And next they were to ma&cre all 
Foreigners, and the Czar's new Favourrta ) 
who, they imagined, put him upon taking 
thefe extraordinary Meawres. 

Three great Lords, one Colonel of the 
Jkm-Cofacks, and fereral Officers of the Stiv- 
Uizes were engaged in this Plot, which was to 
have been put in Execution on the 2d of Fe- 
iSgy bnary 1697, but the very Day before, two 
VyVSj Captains of the StrelUxes, difcourfing tt^- 
Ha^ ydif-ther, and being each touched with a RemOTfe 
~'^^- of Confcieoce, fcfolvcd to difcover the whole 
Defign } accordingly they went and threw 
themlelves at his Majefty's Feet, at the Houfe 
of his Favourite M. Le Port, and made an am- 
ple Confellion of the whole Bufinefs, and gave 
in the Names of the principal Perfons con* 
cemed in it. 

The Czar immediately rofc from Table, 
Vntbout difcovering any Surprize in his Coun- 
tenance, and, raking only a kvt Perfons with 
him, went htrnfelf and feized on the Chieft o* 
the Confpirators, among whom he found one 
of his own Privy Council j they were pre- 
ThfPuniih-fently put to the Torture, and, having confcfled 
ment of the their Crimes, were foon after executed j each 
ConfpiratoB. of (hg Criminals had firft his right Arm and 
left Leg cut ofFi then his left Arm and right 
Leg •, and afterwards his Head fevered from 
his Body, and ftuck, with the reft, on Spikes at 
the T<^ of a Column erected, for that Pur- 
pofe, m the great Market Place before the 
Gates of the Caftte, their Legs and Arms 
hanging like Trophies lUMut the Cdumni 
and 
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and their Bodies left ezpoled in die Market .1697

then to prevent their being oHcoGre, bjr cbeir 
Stench, to the Inhabitants, they were flung

The Czar, having puniflicd the Heads {rf* TheOtn 
this Confpiracy, b^an to prepare for hisj^'"''^ 
Journey j be tent M, te Foft^ now made a 
UenteoaRt GoKrat io his Army and Admi- 
ral of his Fleet, together, with OaoBt GtSoutM 
General and Governor of SUferia, and M. 
fVofrifetfiyn^ Privy Counfdlor and Secretary 
of ^Vi^ his Ambafladon Eztraordinary 10 
Alt Statn General oS Holland^ and went liim* 

. ftlf ineegmto in their Train, that ho migte 
have the better Oppcvtuniry of making his 
CXifervations, without being embarrafled witk 
the Ceremonies he was to exped, if hs had 
made himfelf known ; he likewile took with 
him Ibme of his particular Favourites, among 
whom were the Son of the Prince SAirflcy and 
young Menzikof^ and Ibme young Gendemefit 
whom he deligned to hare inftrufted in the 
Art of Ship-building \ to gain a perfei^ Know- 
ledge in which was the chief Delign of his 
Travels.

1697 ordered an Army of about 12,000 Soldiers, 
^•VN^ commanded by General Gordon^ moft of ibe 
Officers of which were Foreigners, to be Quar- 
tered about the Suburbs of Mofiow, to keep 
that City in awe. He fent the furpc£led 
Strelilzes to. the Frontiers of Turky, under the 
Command of General Schein, who had the 
Management of the War on that Side. 

Having thus fettled the Government at 
Home i in the Month of May 1697, he be- 

fin his Journey, and fetout with i^e Grand 
mbaffy. The firft Place, of any Note, 
that they came to, was the City of Riga, the 
{vincipat Town, and Key to the whole Coun- 
try til Livonia. 
Come* to '^^ *-^» ^''^ ** '^ Mouth of the River 
Rig*. Dunat is large, having nine Gates, the chief 

of which, called Carle-Porl, is adorned with 
the Bufto of Charles the Eleventh, King of 
Sweden. At this Entrance, on the left Hand, 
is a Range of Caferns, for Soldiers to lodge 
in, a hundred Paces in length, which arc 
Bomb- Proof i the whole Town, then in the 
Hands of the Swedes, is regular and well 
fortified } and the Citadel ftrong and well 
built. 

The Governor here paid great Rcfpeft to 
the Embafly, but refuting to fticw the For- 
tifications to Menzikoff and General Le Fort, 
with whom the Czar intended to have fatif- 
fied his own Curiofity, he was fo much in- 
cenfed, that be faid to his Favourites : He 
hoped he Jbould fee the Day, when bejhouldle 
able to refufe the fame 'lii^ to the King of 
Sweden himfelf. And this was afterwards, 
in a Manilcfto he publifiied} given as one 
Rca- 
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Reafon, tho' certainly no very good one, for 1697 
declaring War with the Swedes ; but, when V-OTV^ 
Princes hare an Inclination to quarrel, the 
flighted Pretexts Are fuHicient, while the real 
Motives are noc proper to be divulged. 

His Czarifli Majcfty came next to Keningf- ^^i^iitTi. 
hergy in the Dominions of the King of Pruffia, 
then only Eleftor of Brandenhourg. This Ci- 
ty is divided into three Parts, called Kontngj^ 
herg, Knipboff, and Lohmtz, in all which are 
nine Church^, belides Chapeb. The Cathe- 
dral is large ; here is an Academy, which has 
produced conflderable Men in every Science ; 
and a Library well replenifhed with Books. 
The Town is defended by a good Caftle» 
that commands the Harbour, and in which 
there are never left than a whole Raiment in 
Garrifon. 

The Anjbafladors, with a Train of three xhe Giwd 
hundred Perfons, firft ftoptat Lauty within aErabafly'sEo- 
Mile of the City, to which Place the Eletftor "7 '2" ^ 
of Brandtnhourg immediately fent M. Dan-""^ "^' 
kleman to compliment them in his Name, and 
accompany them into the City. After Din- 
ner, M. Bejir, the.Mafter of the Ceremonies 
arrived at rhe fame Place alfo, with a greac 
Company of Nobility to condud them. 

About four in the Afternoon, their Excel- 
lencies, in one of the Eleftor's Coaches, with 
Meflieurs Dankleman and Beffer made their . 
publick Ejitry in the following Manner.

Secondly, an Officer attended by the Ket- 
tle-Drums of the Guards, and three Troops of 
ibe Body Guards cloathed in Red.

Thai, two of die Eloftor*s Coaches, and 
one of the Margrave Albtrfs. After thcfc, 
the Kin^a Piign two and two, with a Pajjs 
of the Arabamdora between them ; in red Li- 
veries, lacod with Gold. Next, the Chief 
Miniftcrs and Officers of the ElcAor's Hou£- 
Jiold in thirty-fix Coaches. Seventhly, the 
firft Kett)e-l>um, and the firft Trumpet be- 
lof^tng 00 his EJe^cu^t Highnefi, followed 
by the Amballadors Foot-Guards, clad in 
Green, with each a Silver Battle-Axe upon 
hb Shoulder. Then, thirty of the Ambaf- 
fildors Horfe*Guards in the fame Livery, but 
without Battle- Axes. Ninthly, the State Coach 
wherein their Excellencies were ieated : And, 
lallly,. the March was clofed with twelve 
Ct>aches filled with Mufcovite Gentlemen and 
Brandenhurgbers. Their Excellencies were 
condu^d in this Manner to a magnificent 
Ixidging provided for them in the Knipboft 
the Burghns being drawn out, and lining the 
Streets, in a douWc File, all the Way. The 
Garrifon of the City flood to receive them at 
die Entrance into their Lodging, while they 
were faluted by a triple piKharge of the 
, great Guns, As foon as they alighted they 
were conduced to their Apartment ; which 
was guarded by twenty-four Soldiers ; and' 
then the Lords of the Court, tt^eihu' with 
M. DankUmany and the Mafter c? the Cere- 
monies, left them % and tbe Amballadors 
waited on them back to the Stairs^head. 

Four Days after, the Amtafladors had their

the Nfeftcr of the Ceremonies, before-named, \^yrs^ 
with a Train of thirty Coaches 1 and thhty 
tVHens went beforetheir Ekccllenctes carryii^ 
the Czar's Prefents to the Elcftor. The Am- 
bailadors, ricMy habited in Cloth of Gold and 
Silver, embroidered wkh precious Snmes* en- 
ter*d the great Hall of the Caftte, where the 
Elodtor was feated on a Throne, attended by 
the principal Lords o^ his Court } they made 
tbcir Bows, and after they had every one in 
their Order complimented hit E]e£toral Hig^- 
ncfs, in Ihort Speeches, they delivered him 
liie Prc^ts, and a Letter, in which the Czar 
told him, ^at he had Jent that Embaflfy to 
afliireiiim of his Defire to improve the Afiec- 
ticHi and good Correfpondencft which had air- 
ways been, as well between hit Eledoral 
Highnefs and himfelf as between their illuf- 
trious Anceftors. That the lame Embafly 
being from thence to proceed to the Court of 
Vienna, in order to farther Confuttations and ' 
Fropofitions for the Continuance of the War 
agamft the turks and Tartars^ his Ctarifli 
Majefty therefore requefted the Eledtor to af- 
Gft them in their Journey % withal returning 
his Ekftoral Highnefs Thanks for the Engi- 
neers and Bombers which he fent him the laft 
Year, and which had been fo ufefol to him 
in the Siege of Jlzopb. 

To alt which, the Elcftor anfwcred, that 
he was much obliged to the Czar for the 
AGurance of his good Intentions, and the 
fplcadid EmbafTy he had tent to him. And 
then M. Dankleman returned an Anfwer mom 
•c larige, and rerjr oblig^gly^ to the Complin 
C 4 mcna 
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1697 meets of the feveral Ambafladors, who were 
(^StNJ afittr tlut re-condufted to their Lodgb^ with 
the lame Cercmonirs, and treated with a very 
magnihcent Rcpaft at the EteAw's Ezpence, 
The iamc Evening, they were atfo entertained 
with a Show of Fire- Works, which lafted till 
Midnight. The Prefents they brought the 
Eledor of Brandenbourg confifted of Sables, 
Ermins, and other rich Furs, feveral flower'd 
Silks and Tiflbcs of Gold and Silver, and 
other precious Rarities, valued. In all, at feven- 
ty-five thouland Crowns. 

In this City his Czarilh Majefty had all 
the RefpcA paid to him that he defired, and, 
having difcovcred himfelf to the Eleftor, his 
Yachts were ordered to attend him, apd no- 
thing was deny'd to him that be had an In- 
clination to fee or have, either to fattsfy his 
Curiofity or afibrd him any Convenience or 
rieafure, and having fo agreeable an Oppor- 
tunity to indulge himfetf in a Recreation which 
he much delighted in, he ftaid here fome 
Time, and diverted himfelf with failing on 
the Haf, a Lake of about 30 I.^gues in 
Length, lying between Ksmngsberg andDant- 

It was in his Way to Koninzfherg, that his 
Majefty received an ExpreC with Advice, 
that the EleAor of Saxony was chofen King of 
Poland^ but that the Cardinal Primate had . 
proteded againll: the faid Eleftion, in Favour 
of the Prince of Co«/(, who, with a Squadron 
of French Men of War, then lay before Dant- 
zick, in a threamiog Manner, notwithftandit^ 
which, the Town declared for his Rival Kins 
Augujlus, The Czar, as foon as he received 
this 
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this Advice, fent Oiders to his Ambafla- 
dors> then reading in Poland^ to maintain V 
the Right of Elcftion •, and to affiire King ^jj^^' 
Augujiusy that he had 60,000 Men in Rea- Kiiig.,«*«fa». 
dinefs to lerve him, and fuppoit hts juft Pre- 
cenfions to die Crown. He likewife fent Or- 
ders to his Troops in the Ukrain, and about 
SmoUnflcOy to advance towards the , Frontier^ 
of Lithuania, to keep that great Duchy in 
his Intereft. The ^vourable InterpoficioH of 
fo powerfid a Prince as the Czar, it is thought 
had a very great Influence, on the Poles at 
this Time ; but was a Step' that the Court of 
France coa\A never forgive. However, he 
had good Reafon for what he did, for France 
being in Alliance with the Turkj if their 
Party lud prevailed, and they could have 
given a King to Poland it was very probable 
that he would not only have made Peace with 
the Porte, but have turned his Arms againft 
the Czar. 

Taking leave of Komngjherg, the Tizia.DaKt%Uk> 
Place his Majcfty arrived at was Dantzick. 
This City is the Capital of PoHJh Pomerama, 
and diftant 145 Miles from Warfaw. It lies 
about four Miles from the Sea, upon a Branch 
of the Viftula or Weiffel, and is accounted one 
of the chief Hans Towns, and greateft tra- 
ding Cities in Europe. It is encompalled 
by a Wall fo broad, that Coaches can ealily 
go round upon it, and the Fortifications are 
of a vaft Extent •, but, being commanded by 
two Hills on the South- Weft, cannot hold out 
ft briflc Siege. The chief Trade of the Ctty 
is in Com from Poland, and it is computed 
^uc tbey expnti ooe Year with another, a- 
boue 
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1^7 bout fyoyooa.^oat of Wheat. Ic it the 
\^y>J Gnuaryof titUand and the Nonbem Coun. 
tries. They have a great Number of Mills 
fin* grinding Com, which bring in great 
Proms Ki the City and dw Froprictora (^ 
them. The Number of Inhabitants in this 
City were ufually reckon'd aoo,DoO. Their 
codUnt Number of Soldiets in Pay i> (miy 
200, bat they can eafily raaintain iiooo. 
uidha?e fiimetunet had an Army of 60000 
Men, One of the Suburbs here is aUled 
Scotland, and iphabited by Scfts, all <^ tint 
Nation being allowed to be Freemea of the 
City, and hare greater Privil^es than other 
Forejgnen, in ConTideration of the gre^ 
Service they formerly did the Place, under 
the CpnduA of one of the Family of Dfli^Aff* 
at the Time of a Siege, in Memory of which 
are the Arms of Scotland fet over the Gats 
from whence they fallied upcm the Enemy. 
The eftablifhcd Religion of the City is Pro- 
telhintifm, but they tolerate Roman Catho- 
licks. The Houfes arc ftately, the Churches^ 
of which they have twenty four in Number, 
generally magni6cent, the chief of them is 
to large that it has forty eight Altars, and 
three thoufand feven hundred twenty two 
Windows. The Harbour is not deep enough 
to admit Ships of very great Force to come 
up to the City, but fome of four hundred 
Tons and forty Guns have been fometimes 
known to lie there. 

In this, and moft odter maritime Places, 
his Czailh Majefty had very fiandfome Pre- 
fentsmade to him under ttie Shew of doing 
it to the Amballadors, who were compli- 
mented 
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ottDtEd with all the hi^ieft Marks of Rdpeft 1697 
chac could be imagined, but bis Mnefty \^^f\^ 
would fu&r DO Ceremony to be paid to him* 
ielf : He went round the Towns privately to 
view them, attended by the Govemor, or 
fome few of the moft confiderable I^iibn^ 
but without any GuanJ, or other Attendance. 
He had fo great a Delire to be in HoUand, 
that he tarry'd not long at any (^ the Sea- 
Forts in the BtMck., and but a few Days at 
H»mbMrgy which b fo fine a City, and nor- 
wicftaniOng the Citizens, who carry on a 
^xat Trade to Arch-At^H^ were Tcry d^ 
firous of an Opponantty of rcndeiing their 
Services accept^le to faun. 

He travelleil not to fetisfy a vain Curi- 
ofity } to admire the Splendonr of foreign 
Courts J or, like the Prti/ Mdiiresit Prefcni, 
to (hew the Gayety c^ his own Drds and 
Equipage, nay, fo £ir ftom die firll> he 
commonly went about in the Jacket of a 
Dttteb Skipper, that he m^t rae more ca- 
fily mix with the Sea-^rira; People, and 
get amoi» the Shipping, wimout bong taken 
floticc oC 

When his Majefty approached the Fran- Caar comet 
tiers <rf the united Provinces, the States Gc- » Htlltm^. 
neral appointed Pqxities to receive the Em- 
bafiy, wuh very confiderable Prefeits, and 
the higheft Marks of Honour that could be 
(hewn npon fuch as Occafion, The Cannon 
fras fired from the Ramparts of all the great 
Towns through which they pafiixl, At Soldi- 
ers were all drawn out, ura the Migiftrato, 
ivenc in all their Fortnaliiies to pay their 
ComfiJmiaiO, Jbc Smm aod Wiodomac 
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Amfieriam were crowdol with SpcAators^ 
^wben the Amba0ad<Hs enttr**! that City, 
coodudcd by a great Number of Perfons 
who went out on Horfcback and with fplen- 
did Equipages to meet them } at Night there 
were IllununationSi and fine Fireworks be- 
fore the Houte prepared for the Ambafla- 
dors, whofe Expenccs the States txxSk. upon 
themfelvcs to defray. The Butcb did all 
Ais, and a great deal more, to give the 
Czar Peter a &vourable Impreffion of their 
Country, and ufed all Methods to induce him 
Co believe them Mafter&of thofe Arts that 
be was moft particularly defircMis to learn, 
that they mig^t prevent his entring into 
Engagements with other Nations, who were 
their Rivals in the Ruffian Trade. 

Before the AmbalEidors arrived at Am- 
fierdam, the Czar had left them, and entcr'd 
that City incognito accompanied only by a few 
Merchants, whom he had known at Mofcots^ 
and who, having private Notice of bis com- 
ing, went out to meet him. The M^i- 
ftrates, alfo having fome Intimation of it, 
deputed fome confiderable Perfons to wait 
upon him, with offers of all Things necelTa- 
ry and fuitable to his Dignity. They alfo 
prepared a magnificent Houfe for his Recep> 
don ; but he was not to be pcrfuaded to ac- 
cept of it, chooling a little Houle on the 
£<i/I-7«(fbi Company's Wharf or Ship-yard, 
_ j. where he enter«i himfelf as a common Car- 
fdfwnaiR iheP^^^ ^^ enrolled in the Lift of their Work- 
Ship-Carpea- men, by the Name of Feter Mubdelboff. 
vta. Here he lived feveral Months, wtdi two or 

three of hia Favourites, whom he took to 
bQ 
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be Panncn with him in learning the Art 
of Ship'I>uiIding, but was obfcrved to be V 
more induftrious, and work with greater Af- 
fiduicy than any of his Companions, who, 
as M. Fontenelle oblerves, ha!d indeed not 
any Motives comparable to hb, which was 
to incrcafe the Wealth and Glory of his 
Country. He worked for the greateft Part 
of the Day with a Carpenter's Broad Ax 
among the Dutchmen, wearing the lame 
Sort of Habit that they did, for the better 
difguife \ and at other Times he would di- 
vert himfetf with -failing and rowing upon the 
Water : ftrift Oders were given, wherever 
he was, that all Sorts of People Ihould be 
forbid to difturb or gaze upon him, which 
was, of all Things, wmt gave him the greateft 
UneaCnefs. 

Notwithftanding this great Refervednels, 
he would fometimes admit of private Vifia 
from fome of the moft confiderable Persons 
in Amfierdamy and would go fomelimes tn 
one Habit and fometimes in another to pri- 
vate Entertainments there, panicularly to 
. Burgomafter fVbifien\ a Gentleman who 
was vaftly rich in Shipping,, and fiimous 
for his Love of Ans, having fent Perfons 
abroad, at his own Eimence, to make Difco- 
verics in all Parts of the World j and had 
likewife been at great Charge in fixing lai^e 
Telefcopcs for obferving the celeftial Bodies. 
For this Gendcman his Czarifh Majefty bad 
a great Value, and with him and two or three 
more would be very free and merry. 

On the 27th of^ September the Amballa- 

dors nude their publick Entry at the Ha£uey 

and 
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and, after having had an Attdience of King 
' miliam in. as Staddtoldo-, on the 5th o( 
OSoher they went to Utrecht^ where they were 
introduced to a publick Audience of die 
States General { two of the Deputies went to 
conduA them from their Houfei, and two 
more received them without the grand Hal], 
General Li B>rt, the chief of the EmbaP- 
fy produced their credential Leitera, and 
made a Speech to their High Mighuaefiieis 
Count Goltoann Ipoke likewifti the Audience 
lafled above half an Hoar, during w^ich the 
Ambo&dors, and the States Goieral, con- 
trary to the ufual Cuftom, ftood all the 
Tinw. 

The Plenipotentiaries of the Emperor, of 
Spaitty SweacH, Denmark and Brandenhtrg 
paid viGts, which were returned by the Rufi 
JiaH Minifters, but thofe of Fra««, irritated 
by his Czarilh Majefty's having fo warmly 
efpoufed the Int er e fts of King At^^us againft 
the Prince of Contij thoi^t to revenge 
themfclves by not paying them th^c Ref- 
. pcfl: which feemed their Due. The Em- 
bafly remained at the Hague till the jodi 
of OUoheTt havit^ had their Audience trf 
Leave on the z8th before their Departure for 
AmJIerdam: But theCzarhimfeW continued 
at the H^ue till the yxti of Nevemher, that 
he might nave a particular Interview with the 
King of England^ on the Delign iriiich he 
had formed of going to LottiMij and that 
Prince did not return Slither, from his Coun- 
try Seat at LoOt till that Time, iriiich was 
u the Conclullon of the. Peace ^Ryjhnck.

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During the Tirae' that lA Czariih Ma- 1697 
jetty was m Hdland^ he rccaved the agree- V^VV 
aUe News of hb Army's having obeatned a 
Vidory OTW the fMcs and Tariars. Ge^ 
aeral Sebem being arrived before Azvpbt 
and having joined the other GcnoaJs, their 
Troops eogether made up an Army of fe- 
Tcnty or eighty tboufand Men : Tlvy were 
hardly aflemtMed but they received Advice, 
that the tartars t joining the Titrkt^ and diink- 
ing dtemfelves iuperior to the Rujiatis in 
Numbers, were marching towards them, with 
Intent to give them Battle. The Sultan Galga 
Appeared, on the jodt of July, at the Head 
of the Hordes of Crimea, i^«, Edijin/H 
and Ctikan to attack the Army t the General 
mi upon (hem immediately, without giv- 
ing t^m Time to deliberate ; diey fuftatned 
the Srft Shock with a good deal of Vigour, 
but after the Battle had lafted fome Hoars 
they were oitirely routed, and drove as far 
as the River HaliaHia, which they endea- 
voured to crofs in fach IMforder and with 
lb much Precipitation, that the greatefl Part 
<^ their Army vaa loll by the Slaughter they 
received at the Hands of the Rt^ans and 
Coffacksy efpecially the latter, and by the 
Numbers that were drowned, wounded and 
taken Prifoners. Hits Batde lafted above 
tep Hours,, and was the more glorious to 
Aic Arms of his Czarifli Majefty in that 
he loft bat few Men, and had not above - 
twenty or thirty Offiwrs of any Diftinftion 
wounded. 

Thb Viftwy was preceded by another

thinking 
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1697 dunking to fufprize Axt/pby had lent a lirgtf 
OnrV Number of Half-GaUeys, with other Vcf- 
> fek fiill of Troops to execute their Defign : 
But they found the Governor upon his Guard, 
as were the vigilant Cofacks, who gave them 
a quite diSerem Reception from what they 
cxpcAcd, and the Ships that were under this 
Fortreli, chafing the Turkijb Squadron, took 
feveral of their Vefiels and funk othm. 

The Body of Troops that were on the Side 
of the Nieper made good Frogrels likewiie, 
and beat the Tartars every Time they came 
to attack tbem, which made them fo ter- 
rible through all the litdc Tartary and even 
to the Crimea^ that tbe Cbam was rdblved 
to ufe hb utmoft Eflbrts to be delivered 
irom them : For which Reafon he hazarded 
another Battle near Ka0ertrun, in which 
tbe Ruffians and Cofacks had the fame Ad- 
vantages as in the Firft ( and it cott the 
Cbam the Life of one of his Sons, feveral 
of tbe TuHci/b Balhaws were likewiie flain 
in the Battle. Thefe Advantages were fol- 
lowed by the taking and pillaging many 
little Places belonging to the Tartars, which 
left Genera] Scbein at Liberty to fend a large 
Detatchment of Men to aOift at the Canal 
that was now making between the Don and 
the yolga^ for a Communication between 
the Ca/pian and Black-Sea. 
The Turh This Year was every where fatal to the 
hatmu>m- q^urks, foT^ facfides thefe LofTes on the Side 
**^' of jizt^by and in lartary^ the Sultan re- 

ceived the greateft Blow he had felt during 
bis loi^ War in Hungary, by die Lois of 
the feimus Batde Qf Zcnta, where, in two 
Houn 
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Hours Time, the Imperial Army, under the 
Cbmmand of Prince Eugene of Savoy, gave V 
him a total Defeat. The Grand Signior com- 
manded his Armies in PerTon, and lay encamp- 
ed on tach Side of the fbiefe^ having Jaid a 
firidgeover the River s Prince Eugene marched 
up to him, and attacked his Camp, on the 
Weft-Side the River, and, after a fliort Dif- 
pute, broke in, made himfelf Mafter of it, 
and forced all, who lay on that Side, over 
the River, whither he followed them. In 
the AAion the Germans had not above four 
hundred Men killed, and about one thoafand 
fix hundred wounded •, but above twenty 
thoufand Turks were killed in the Field, 
among whom were the Grand Vizier and the 
Aga of die JaniflUries t ten or twelve thou- 
fand were drowned in the Tbiejfe, and fix 
thoufand wounded and. taken Prjfoners, in 
the Number of the laft were twenty feven 
Bafhaws, and feveral Aga's. 

At the fame Time that bis Czarifii Ma- De^ of 
jefty received this News, he had an Ac- £^''^V' 
count of the Death of Charles XI. King of^^^ **'*'^ 
Sweden, in the forty fecond Year of his Age 
and thirty feventh of his Reign, with whom 
he had lived in good Friendlhip. This 
Prince, at his Death, left but one Son, the 
Hope of his People, and two Daughters, one 
of whom was marry'd to Frederick the fourth, 
Duke oiHolftein Gottorp, and the youngcft, 
the prefem Queen of Sweden, was then but in 
the ninth Year of her Age. Charles XI. bjr 
his laft Will, put off the Majority of hts 
Son Charles XII. to the Age of eightten, 
and appointed hia Mother Regent of the

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x^y Kingdom, during the Minority of her Grand- 
\^'ir\j ion \ but, 21 the Laws of Swtdtn had ftzed 
^ Majority of their Kings to the Age of 
fifteoi, which the young King was already 
•rrivcd at^ the States affcmbled at St9ckbtlm, 
thought proper to change this Difpofltion> 
and the King's Majority bemg declared, he 
was crowned the fame Year. 

The Czat continued at Ati^erdam, till the 
middle oiyoMuary, and then embarked, at 
Helvottjluys , tor London. While his Ma- 
jeffy was- in Htlland, he had leen feveral 
Ei^lifh buik Ships, whoTe Beauty and Pro-

A handfbnne Houfe was 
piovided for him at the Bottom of Tork- - 
Buildings near the Water-Side ; he had fe- 
veral Interviews with the King^ and her late 
Majefly, then Princefs yfnm of Denmart, 
and feveral of the Englijh Nobility } btn hie 
was more pleafed with the Converifation of 
■be then Maronifi of dnymrtbm, afterwardt 
Duke-' 
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puke of Leedsy than with any other, &r the 1697 
fnclitutions of that Nobleman were in many ^^^TSJ. 
Things agreeable to his own i like him hs 
delighted in maritime A^irs, and would 
rpw and fai] with him on the Water ; and 
fnvc him all the Information he could into the 
Koowledgf: of Shipping.

There is no Occafion to make any other \>n<^/ 
Remarks on the Chara^r he has here 
given of that great Prince than this, that 
Matters of Fadt contradifl: Pare of what he 
has iaid, a Part be has contradit^ed him- 
le]f» even in the fame Breath almoft that he 
utters it, and the Reft may be true. 

His Czarifli Majcfty, while he ftayed at 
London., went to view the Tower, where he 
feemed much pleafcd with our Armoury, 
and with the Manner of coining Money. 
He was Ihewn the two Houfes of Parlia- 
ment, when Sitting ; and was prevailed upon 
twice or thrice to go to the Play, tho* this 
was a DiveHion he bad no Tafte for i yet it 
was whifper'd about, that one of the Ac- 
trefles, Mifs Cro/J, had found the Way to 
pleaie him, and had been once admitted 
into his Company, His Majcfty ufcd to 
drefe after the EngUfli FaQiion, fometimes 
like a Gentleman, and fometimes like a Sai- 
lor i he went abroad with little Attendance, 
and when the Mob had found out who be 
was, and began to gaze at him, he would 
always quit the Pljce where he was. 

A Houfe in London, efpecially above 
Bridge, being neither agreeable to his Hu- 
mour nor the DeUgn of his coming to Eng- 
land, a very neat one was fitted up for him, 
belonging to Mr, Evelyn, with a back 
Door into the King's Yard at Dehlford, where 
he would often take up the Carpenters Tools, 
and work with chem ; he frequently con- 
vcrfed with the Builders, who ihewed him 
iheir Praughts, and the Metb6d of laying

Builders in Holland^ he thought he had mif- 
pent all the Time he was there, and ufei tO 
fay he Ihould never hare learned hb Trade, 
if he had not come to England. 

The King fent admiral Mitchel along with 
him to Portfmoutb, to put the Fleet out to Sea, 
•Which lay at Spiibead, and on Purpofe to en- 
tertain him wtih a mock Engagement, which 
he had Icen alfo in Holland, but not near lb 
much to his SatisfaAion as this ; which gave 
him fo great Plcafure, that he declared he 
thou^t an EwUJh Admiral a happier Man 
than a Czar of Mu/covy. In (hort, he ap- 
proved fo well of all he had feen in England 
relating to our Shipping, that he refolved to 
have nothing but EngUJh built Ships in his 
Country, and thereupon took feveral E^hjh 
Ship-Builders and Artificers into his Ser- 
vice, to be employed in the Navy he was a- 
bout to eftablim. He likewife took other 
ingenious Workmenofdilferent Kinds to be 
fcnc into Mufcovy, among the Reft Captain 
John Perry was recommended to him, by 
the Marquis of Carmarthen and others, as a 
Perfon capable of ferving him in fcveral of

The DiAance of this Ccrmmgnicstion is An Account 
ajxMC oae hundred and forty Rufs Miles, '^^^'^'^ 
by Way of two other Ihull Rireis, the one^JJ^^ 
called ttK Z^j9<i* which falls into the Dm j A* wl AA 
the other the Camijhinfiat which falls into the£A 
Vol£a i upon thele two fmall Rivers Slukes 
were to be placed to make them narigiible, 
and a Canal, of near four Ru/t Miles, to be 
cut through the dry Land, where the two 
imall Rivers catne neareft to one another. 
When the Ruffiani are in Pofleflion of Jzopbt

The Work was firft b^n by one Colonel

little of this Bufinefs, the firft Sluice he placed 
blew up, therefore he came to J^ofcov, and 
having obtained a Pafs, as for a Servant to 
be fent for Materials for the Work, he made 
ufe of it himfdf, and fo efcaped out of the 
Country. The Czar had an Account of this 
while he was in England, and fent Captain

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1697 that her prefent Imperial Majefty of RMJfia 
i\fcrfO^**^ has again made it a Part of her Empire. 
wiSthe?^ While the Czar was here, fome confidera- 
fM Mer- ^'^ Merchants of London^ entered into a Trea- 
duDO. for aty with him, which was managed by Men- 
fm Importa-ziitfl^and Gollowin-, for a free Importation of 
^^.Jf"!- Tobacco, into his Dominions i and they paid 
him twelve thouiand Pounds, immediately 
upon figning the Contract ; but he made 
one Condition, that it fliould be firft licen- 
fed by the Marquils of Carmarthen ; this he 
did as an Acknowledgment of the Ktndncfs 
he had received from him, and in Re'urn 
for his obliging Converfation. The Benefit 
accruing to that Lord from this Agreement 
was five Shillings for every Hogfhcad of 
Tobacco, which the Patriarch had before 
prohibited in Ruffta^, as an irreligious and 
unclean Thing, and to this Day no Priell 
will fmoak, or come into a Room where 
Tobacco is fmoaking. 

At a Meeting wliich the Merchants before- 
mentioned had wicii the Czar the late Sir 
Gilbert Heathcote, thtn Mr. Htatbcote, Ma- 
fter of the Eajlland Company, obferved to 
him, that he feared the Averfion which the 
Pricfts had to Tobacco, would be a great Im- 
pediment to their Trade, to which the Czar 
J anfwcred. That he -would do well enough vntb 
them -Ouben he went home. 

Notwiihftanding Bifhop Burnet fays, that 
' he did not feem mjpofed to mend Matters in 
Mufcovy, (in religious Affairs he means) 
yet this anfwer to Mr. Heatbcote Ihews, that 
he had formed fuch a Defign, and it is- very 
well known that be put ic in Execution, 

When 
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When the Czar kit fflj-ZiSffif, Km^ff^lUam 1698 
gave him leave to take any of his Subjc£b VXV^^ 
mto his Service that he fhould have CJcca- Lomtfi^. 
lion for i and made him a Prcfent of a fine'*"^- 
Yacht, called the Royal Tranfport, the bcft 
then in England, it carry'd twoity four Guns, 
and was contrived by the Marquifs of Car- 
marthen, for the King to pais between Eng- 
land and Hellandy during the Time of me 
"War. He took with him one Mr. Fergbar- 
fon^ an ingenious Mathematician, bred in the 
Univerfity oi Aberdeen, and two young Ma- 
thematicians out of Chrift-Church Hofpital, 
who, widi the Ship- Builders and feveral other 
Artificers were fcnt to Arcb-Angel, the great- 
eft Part of them in the fine Yacht. 

His Czarilh Majefty from hence went back 
again to HoUandy and from thence to the Goatotbe 
Court oi Vienna, where the next Day afcerEmperot's 
his Arrival he had a private Audience of the *^'™^"'''' 
Emperor Leopold at the Palace de la Favorita."^' 
He entered by a Pair of Back-Stairs, and 
his Imperial Majefty received him at the 
Door of the Anti-chamber. After the firft 
Compliments, the Emperor put on his H^t, 
but feeing the Czar refufcd to be covered, 
becaufe he was Incognito, his Imperial Ma- 
jefty uncovered alfo. No Body was prefent 
atttiis Interview, but tfic Count de.Valen- 
ftein, grand Chamberlain to the Emperor, 
and tte Count de Bi£iricbftein his grand 
Equerry, with General Le Fort^ who fcrved 
as the Czar's Interpreter, 

A few Days after Count Starenberg, Camp- 
Marihal Genoal of the Emperor's Armies, 
and Prefideoc of tbe Coundl of War, gave 
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1698. t)K Cur ud Us Ambaffiukn a roagnificent 
\^y\j CsUotioa, ae»oni|»tty*d with a Omicen of 
Mufick, and ifter dut a neide Ball, where 
wtrc preibit the principal Lords and Ladie* 
of dte Conn. On the noith of Jufy^ faeine 
(he Feftmd of Sc. Pettr, die NaoK which 
the Czar reonred in Baptifin, lie himfelf 
fltve a great Feaft and Ball in Cunterfitrf 
Houfe, where ths Ambafladon were lodged. 
The En^ierar fait him hit Mufick, and onKred 
hifge FtiC' Works to be made readjr. which 
were f^y'd off in the Evnting. The fame 
Day hit In^erial Majefty fent a Pitfent, of 
iM Maoner of Mathematical loftnunents, to 
the Czar, who two Days after went to fee 
the Armoury, the Library, thePiftuFCS, and 
all die other RariticB of the Imperial Palace. 
Aboot a Week aftv chit* a great Feaft was 
prroared at the Favmtrita., which b^n 
with a Ball, and a Concert of Mulick •, af- 
terwards a fplcndid Collation wa5 giren to 
the Company, and then followed another 
Ball, wMch lifted till Break of Day. Every 
Malker was in ttu Habit of a difi«'ent Na- 
timi, lb that almoft all the Countries of the 
World were there rcprcfcoted, and every 
Prince or Lord had a Lady by hts Side, in 
anfwerable Habits, of rich StulF, adorned 
with large Quancidos of Jewell 1 fo that a 
more magnificent Sight can hardly be ima- 
gined. 

The Empotir, who cepreletted an Hoft> 
with two and thirty Hgas habited like 
Butlers, drank in a curious Glals to the 
Cotunry-man of Op Fri/^i Healidi, in wfakh 
ChaiaAc^ the Car appeucd, layiog, at the 
lamQ 
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fame Time, that be knew «ell liis eztndT' 1698 
dinary Zeal fi» Ac Czar ofMufcwy; and, \J'y\j 
on the o^r Skis, the Cruntty-man of 0/^ 
Frije drank (he Health of the Hoft in dif- 
RUtie, faying, That he was not ignorant of 
his inviolable Afieftion for the Emperor of 
Ge n n d f r), After which his Imperial Majefty 
made a Preftnt of Ac Qlafi to the Country- 
man of Ofi FHfi^ defiring him tt> preferve 
it carefiilly in Memory of die Heakm drank 
in foch good Company. 

Upon the J9A ot July the Grand Em- 
balTy had their publick Audience ; to whidi 
they were condm^ted in a very magnificent 
Manner, and were treated wry fplcndidly 
at the Emperor's Eicpence. 

Whilft the Czar was thos on his Tra- 
vels, Conciliating to himfelf the AffcAions 
of the grcateft Powers of Evrvpe; makmg , 

Obferrations, and learning Arts for die Im- 
provement of his Country, Intcll^ence com- 
ing frequendy to Mefcsm, that he was ex- 
tremely pieafcd wiA what he met wirfi it^ 
fore^ Countries, efpecially in Emhttdi 
ri»t he was fending a fffcac Namber of 
Officers, Artificers, and dl Sorts of Stran- 
gers among them ; and that he intended to 
make great Alterations in his own Afiairs, 
asfoui as he came home, die difcontented 
Party, who were in the Intereft ofthePrin- 
ccls Si^bia, took a Handle from thence to 
inhafe ftrong TeakfOfies inta the Minds of 
the People, whidi were gnarly fometited by 
tiK Prtdb, that bis M^efty woald {bbverc 
dieir holy Rdigioni and, by brirq^ Fb- 
rejgtKtt atnong them, tiefigitod to oppi^ 
hii 
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1698 his tutural Subjeds^ and qiute change the

A^**' State \ Upon which a Confpiracy was formed 

^•■^■i^T- to declare the Throne vacant, by his Abfcnce, 

to fet his Sifter free from her ConEnement, 

and place her thereon in his Stead. 

Toe StrelUzes knew very well that thejr 
had loft the Czar's Favour, and about ten 
tboufand oftheie, fent into winter Quarters 
on the Confines of Litbuaniat about five hun- 
dred Miles fiom Afc/ftmi, had agreed to join the 
Confpirators, and the better to colour their 
Dcf^n, they were to make fome Complaint 
concerning their Pay, and march away di- 
reAIy i but the R^cncy, appointed by the 
Czar at his Departure, hearing of their Mo- 
tion, fent at nrft feveral Penons to endea- 
vour to pacify them by fair Means, who of- 
fo'd them not only all their prefent Pay 
and Arrears, but fix Months Pay advance, 
and ufed alt Means to prevail with them to 
return and join the othw Forces, who were 
very ibcHi, the Time of the Campaign 
drawing near, to form an Army againft the 
Turks : But they would liften to no Propo- 
fals, they faid, till they had been at Mo/cow, 
to fee their Friends, from whom they had 
been fo long baniflied, and would likewife 
inform themlelves what was become of the 
Czar, not knowing whether he was dead ot 
alive. 

Upon hearing an Account of this ill Suc- 
pefi of the Deputies, fent by the Regency, 
' the whole City was in a greu Conftemaiion, 
many Perfons of Condition left Mefcow^ and 
retired into the Country, dreading wh^t 
might 
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might happen upon the Approach of thefe 169S... . 
Troops, and the Revolt of othera, and hav- (.•VN./ 
ing teen the terrible Havock and Devaftati- 
on that was made by thefe very Strelitzes in 
their Rebellion, but a few Years before ; 
to prevent any Infurreftion, and put a Stop 
to the Dangers that were threatened. Gene- 
ral Gordon was ordered to march againft 
the Mutineers, with his Army i which had 
been many Times in Adion with him, and 
which conliftcd of old Soldiers for the moft 
Part, and foreign Officers. They came up 
with the Rebels about forty Miles from Mof- 
cowy near the Jerufalem Monaftcry, from 
whence the General fent fome Noblemen, 
who came out with him as' Yoluntiers, and 
fcveral Officers, to offer them honourable 
Satisfaftion, if they would return to their 
Duty ; but they very obftinately perfifted in 
their firft Refolution of coming to Mofcinv, 
to know, as diey pretended, whether the 
Czar was living or dead ; and declared, that . 
if his General lead his Army againltthem, 
although it was double their Number, they 
would oppofe him at all hazards. 

General Gordon^ receiving this Anfwer, 
ordered fome Cannon to be Sred over their 
Heads, to frighten them, and fummoned 
them to furrender j but the Shot doing no 
Execution, the Priefts took this Advantage 
Co confirm them in their Refolution, and de- 
clared, that it was a Miracle, and that the Shoe 
had no Power to htirtthem, who were going 
to fight for the Honour of God, and in £)&• 
fence of their holy Religion.

leaders, being exanuoBd on the Pine, con- 
feiled Uieir Crimes* and ^kavavi the Prin. 
C^ Perfixis coBcenicd with them : They 
owned, that they were to rekafe the PriO' 
cds Sppbia, aad put the Government into 
ber HandB, to whom they thought of ti^ 
it belonged.

^efiifefyn was leSltH Vienna, being to affift, !%(»«'- 
as Flenijxxenciaiy, at the Congrefs of CarU- 
v^z. His MajdBty proceeded with £> much 
Expedition and Secrecy that he arrived at 
A£^30w, to the great Joy o( his biihiul 
Friends and Su^£b, and to the Terror and 
Confiifion of his Eneiniei«, before it waa known 
in that City that he was on his Journey : Tha 
veiy next Day after his Airival, be ordered 
very handfome Rewards to be given to tha& 
Sotdien who had been fbed&ft in then- Loy- 
alty, aod fought fokhfiiUy in his Sernce ; 
he tikewife ordered the principal Agents and 
CoMtiven of the Rebellion m be brought be- 
fbtc him i aod baviag fully examined thetn 
bim&lf, before his Boyars, they were att 
jentenced to Death. Among die Confpira- 
tors were Prince Coh-in and General Rem»-

ri Galkmfcs creded for that Porpofe, ae 
Gates of all the Walls that encompadi 
the Cky. Thole who were beheaded wen; 
laid in Ranks i^n the Ground with their 
Heads by^ tbcm, where ibcy wen left. «a 
thole 
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1698 tbofe lunging at the Gatts were, all the 
^•S'N^ Winter, and then taken away to prevent 
[he Air's being infedcd by them. Odier 
Gibbets were kc up in the publick Roads 
leading to Mofiou), at about two Miles di- 
ftance, upon which a great Number of the 
other Rebels were hang'd, and large Monu- 
meents of Stone were ereftcd near the iame 
on the Roads, with an Account of their 
Crimes deeply engraven thereon, and ordered 
to be repaired, as occalion required, to per- 
petuate the Memory of them. The vety 
Houfes in which they lived were razed to 
the Ground, and the Name oiStrelitzes were 
commanded, irom henceforth, to be aboliflied» 
and changed into that of Soldateet or Soldi- . 
en. Such of the Strelitzes as were judged 
the leaft guilty had their Lives fpa^ed, but 
were baniflied K> Stberkt Aftracan^ Axi^t 
and the Butheft Parts of the Empire, with 
their Wives, their Families, and neaitft of 
Kin.

He began with eftablifliing his 
Guards, which were thofe Raiments that were 
fetded in the Room of the Strelitzes s he then 
put his whole Army on a new Footing, and 
direfted a new Manner of difciplining them, 
^reeable to what he had feen abroad. They 
were all regularly cloathed, withfomefmall 
Difierence in the Colour and Trimmings of 
their Cloaths, as is the Cuflnm of other Na- 
tions i for till then every ock had his Cloaths 
made after his own Fancy. . He ordoed an

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Account to be brought him of aJl thdfc a< 1699 
mong the Nobilitf and Gentry of confide- V./VN../ 
rable Eftates, who had no Employments, 
out of whom he mside choice of a great Num* 
bcr I and commanded them to ferve as Volun- 
tiers in his Army, or go to rclide in the 
Frontier Garrifons -, and, having thus ordered 
Affairs in RefpcA to his land Forces, he 
went down to Vertmij to view the 'ShipiT and 
C^lies himfelf, that were' built by the Dutch 
in his Abfcnce, and to haften the Equip- 
ment of his Fleet that he defigncd for the 
Black-Sea. 

The City of Veroim is fituated imon a iie Gw 
high Hill, furrounded with a wooden Wall , offtmii de.

Jian Merchants have their Abode; there is

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grand Figure without. Thb is dw chief Magx- 
' zine, wherein arc about one hundred and fifty 
FiecaofCannDn, though mcdt of them without 
Carriages for the more ready tranfporting 
them when wanted. The Qtadel is defend- 
ed, with Pallifadoes in leveral Places, and 
filled with a pretty good Garrifon, as wdl 
as the Country about, to witbftand the Tar- 
tars. The Conveniences for Ship-building are 
on one Side, and the Store-houfe on the o- 
tber, which is a great Building, three Stories 
high, the two firft of Stone, and the other 
of Wood. Here are many Places fiill of all 
Sorts of naval Stores, in each Place apart, 
even to the Sailors CJoaths, and evoy thing 
ctfe that they can have need of. The SaiU 
Houle is on one Side of this Building, and 
it is computed that there arc ten chouiand 
Souls in tfiis Town. 

As foon as his Czarilh Majefty came hither, 
be made the Englijh, he had brought over, 
his chief Mafter Builders, mcept lome few, 
who were to finifh Ships they had begun. 
He ordered that, for the Future, no Ships

and, immediately upon hb Arrival, put a 
fifty Gun Ship upon the Stocks, mim a 
Draught be had made himfelf, and fo con- 
trived, by an Invention of his own, that tf 
the Keel (hould b? knock'd off, the Veffel 
would Jcccp tight. When he had proceeded 
a little Way on this Ship, he left it to be car- 
ry'd on by two young RuJJian Gentlemen, 
who had travelled with him, and learned 
the Art of Ship-building in his Company ( 
biiC ordered them to take Advice from the

and Rear-Admiral Raest and Tome omar 
Officers, at Veronis, whcHn he bad taken inm SMteUi 
his Service in Holland t before he caipe over Navy. 
into England, to get thofe Ships and Gallies 
chac were now built, rigged and ready fitted 
to be carryM down to Axopb-, whither be 
intended to go with' them in the Spring of die 
Year, with his Admiral M. Le Fort. 

His Czarilh Majefiy had fcarce fettled the fj^ ^^^ 
Afiairs of his Navy at Veronis^ before he wasol Gcaoal U 
haftened to AbfcoWy by a Mi^nunc that be- Ftrt. 
$e\ him, and indeed it might be accounted fo 
to his whole Coootry, and this was, the Death 
of his Favourite Lt Fori, A Man who had 
highly deferved all the Honours that he had» 
or could, confer upon him. The Czar was 
fenlibly touched with this Lois, and ordered 
the tnofi magnificent Pomp to attend his Fu- 
neral Obfequies, at which he aiSfted himfelf, . . 
crying with a loud Voice, that be bad U^ bis 
Father. This great Minifter left, at his Death, 
which was but in the 46th Year of his Age* 
near a Million of Roubles, all acquired wiui- 
out Oppreflion or Comiption ; he married 
into a very rich Family, the Head of which 
he had &ved,- as he had feveral others, from 
the H.age of his Mailer. He was diftnterejied, 
humane, juft, foher, generous ^nd brave. Ne- 
ver was Servant more beloved by his Prince 
or more delerving it. And, what is not very 
common with Favourites, he gained his Maf- 
ttr*s Efteem by his Merit only. Honours be-

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; 1699 Frintxwho is lb prudent in his Choice, f»

TfaePomp - The Pomp chat waittd on the Funeral of 

efiiiFinici»l.(hij Great Man, wasfuchas had never before 
been Teen in Mufcovy, on any jJtvt like Occa- 
fion. 

The Military Ceremonies were the fame as 
were ufed in die more polite Parts^of Europe. 
The Drums and Colours were all covered 
with Black, the Officers of the three Regj- 
' ments, of 2500 Men each, who preceded 
the Hearfe, Md black Scarves and their Pikes 
garniffaed at Top with Knots of black Rib- 
bon, before whom went feveral Flutes and 
othCT fpft Inftrumcnts of MuQck, playing the 
moft melancholy Airs \ the Czar himfclf led 
thefc three Regiments drefsM in deep Monrn- 
ine, with his pike in his Hand ; before his 
Majefty, was carried the Sandard with his 
Arms ; he was followed by a Colonel, who 
carried the General's Staff, and after that two 
Trumpeters, two Hautboys, and feveral 
others, filent on Horfeback ; next came two 
Sumpter Horfes richly caparifoned ; and then 
a Major General, before the Enficns of Ho- 
nour belonging to the deceafed, laid on black 
Velvet Culhions embroidered with Gold : His 
Admiral's Pavilion was carried by two Offi- 
cers of the Marines, with long black Scarves, 
and then four Major- Generals and four Colo- 
nels in deep Mourning were followed by the 
Sch(^ars of alt the Colleges and publick 
Schools ; and five Proteftant Miniften, three 
of the Rcform'd Religon and two of the Juf- 
hurg ConfefTion, went before the Corps, wfaicli 
was iiT a rich Coffin covered with tuack Vel- 
vet 
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Tct adorned with Gold Lace and Fringe, and 1699 
On the Sides with Silver PJatea on which were V.^YN./ 
the Ami! of the I>cceafed, it was carried by 
twenty eight Colonels, who relieved one ano- 
ther every Quarter of an Hour, After theCorpa 
came Mr. Peter Le Forty the Deceafed's Ne- 
phew, in a blacic Cloak with a long Tfain, 
accompanied by the Envoys Extraordinary of 
the Emperor, and the EteAor of BrameH- 
hourgt followed by four Pages ; all the G9- 
neral Officers marched next with 24 of the 
P*rioces and Dukes of the RuJ^m Empire ; 
the principal Officers, and Capuins of the 
Navy, tiie Refidents of Sweden, Denmark 
and Brandenhourgy with many of the chief 
Nobility alt in long black Cloaks. After 
tbefe came the Widow of the Deceafed fup- ' 

ported by two of the oldeft Generals, accom- 
panied by twenty Jbur Ladies led by Noblemen 
in deep Mourning. Thoufands of People at- 
tended the Proccffion, which was regulated 
by four Maften of the Ceremonies. The 
Funeral Sermon was preached by one Stom- 
pbiui, who took, for his I'ext, Part of the 
Words of 8th Chap, of Ecclefiaftes^ ver. 8. 
7bere is no Man hatb Power in the Day of 
Death ; and there is no Difcbarge in that 
War, 

The Czar himfelf was prefent while the Fu- 
neral Sermon was. preadied, in one of the 
Reformed Churches, and afterwards w^nt with 
the Body to the Place of Interment, where ic 
was depofited in a Vaulted Tomb, under a 
Difcharge of forty Pieces of Cannon and the 
Mufketsof all the Regiments, foil' fr.-d by f;:- 
reral Pieces of folcron Mufick : Her; ihe F^ 
I 3 nenl 
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1699 neral Oration wai pronounced by Dr. Stom' 
\^'Y\J pifiits aforefaid, aner which were repeated a 
Tecond and third Salvo of the Artillery and 
Muikcts^ and then the Company returned, io 
the Dune Order they came, to the mourning 
palace of the Deceafed, where a magnificent , 
Colladoo was prepared, according to the Cuf- 
tom ol the Country. 

This melancholy Office over, his Majefty 
now b^^ to regulate the Affairs of his Go- 
vernment 1 he chofe a new Set of Lords to be 
of his Council : And, that he might do Ho- 
nour to fi>me of thofe who had faithfiilly ferved 
THe Order bim, he inftitutcd the Order of St. Andreait 
cf St JnJrfui which was the firil Order of Knighthood ever 
*"*^'*^ known in that Country ; and it fcemed, lays 
M. de la Motraytt as if he intended it to be 
the Epoch, or Date, of thofe ProieAs he bad in 
View, and Which the World has Once fcen 
him put in Execution. He could not, lays 
the iame Author, have bellowed a more ve- 
nerable and agreeable Name on this Order, to 
the RuffiatKy beraufe they have a (landing 
Tradition, tliat the Apoftle St. Jndrew 
planted the Crofs among mem. The Collar 
of the Order is a blue Ribband, to which 
there hangs a Crols with the Image of that 
Saint, and chefe two Letters, S. A. furmouoted 
by an Eagle, and the Sovereign's Name en- 
graven thereon. Prince Menzikoff was the 
nrft on whom he conferr'd ic. 
TfceCkBT '^'•^ Czar*s Minifters, at the Treaty of 
ipiket a Trace Carkmtz, before this, had concluded a Truce 
widitlic3J(rir.with the Turks for two Years \ but the Em> 
pcror, the King of Paktiiy and the VenOianst 
having 
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hft'Ting agreed on Prelrmmaries for *,wrpe- 1690 
- tual Peace, ihe Czar wrote to King WuHsutt KJ^'^TSJ 
who was Mediator it the faid Treaty, to g^ 
the Xruce prolonged for him *, he, according' 
If, !cnt Diniflions to the Lord Pagett hia 
AmbsSador at the PDrtty to take the fame 
Care of the CzaA Affairs as of the Reft of 
the Princes of Chriftendom, by which Means 
the Czar's Truce was piDlonged for trntxaj 
fiTe Teara, much to his Satis&ftion: And 
the very next Day after the Ratification of 
it , he declaim War with the young King 
of Sweden : As, about the fame time, had the 
Kings of Poland and Denmark^ who were 
in Alliance with the Czar. It muft be con- 
ftf^, that thcfe three powerful Princes join- 
ing together to fall upon Charles XII. at one 
Time, who was then not eighteen Years of 
Age, had fomething fo ungenerous in it as 
feemed to juftify the Revenge he aftct'wards 
took upon them ; but the Rafhncis and Im- 
peftiofity with which he purfued it, proved 
fatal Co himfclfand his Country, 

Whatever the Czar's Pretences were for en- 
tering into this War, the true Motive Was, the 
Hopes he fiad of recovering Ingria, which 
had fiirmerty belonged to Mufcovy^ till taken 
by th^ great Gujtavus jidolphus. The Czar, , 
bypoflcfHng this Province, wouldbe enabled to 
have a Port on the Eafl Side of die Baltick, 
to complcat his great Difign of opening 
new Ways between that and the Euxine and 
Caffnan Seas, and from chofe to the Northern 
Ottan, which wis to be done b^ catting 
Canak to unite the Rivers Valgay Tanais and 
Dwina, He had likewife Pretentions to the 
I 4 Provinctt 
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1699 FroTinpeoTZicwfM, whic)itbough he would 
' ,Wv>m/ not hive liked to have ^n in me FoOeflioa 
tS^PoUtt yet he was willing to aflift them 
0} take ic &t>ni the Swtdes. 

While the Czar's Army and Fleet were 
preparing for the enfuing War, he b«an his 
intended Refbrmation in the Church and 
State i in the Manners, Cnftoins, and even 
the Dtefi of his People : But that the Rea- 
der may the better apprehend what he under- 
tpok» it may not be improper to make him ac- 
quainted with the former State of thefe Affairs. 
Tlie Mftw The Mufcoviig Religion is properly thtf of 
vttrBdigkm. ^ g^^ Church, in many Things differing . 
from the Raman and rerormed Churches. 
They receive the Eucharift in both Kinds; 
obferve four Lenti, and have Service daily 
in their Churches. The great Devotion of 
the Mufiovites lies in aOifting at Mafles* 
which the Prielb begin at Midnight ; they 
repeat the Mi/erere, which they c^l Hofpiai 
Pomilwy a hundred Times over, and the • 
Frieft who can lay it oftenelt in a Breath is 
looked upon as the bcft Man among them. 
Before the Time of Prtw I. it was a vcryex- 
tt^ordinary Thing to meet with any one a- 
mon% the Clergy, who knew any J..anguage 
but his owh« nor was there any Collie for 
educating thofe fet apart for the Duties of 
Religion, the RuJJiaiu never regarding fitim 
whence they took their Priefts, which they 
did fometimes from the very meaneft and moft 
mechanical Trades. Nay, fuch Enonies 
were they to Learning, that aPrels with 
Letten Dt'mg once fcnt from Poland to Me/- 
<me, a Printiog-^Qule was qicAed by the 
, _ . ApprOr 
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Approbation of (me of the former Czan ; 1^9 
hat the Building was fet Fire vo in the(./V^J'. 
N^^t and burnt to the Ground, by the 
Procurement, as it was generally fuppofed, 
<tf the Priefts, who looked upon all Books, Tlie JW^ 
boc fuch as treated of their own Hiftpry andj«'»'«'*J!»w- 
the Miracles of their Saints, as dangerous as^^^^^^*" 
Witchcraft. 

The Mufewites love to build Churches, 
and whenever a Boyar built an Houle he ufed 
CO raife a Chapel, and maintain in it as 
many Monks as he could afford. They had 
many large Monafieries poflefled by Monks 
and Friars, which had confideiable Revenues 
in Land and Houles belonging to diem. 
They paid Adoration to many Saints, had 
a ^reat Number of Holidays, and much of 
dietr Religion confified in Ceremonies. 

Of all their Saints, St. Nicholas was in AadofCoii- 
greateft Veneration among them, and to^^^^^^^ 
him they paid the fame Refpcft as to God ^^ 
himfelf, often crying, a Thing will happen 
fo or fo if it plcafc St. Nicbglas : But the moft 
abfurd of all Miracles that ever was invented, 
was what they attributed to St. Anthony, who, St. An^ 
as th^ (aid, came all the Way from Rome to^ ^^"^ 
fJmiworod^ by Water on a MUl Stone, iail-ST** iSf* 
ing(K>wn the Tyher to Civita Vecbiat fromftow. 
thence palTuig through feveral Seas to the 
Ih^NJth of the Neoa., then went up that, and« 
crofling the Lake LaJqga into the Voicoff, 
arrived at the City before named. Belides 
thi^ extraordinary Voyage, he wroi:^ feve- 
ral other Miracles as fooo as he landed, when 
the Monaftery now. ftands that is doiicated 
(phiiu} one waif tt).. order «, Comply cf 
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itfoQ FiflMmcn co cift tbefr Nets into the Se«, 
^^^^ which tttving done, diey immecHstely dmr 
im, with ft ereac Qaatirity <^ FHh, a luge 
Trade coaoumi^ feven! Qmrch OrnuneMi, 
jJicred Utcnfib «m priefUj Vcftments for cde- 
brating the Uiurry, which the Rm^mu be* 
lieve, as well as the Eaftern GnekSf wis fifft 
performed at Rome in the lame Manner and 
with die fame Ceremonies as they themiekcs 
uTe at this Timet the Pec^le tell you fu- 
dier, thac he >buik him&lf a little Cell, in 
which he ended his Days. In this Place Acre 
now ftands a ChapeU in which they lay he 
was buried, and that his Body reniuns as un- 
comipted and entire as at the Isftant of his 
Death. Over the Door of the Cell the Monks 
Ibew a Mill-Stone, which they endcaTOor to 
make the ignorant People believe is the very 
ikme, that tne Saint failed upon from Rtnu^ 
and to which great DcvotitKis were once paid, 
and many Offerings made, till the Time 
that Paer the Great made himfelf fovereign 
Fixitiff', as will be mentioned hereafter. Ptc- 
tiires and Images of their Saints, they ufed 
likewile to have in great Abundance in dieir 
Houies i and the Mufcovitei were fo fuper- 
ftitious, that if any one had to do with a 
Woman, and any of the Images of their 
Saints were in the Room, they would take 
care to cover them, that they might not be 
Witnelfo rf their Anions. 
The Cd«. Among their H(^idays, Eoftcr is a Fcfti-

The moft pompous of all their Ceremonies 7^ pnoo. 
wqs that of P4/'n-Sunday } which was wont fioa on FJm- 
to be perfomied in the following Manner. A ^"^7- 
hundred Men were ordered to clean the Streets 
before the ProccJEon b^an. The Czar him- 
lelf marched on foot, richly dref&d in Ctocb 
of Gold, the Train of his Robe bonie*^ by 
Princes, and al) the Court waiting 6n him. 
The 6rft that went before him was the 
Officer that carried hit Handkerchief, lyin^ 
on another embroidered all over, which hnog 
on his Arm* the Servant? of the Hottfliola 
going before him. In this Order they pro- 
ceded to the Church, called yerufalttn \ but 
fiopt, by the Way, at a Place built Witk 
Free-Stone, ip thp Manner of a Ptadbmii 
where he faid his Prayers, bent bis Body i\-> 
moft double tumn% ipwards th« ^fi, and 
then entered the Church of ^<n{^;^, which 
is act far oE 

Ht 
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1699 He tiled to Iby diere an Hour* -and thea 
\^>t*sJ returned to his Palace, holding on his Ann 
TlufRit the Bridle of the P<i/riif^sHonecapariroaed 
SatfoTAe with white Linnen, oa which the Frelaurid 
ifide, like a Woman, cairrtng a Crofs in 
his Hand, and giving his BenediAioa to the 
People. The Rei^of his Bridle were three 
£lIsloi^Ci|^rtedbytbreeGcncleineninarch- 
ii^ behind the Empoor \ and the Head of the 
Horfe was held by a Boyar. Inftead of a 
Mtoe, the Patriarch wore, at that Time, a 
fiat Cap on his Head, adorned with Dia- 
monds and Golden Loops, edged round with 
Ermines. A Band of young Men carry'd ie- 
▼eral Pieces of Stuffof three or four Ells long, 
before him of various Colours. The Meoro- 
polites, the Frotopopes and the Popes, had all 
of them CbajukUi on, a Sort of Caps ufed 
by the Pi^fli Pricfts ^len they lay Mafs-, 
of thelc and-other Pricfts about five hundred 
marched in the Proccflicm, every one carry- 
ing fomething in his Hand, one a Book, 
another a Cro&, and Ibme Crofiers \ thofe who 
mardied next the Patriarch, carry'd great 
Pidures of the Virgin richly adorned with 
Gold, Jewels, and Chaplets or Bead-rolls of 
Pearls 1 otben carry*d great Croflcs richly 
adorned likewife, and fo heavy, that fome 
were forced to be carry'd by four Priefts. 

Then came thofe who carry'd the Gof- 
pels, which were TOftly ma^ificcnt, for a 
fingte Leaf has coft fuc or feven thouland 
Pounds. The Czar Feter had one made for 
him, by a Frmcb Jeweller, (hi each Side let 
with five Emeralds, the leaft of which was 
vonhten dioulaad Crowns. 

The 
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The Gendemen and Lawyers had Boughs 1699 
of Willow, inftead of Branches of Pahn, in V^YV,/ . 
their Hands, The Czar's Guards, and the 
People proftrated themfclvcs flat on the 
Ground, like the Tartars before their Grand 
ZMtna ; and a triumphal Arch was txmie along 
with a Tree imi it, from which fereral Boys 
in the Machine endeavoured xa reach the 
Apples that were hanging oa it. 'Wboi 
Che Ceremony was over, the Patriarch foroe- 
times fent the Czar a Furfe with a hundred 
Roubles in it ; at other Times the Czar went 
home to dinner with him. 

There is a Niche in the Jenifakm Church, 
where the Patriarch ufed to ftand to give 
his Benedidion to the People, aittr which 
be repeated diefe Words, C9, and eat ruh 
tbii^ tbefe three Days. 

I have heard a pleafant Story, of an 
Accident that happened to an En^lijb Mer- 
chant's Servant, on account of this Benedi- - 
Ai<Mi. The Servant was a Ruffian by Birth, 
but born far in the Country, and having 
never feen fuch a Ceremony before, when he 
returned from Church, he appear^ fo me- 
lancholy that his Mafler took notice, and 
a&ed the Reafon of it. The Ruffian told 
him of the Ordcn which were given by the 
moft holy Patriarch, that no Body fhould 
eat any Thing in three Days ; and fSud, he 
was afraid he Ihould die with Hunger in the 
mean Time. He fafted two or tluce Days, 
and was ready to eac himfelf, not being u- 
led to liich Penance, however he held out 1 
and then, notwitfaftandit^ his great Veoeration 
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1609 for the Parriarch, fwore he weidd ortv gp 
\>*VS^ n Cbirch to bear bb H^big agsin. 

The fiit The tMBureW £)igniCT wu intTOdiiCfld 
'i feo f j^ »• die i?«^«» Church by meer Chance," 
K^wS which till Che Yew fifteen hundred eighty 
X^b7 eight, acknowledged the Patriarch (^ Con- 
fiawHm^ for ben v aiid this was by Ae Meani 
of one JtiUrmmt^ who wu degraded* and 
dcpofed by the Clergy from chat antieac 
patriarchal Scci which he had very unwor- 
ihily filled for fome Yoan. He was one 
of thole Greek Prelatef , and waAdering Beg^ 
gars, who pretend to have been unjuftTy pa-* 
ua^ed by the Turks, fudi as have been ruiH 
oing through all the Ki^donu and Prorin- 
oes in the chriftian Pam of Eurtpe^ but one 
of the cunningcft and boldeft ' thtc lying 
Greece ever produced. This ffiefe^imt, to 
revenge himfdf wi the Clergy erf* Cm^m/jho* 
pUt and fill his Purfe, propoled co die Czar 
. Theodore Ivamtoitz, anicHii odier Projefb^ 
(one of which was an Alltanoe of Mu/covy 
with Spain, and thePo^againft the Turks) 
to make Mufcovy the patriarchal See of aU 
the Greek Church, and to rtfi^ his Dignity 
to whomever his MajdVy fliouM be pleafcd 
10 name, orcauietobcelcded-. Hebro^c 
^t Prince the more eafily uhO this Defign, 
fioce by it he would five a great deal <tf 
Money, which was lent every Year co 
CcnfiantinopUy upon which he afleihbled his 
Council, and tm principal Members of tha 
RiSan Church, wno all applauded the FrO' 
po&li and the Fiitoench <tf ^Musry 1588, 
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was appointed for the Ceremony : Confiutn- 1699 
able to iriiich Hitfommo^-vtxt. in great Pompt V/VS^ 
wirh the Ruffian Oem, 10 dK Metn^Ii- 
tan Church of Precbtjtet tour Lady) where 
be made an Oracicm, aAcr which he delivered 
bis patriarchaJ Staff and Tiara inM the Hands . 
of die Metropolitan 7"^^^* who was immedi- 
ately inftalled with great Solemnity. He af- 
terwards drew up an InArumenc of Refigna- 
rion, which he gave hira in Writing, and 
received, ^lefive he left Mofcev, a prodi- 
jom Number of valuable PrcTents in Goldj 
liver and rich Fun, from the Czar, the No- 
bility, the new Patriarch, and the Clogy ; 
being fplcndidly enteruincd the while he re- 
mained there: Bat thinking it not convenient 
to liay Jong after his being io well reward- 
ed &r die Rdignation he had taade of a 
Dignity which was neither in his Power 
nor Pofliiflian, be went to Hone with his 
Booty. 

Upon die Death of the lafE Patriarch, who . '"j*'^ 
dy'd foon after the Czar returned from his^^^" 
Travels, His Mzjeily refblved to have no 
otiier patriarch eleAed j but to make him- 
felffole Head and Governor of the Church; 
however he appointed the Metropolitan of 
RazMt a Pole by Birth, and whom he found 
the Jearnedeft Man among the Clci^y, to 
Cake upon him the Adminiftation of Eccle- 
fiaftica! Af^irs I but was, from Time to 
Time, to make a Rcprefentation of all Mat- 
ters of Moment to the Czar himlelf and re- 
ceive his DircAions therein. 

The Clergy, as we may eaGIy imagine, 
wcte oot a Iictic difturbed at this great AI- 
teratim ^ 
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1699 tofadoD in the Government of the Church^ 
Ky>f'\j and one Bifbop having (poke too freelj of 
the Czar's aiTuming the fupreme Authoncjr 
to hinafclf, was immediately ordered to tie 
d^raded j but none of the other Btlhops 
would readily comply in executing this Or- 
der, but oSered Remonftranccs to his Ma- 
jelty, to Ihew, that it was a Thing unknown 
for a Peribn of that high Rank and Dig- 
nity in the Church to be degraded, and u- 
kdged, that they, being all &t Bilhops and 
of tamX Rank, had no Power to do it: 
But however tlu^ were willing to give up 
their Brother for the Inrercft of the Chui^ % for 
they propoled this Expedient, that, if his Ma- 
jefty would allow them -to eleA another Pa- 
triarch, they would proceed upon the D^ra- 
dation of the Bifliop who had offimded him. 
Peter^ who would not fuSer any of his Sub- 
jeAs to expoftolate with him, took aiK>ther 
Method, and refeoting this mean Evafioo, 
created a new BiOiop, the albrefaid Mccro- 

S>litan of RezaHy on Purpofe to execute his 
rders, and obliged hira to take away the 
Mitre of the other Bifiiop. 

This Refolutlon in the Czar caufed fome 
very bold Writings to be dropped about in 
the Streets of Mo/cow -, which ^ve fuch Of- 
fence, that laige Rewards were ofiered to dif- 
cover the Authors of them, but to no Ef- 
feft.

The Mt^covites had a great Veneratian 
ibr Holy Water, and once a Year the Ri- 
vers were hallowed, with mtlch Cereowny 
by the Bifliops, and then there was greac 
firi^ling among the People for the Water* 
and wme would leap into it, though in the 
xacSt rigorous Seafon of the Year, and Wo* 
Men would dip their tended Infants all over, 
concluding wre was then a great Virtue in 
it } aild oftcnttmes it was given to the Sick 
in Order to recover them by its wonder- 
ful Efficacy^ 

They had likewUe . a ridiculous Cufiom 
of fen^ng Prayers in a Cap to Perlbns at a 
Diftancc. And many would rcfufe to work 
on a Friday under Pretence that the Panitza 
was angry and would puniih thoTe with Mif- 
fortunes, who did not obferve this Feaft in' 
Hooonr of her. M. de la Motraye fays, he 
•was afitired as a Tntth, that in the Di(triA 
«f Sutoiith they led a Woman with difhevel"

Many of the Ruffians thought it a great 
Crime to cat a Pigeon, becaufe the Holy 
Ghoft is painted in the Shape of a Dove. 

They had a'Tradition of the Monafteryof 
Pekerjky in JRotc, that whoever Was buried 
dierein, fhould be faved although be died 
without repenting of his Sins. 

Thefe and many other fuperftitious Abu- 
fes the Czar Peter took care to abolifh when 
he fettled the National Synod, as we Ihall 
fee hereafter. 
The Go- ■ As to the Government of the Provinces, 
Termnent of the large Dominions of Ruffia were formerly 
the ProviooB. divided into four Parts, caMcA Cbetfirds or 
Tetrearcbies, every Part containing divers 
Shires, and was annexed to the fevcral Of- 
fices from whence they derived their Names t 
the firft bore the Name of the Pofiljky Cbet- 
Jirdy or Jurifdidion of the Office ot" Embaf- 
fics, and foreign Affairs. 

The fecond was called Roferadny Cbetjirdt 
becaufe it belonged to the Roferade or High- 
Conllable.

The third was the PomeflemyCbetfirit ap-

The Founh was called the Cajfanjky De- 
vfoertSt being appropriated to the Office 
which had the Jurifdiftion of the Kingdoms 
' of Afiracan and Cafan., with the Cities and 
Towns lying on the Wdga. From the JurtC> 
diftion of tbofe Offices, but very 1^ Pla- - 
ces were privileged or exempRd, except 
the Czar's Inheritance, or Vochin, as they 
term'd it \ for that pertained from antient 
Time to the Houie of Beala , which flood on 
thirty fuc Tpwns, with their Bounds and 
Territories, and fome other particular R(^- 
alty. Thefe great Officers refided common- 
ly at Court, and carried their Offices with 
them wherever they went. They were ge-. 
nerally Lords of the greateft Families in Rufi 
J}a, who were Favourites of the Czar, and 
a£ted as fovereign Princes under him, in all 
Provinces they were to govern. They had 
Liberty to ufe the Czar's Name for thcip 
Authority in ifltiing fonh their Orders, and 
had Power over Mens Lives and Fortunes. 
To tbefe great Lords or Princes was an 
Appeal ftom the Diftri<£k of all the lefs 
Towns and Cities in each Province. A,

Power to 
appoint a|id fend Govemcn to e^ Prorioce, 
which was fqbdirided into Ids Dtftrifts. and 
fvay Qoyernor had a Piick or petty Otanr 
cellor* and an Office or Court of Jufticee- 
reAed under him, called a PrccauJe, when 
Aey £itas Commiflaries for the Czar's Re- 
venues* and likewiie as Judges, widi an 
eUblote ftnrer to determine all Cau(es, 
widwot eidier Jury, or Counrd to plead for 
die unhappy Ferions who were brot^bt be- 
fore than. Only in Cafes of Life* dwy 
were obliged to make a Reprefentanon by 
Lettet' to the Lord of the Province in Mi>f~ 
tow, before any M^ eoK^d be executed \ 
but that was done b fuch a Manner, diat 
the Buiinels always went as they would have 
it. 

The Commifllons to thefe Govemon were 
ufually BTanttd for three Tears, which time 
they hdid their Places, unlets their Oppref- 
fic^ and Frauds were fo flagrant that they 
were turned out fboner.

After the Services fet forth in this Memo- 
rial, the ferthcr Hardlhip Captain Prrry un- 
derwent, (who was at lafl forced to come 
away without his Money, by putting himfclf 
under the ProreAion of Mr. Wbitwortb the 
Englijh AmbafTador) may be thought to 
be without Excufe, unlefs we confider that 
the Czar thus forcibly detained all ingenious 
Foreigners for the Improvement of his Country, 
which he had more at 'Heart than any other 
Confidcratioa. 

The 
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Xhe Cafe of Mr. Fergbarfotiy was like- 
wife very hard, an Agreement was made 
with him, when he was iirft entertained in, 
England, riiat be fiiould have hts Charges 
decayed for him 10 Mofcewt and that he 
Jhould have a handfome Allowance given 
hitn for his Subfiftence when he went over, 
until he had learned the Language of the 
Country, for which he Ihould have a 
Latin Interpreter appointed him, and until 
there was a 6t School prepared : And that 
then, as often as ever he Ihould teach and 
-learn any Scholar, in particular the Art of 
Navigation, fo as to be difcharged from his 
School, and fent abroad farther to learn the 
praftical Part of Navigation, the faid Ferg- 
bar/on ihould have the Reward of one hun- 
dred RouhUsy in ready Money, given him; 
but though he had, when Capnin Perrjf 
came out of the Country, made pcrfcft 
and difcharged above fevcnty Scholars, yet 
he had not received one Penny of the faid 
Money. 

The two Mathematicians taken ii-om 
Cbrifi's Hofpital, to afllft Mr. Fergbarfon^ 
had as great Misfortunes as their Country 
Men J one indeed was more unfortunate, for 
he was attacked by a Company of Rogues 
as he rode, out from the School, and murder- 
ed in tlie Streets about nine o'CIock at 
Nighti Mr. Fergbarfon himfe'f very narrow-^- 
ly efcaped the fame Fate afterwards ; And 
Mr. G«i», the other Affiftant, had not above 
half fhc Allowance given him pr Annum, 
(hat was allowed to Mr. Fergbarfon for his 
h 3 bare 
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bare SoUiftence, though beii% a well be- 
haved and ingenious Man, there is no Doubt 
bat be miftht have made much better Ad- 
vanta^ of his Time at Home. 

This Sort of Cruelty b, m fome Meaforc, 
{UII ezercifed in Ruffla, if wc may give 
credit to the Account given by one, who 
ftOes himfelf an/r<i/M« Officer of Diftindicm 
in his Letters irom Mufcovy^ printed in the 
Year 1735 \ wherein he tells us, • that a 
' Foreigner , who has lived fome Time a- 

* moi^ them, finds it difficult to obuin 

* his Kmiffion. They are no fooner Jn- 

* formed of his Intent, than they raife Suf- 

* picions, and carry their Jealoufy and Di- 

* ftrull to an Excels. Whoever has once got 
' a Knowledge of their Afiairs, muft never 

* hope to leave their Country. They ima- 

* gine they have Rcafon to apprehend fucb 

* a one would divulge their Arcana. 

But we have a very late Inftance to con- 
tradift what this Italian O^cer fays, that 
is. Leave given, by her prefent imperial Ma- 
jefty of Ruffia, to Mr. Noy, one of the Ship- 
Builders, who went over in King fVUliam*% 
Reign, to come to his native Country, where 
he arrived in the Year 1737, and is lenlcd 
at Portfmoutb, with a very handfome Penfion, 
given to him for Life by that generous Prin- 
cefi.

J fore Wires, with an Army of ^^ ' ^^ 
i a hundred thoufand Men, hoj)- 
C ing tha^ if he could take dils 
Jhould open a Paflage to the 
BaUick. It was on the 6rft of OUAer 1 700, 
^^ ' L ♦ that . 
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1700 thtt he iatdovn befwt it, a SaSaa of (be 
iS^i^'V^**-^ Year very rigorous in cbole cold Climates, 
but Pe/er, asM, de Voltaire obfervcs, who 
would make noching of riding Poll a hun- 
dred Leagues; in the midll of Winter, to fee 
a Mine or a Canal, was willing to make 
his Troops forget all Diftinftions of Seafoiis» 
as he leemed to d,o himfelf. He gave the 
Command of hiii Army to the Puke tie 
Cr^t a Gtrma/t, and took to himfelf no 
higher a Poft than that of a Lieutenant at 
this Time. 

In this Army he had only a Body of 
thirty thouland Men, who were the Soldatee, 
formed out of the old StrtUtzei and Ger- 
manst that were worth any thing i the Reft 
were a rude. Number of Men drawn from 
the Forefts and Wilds covered with Skins, 
and armed with Clubs and fome with Ar- 
rows, but few of them knew the Ufc of Fire 
Arms, or had ever feen a Battle or regular 
Siege, which Narva indeed was but ill pro- 
vided for ; it had a llendcr Garrifon and 
very mean Magazines, yet, attacked by fuch 
Forces, held out to the Clofc of the Year. 

The King of Swedt/t was the more en- 
raged at this Procedure, as there were ftill 
three Mufcovite Ambafladors at Steckbehn 
treating of Peace. This young Hero, who 
had already reduced the King of Denmark 
to fue for Peace, which was concluded by 
the Treaty of Travesdal^ figncd in the 
Month of Auguji before, croflcd the Sea 
vf'nh two Hundred Tranftwrts, and landed 
at Ternaip in the Gulf of Riga ; the Town 
pf Riga, was, at that Time, oefieg^d by die 
King 
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King ofPdandy -the Czar's Ally; but as (700 
foon as he heard of Charles the Twelfth's .L/V^J 
landing he abandoned the Place, and made a 
Merit of it to the States General of HoUand^ 
who had defired him, by their Ambafladors* . 
H> fpare a Place in which the J)utcb had 
conuderable Efitfts, and thus he in Ibme 
fort prevented the Pifhonour of quittins an 
Enceiprize he found he could not fucceed in. 
Riga being now opened and ftelh fupplied, 
the King of Sweden marched direftly to Nar- 
vat v'^h about four thoufand Horfe and the 
like Number of Foot ; the Czar was gone in 
Pcrfon to haften the March of forty ilwufand 
Recruits from P/^^iTw, beljdes Ji'S grcatArmy 
of a hundred thoufand, and dcligned to have 
hcm'd the King of Sweden in, between theft 
tv^o Armies i he had ordered thirty thouland 
Men from the Camp before Narva to be 
pofted at a League's Diftance from the 
Town, and in the Rout of the King of Swe- 
den^ twenty thoufand more were plaped fiir- 
ther off upon the fame Rout, and five thour 
fand more made up an advanced Guard, 
through all which Troops Charles was to force 
his Way befqre he could arrive at the Camp, 
fortified with a Rampart, and double Foffe. 
The King of Sweden continued bis March 
(through Ways that were thought imprafti- 
<^ble, and therefore litde Care had been taken 
to fecure them) till he found himlelf in Sight 
Qf the Enemy's firft Pofts ; he did not give 
dK Mufiovites time to know how final! a 
J^umber of Men he had, but atc^ked all 
t|ieir pofts one after another^ they cpuld not 
imagine buc the whole Swedj/b Army ms

'W^W<0 of five thni&nd M«fl Sed immediaiely upaa 
his Approich. The octt twenty thou&iid, 
terrified at the Fli^t of their Countrymen, 
fl«d liktfwiTe, in Confufion among the thirty 
thouHmd, pofted within a League 1^ the 
Cafflp, vho retired in the gr^teft Con- 
fonutioa to the main Body of the Army. 
The King of Swedm loll no Time, botwitti 
his Men ratigued as they were, by fo l4»iga 
March, apptttred before the Camp of a hwi- 
dred thoufiuid Mufiovites. The Ddke de 
Cray had made the beft Difpolitions that 
were poffibte, pofting the In^try in the 
Entrenchments, and a lecond Line to ftrehgth- 
«i them, with the Cavalry to fupport them 
behind. He had fcarce done this before the 
King attack'd themwith eig^t Battalions, hav- 
ing General Rehmdery an Offico- of great 
Eimcricnce and Prudence as well as Valour, 
at their Head. 

The Btttle This vni on the 30th of November 1 700. 
tflfMrvM. The Signal was two Fufecs, and the Word 
in GermaHj with the ^td of God ; agreeable 
to the Piety of that young Prince, who was 
eminently devout as long as Fortune conti- 
nued on bis Side. As loon as the Sxotdipt 
Cannon had made a Breach in the Incrench- 
ments, diey advanced with their Bayonets 
at the End of their Fufees, and- were afllfted 
by a violent &iow which drove htll in the 
Faces of the Mu/coviteSf vho endured Slaugh- 
ter for half an Hour without quitting their 
Pofts. Charles himfelf attacked the Czar^ 
Quarter, which lay on the right Side of the

Difchar^ of the Mufitvitt Shot, thp King ot 
Sisfdm received a ^11 in hu left Shoulder, 
which grazed fltghdy upon the Flefh ; but 
hu AAtrity preveattd his fttting that he 
was wouDded. Hts HorTe wa^ imoiedisieljr 
aSttx fhot under him, and foon after that & 
fecond had his Head taken o0*, ai Monf. de 
Voltaire tells us, but Motraye^ in his Remarla 
on that Author's Life o? Charles %U. feems to 
doubt of thb, having heard nothing of it from 
a Colonel then prcfcnt, who gave hhu a Re- 
lation of this Aftion t but be that as it may, 
the King in lefs than thm: Hours carried 
the Intrcnchments on afl Sides. The MuJ- 
CTvites not animated, as the Swedes were, by 
the Prefence of their Prince, give way in 
great Confifion, the King with his ]eft Wing, 
purfued near fifty tboufand of fhem as far oa 
the River of Narva ; where the Bridge break- 
ii^ under theoi the River was immediately 
covered with the Dead. The Hoffe made 
off in a tolerable good Order towards Plef- 
kow, and, meeting the Czar fome Leagues 
on this Side the City, firft gave him an 
Account of the Defeat of his great Army. 
Above twenty tboaftnd Mn/eovUes weic flain, 
and between two or three thouland of the 
Svedest among whom were the Generals 
Rebinder^ and Rjiihlngben, who had Ihewa 
great Bravery in the AAion. 

The Reft, in Dd|>air, with thnr Generals 

ieCrtrf, DolbarMifyt Gtilowitit and Pedtrowitz^ 

furremkred then&Ives 10 the youog Om- 

qoopr, and laid ikdr Arna at his Feet. 

Tho 
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1700 The Number of Prifonera was fo very peat, 
X^^C^ that it was thought proper to keep only the 
chief Officera aod dilmiJs the Reft, who 
were entirely difarmedy and having their Bree- 
ches flit in two, fo that tbcy were fortxd to 
bold them up' with both Hands, they were 
drove alons;, before a few Svoedi/b OfficCTS. 
like a Flock of Sheep, to the DiOance of a 
League from Narva. 

This is one of the moft eztrauxltnary Ac- 
tions that can be met with in Hiftory ; and 
the King of Swederiy this Year, made one of 
the moH glorious Campaigns, who ac eigh- 
teen Years (^ Age, led an Army himfelf 
againft three Kings in Confederacy againft 
hmi, and not only proved fucccishil in all 
his Attempts, but gave wonderful Proofs of 
perlbnal Courage and Ccmdud. The World 
expefted in this Prince to lee another Gufta- 
vus Adolpbus, who at the fame Age conquered 
Uvonia, which Charles had now glorioufly 
relieved from the Invafion of two fo power- 
fill Enemies as Peter the Emperor ofRti^a 
and yiugufttts King of Poland. 

The Czar thought it would be to Htde 
Purpofe, with his forty thoufand raw and 
undiiciplined Men, to engage a young Victor 
juft flulh'd with the Conqueft of a hundred 
thoufand, fo retired to the Place from 
whence he came, and from thence went back 
to MofioWt which was moft terribly alarm- 
ed at the News of this Battle. The Mis- 
fortune was undoubtedly very great, but Peter 
was fo far &om being difpirked at it, that he 
would ofteo fay, ' f ei^cAcd tq be beaten 
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* by the Swedes^ and may again; butdiey, 1700 

* ih Time, will teach us to beat dicm.* V^VXjf 
Tbe common People among the Mufct- 

mi£s could not imagine but that their being 
beaten, when they' had fijch odds on their 
Side, vras owing to Sorcery and Witchcralt, 
and aocordingly put up a Prayer to St. I^- 
ctaltu to proteft them agaiiifi the horrid 
Ctcw of Sorcerers, that were leagued againft 
chem. 

fai diis Bank the Czar had loft above 
fcaU his Army and all hb Artillery -, but he 
^^lied hitnfcjf with ^reat Diligence 10 re- 
pair thefe Lofles by railing Recruits, bring- 
ing DHMV foreign Officers inu> his Service, 
and icetng his Regiments exercifed and pro- 
vided with all things neccHary } the Care of 
w^h he entrufted to none of his Giur- 
tiers, but looked narrowly into every Thing 
btmCilC Fm- Want of Metal for his Ar- 
tillery, he ordered die great Bells in feveral 
Chinches m be taken down and caft into 
Cannon: But white he was making thefe 
Preparations for continuing die War, he 
wrote aa anfwer to the following Letter 
which he received from the King of Great 
JSrilaUtt and to another from the &ates of 
HoUatid, to dilTuade him from entering upon 
a War with Swedea at all.

SabjeAs fhould look, like ocher 
People, and chere&re laid a Tax of a faun- 
dmi Roubles per Jimum^ od all Gendcmon 
who voce Bonis, except die Prieftji the 
onunoa People were obligpd to pay a Craeck 
at the Gate of every Town or City wiiicb 
they aueccd, and Perlbns vere there placed 
CO colkd it} but fuch was their Regard 
f^ what they fboliflily thought an Oma- 
mont to their Faces, that there were maay 
who would have ghrea any dung to hwe 
prderred it, and when the Czar found be 
could not overcome their Prejudice in tlus 
Point without ufing force, they would ^er 
large Bribes to thofe who came to eiwraw- 
his Orders. And it tnuft have been a di- 
vertmg Scene to behold the Executioners 
fcampering after thefe veoerable Grey-Beardk 
in the Streets, who Sed &om them as they 
would from fo many Hangmen. 

His Maiefty womd c»der Perfons to be 
fliaved at his own Table, and fomctimes 
fo roughly that fome of the Skin of the 
mod obftinate was taken away with the 
Beard \ the Fear of being thus haiidk^i made 
abundance comply ; but fince they ccHild 
not preferve their Beards on their Faces living, 
many laid them up carefully to be buri«l 
' with them when dead, that they might be 
. able to give St. iV»v/iii an Account of them 
in the other World. Thb fhaving their 
Beards was looked upcm in the Czar as a 
great Breach of Religion.

Shem Ui The Women, and efpeciaUy (he Ladies 
to tbcabout the Ccnrt, were ordered to reform 
ibita Diefi likewile according to the Et^lifit 
Falhion ; they had Tome Thing* in the and- 
ent Habits vccj odd, pardcularly their fhift 
Sieves were fomedmcs four or five ElJs in 
Length, which, when they ialuted 3 Strang- 
er, they uled to fling out almoft crofs a 
Room, and when the Stranger had taken the 
End up and kils'd it, they ufed to gather 
it a^in about their Amis. There was ano- 
ther Alteration the Czar tn^ in Favour of 
the Women, which the more eafily recon- 
ciled them to that of their Drels. It had 
been the Cuftom, u alt Entertainments in 
Ruffitty for the Women not to be admitted 
into the Prefence or Converfadon of the Men. 
In all the Houfes of Gentlemen of any Fafli- 
ion, there was a panicular Entrance made for 
the Women, and they were always kept in 
feparate Apartmena ; only when the Maf- 
ter of the Family had a Mind to do Honour 
to an extraordinary Guell he would bring his 
Wife, by a back Way from her Apartment, 
attended by her Maids. She was then to 
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the Compliment of her Sbift-Slere , and 1700 
prefent the Company with a Bum^ ^ VVs^. 
Brandy round, and aferwards to retire by 
tbe £unc Way Oie came, and to be iccn no 
tooTc. But the Czar now, to Ihev his 
Gallauttry to the RuffiaH Ladies, ordered diat» 
from hencefixth, at all Wedding and pub* 
lick Entenainmoits* the Women, as well as 
^ve Men ihould be inritfl^ but they were lo 
appear in EngUfl) Drefl^ and that th^ 
mould be entertained in the fame Rochq with 
the Men, whom his Majcfty, by the Re- 
trenchment of their Beards, had made mudi 
tnore agreeable to them. He ordered, that 
die Ercnings fhould conclude with Mufick 
and Dancing, as he had feen in fmeign 
Countries-, and be would often be prefent 
himlcif, at thefe Entertaiiunems, with moft 
' of his Ktobiliiy and the Ladies of his Court. 
There was no Wedding of any DiftinAion, 
efpecially among the Foreigner;, but tlie 
Czar had Notice of it, and would honour 
ic with his Prelcnce, ufually making a Fre- 
lent to the Bride fuit^le to the extraordinary 
Emence of fuch Entertainment, and efpecial- 
ly if married to any Officer newly come in- 
to the Country. 

There was another thing aUb which the aiuh tin 
Women were well plealed with in His Ma- Cafiom of 
jefty's new R«ulauons.' It had been dK^ooing- 
Cuftom in Ruffia for Matches to be made 
up tnr the Parents (^each Side , without the 
Onilent of the young People, or their hardly 
feeing one another. The Czar confidering 
that this unacceptable Way of joinmg young 
People together, withour their own Approba- 
don. 
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tyvo ttoat might in a great Mealiire be the Occi' 
^/W/ fion of that £}if<»rd ind lioJe Love whidt 
was Aora to one another a&fcrwards, k be- 
ing a -cammon Thin^ for the Men in Ri^a 
to beat their Wives in fo barbarous a Ja- 
iler that ihey often died of the Blows, an^ 
none of them fu6:red for the Murder, it bcii^ 
iaterpreted in the Law there, as being done 
«nly for Corredion, aid therdore not at all 
culpable. The Wives, on the other Hand, 
being thus many times made dcTperate would 
murdier thdr Hufbands, in Revetu;e for dieir 
lltePniuJb-ill U&ge i but the Sentence en luch Occa^ 
t^toiWo. f^fj^ ^^^ tj^ tijg Woman Aould be bu- 
^tbeir Hu^flcd alive in ihc Ground, (landing upright^ 
hutiM. with the Earth fill'd abottt her, and only 
Ker Head above the Earth, with a Watch 
kt over her, to Cx ttm no one relieved her^ 
but that Ihe fhould be ftarved to Death; 
the People were not hindred from throw- 
ing Copecks into the Pit, where the was 
buried, and thofe were laid out in Tapers 
to be liglued up in Honour of the Saints 
flie called upon. 

It was a very common Sight in Rajia to 
fee Women thus executed, who have been 
feven or eight Days dying. Thele fad Spec- 
tacles made the Czar, in Pity to hi^ People, 
do all that was pofllble to remove the Oc- 
cafion of it, and therefore ordered, that no 
young Couple ihould marry, for the Future, 
without their own good Liking and Conferit » 
and that all Perfons fliould be admitted to 
vifit and fee one another, at leaft fix Weeks 
before their Marriage. This new Order was 
fo very agreeable, efpecially to the younger 
Sort, 
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Sort, tbtt diey b^;u to onceive much bet- 1700 
y ter of the Fooei^ien, 6xim whom the Czar V/Y^/ 
. iud lamt thefe Cnftoms. 

Ha Majcfly took Notice, in aolwer to die 
Compbuts of dioie who difliked the Altera- 
tjons he made in Ru^, diat die Coftcnns 
^f die Coontry had been modi altered and 
improved in the Coorie of Time, and that 
there was no more ill in doing it at once, 
than in the CouHe of five hundred Years i 
as a Proof of their having been fo altered, 
he made diefbllowii^ Reprcientacion. 

In the Year 1 701 one of his Jeftos b«ng ftyv^^ 
to be married to a very pretty Woman, be 
ordered all ^is Lords and Gentlemen that 
were in his Favour, with feveral Foreigners, 
to be invittd co the Wedding \ and gave bis 
Commands, that ev^ Femm who was in- 
vited, and whole Names were all fet down 
in Writing, Aiould provide themfelves with 
the fame Habit that was worn in RM$a in _ . 
the Days of their Foreiathers about two hun-D^,ofSe" 
dred Yean before \ and that the whole Cere-Xi(jbw. 
mony Ihould be performed after the lame 
Manner as it was at that Hme. The Boy- 
an had a long Cap on their Heads at leaft a 
Foot higher than was then the Fafhion, and 
were in an awkard gaudy Drefi, not eafy to 
defcribci the Fumimre of their HoHes was 
fixed after an uiuifual Manner, fome of the 
Boyars of the Brft Rank had for the Reins 
of their Bridle a Silver Chain, the Links of 
which were about an Inch and a half or two 
Inches Broad, made of thin Silver beat out 
flat, and the Breaft Plate and Cnniper were 
drcii'd with little Square Pieces of the lame 
thin 
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1701 Ain Silver, which, with the Motion (tf dte 
H<afe, ftnick againft each other, uid made 
a Kind of jingling tike Bells, as thef rode ( 
anuHig thefe washirMajcfty in the Gune Ha> 
bit with his Lords, one of the old Boyan be- 
ing aroointed to reprefcnt the Czar for ijie 
Day, in a mock Drels. Pcrfons of meaner 
Rank, who could not bare their Hor&s 
Famiturc adorned with Silver, ufed Tin. 
■ The Women, who were invited to this 
Wedding, were ordered alfo to be dreiTed 
after the old iEw/^sFafhion. their Shift-Sieves 
were at Icaft twelve Yards long, contrafted 
into a Ruff, as much as woula He between 
their Sh<Hildcrs and their Wrifts, with cbetr 
upper Veftment only covering their Bodies, 
and the HecU of their Shoes or Slippers near 
five Inches high -, they rode in Machines or 
Waggons fet only upon Azlctrees and Wbeds, 
without any Leathers or Swing to make diem 
eafy, and there were Ihort ladders ty*d 00 
the Side of each Waggon, like thofe of the 
prelent Tartars, to get up, which'Waggtms 
were hoc^>ed over at one End, where the 
Women fat covered with red Cloth. In this 
Order Captain Perty tells us, he faw them 
march to the Houle of the deceafed General 
Le Fort, which was built at die Czar's 
Charge. 

There were feveral Tables Jpread iq a 
very larg? Hall, according to the D^jecs 
and Ranks of the Gucfts, and at the upper 
End there was one Table piatccd upon a 
Throne about three Feet higher than the Reft, 
at which fat the mock Czar with a mock 
Patriarch, to'vhoni the Company advanced 
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by gradual Steps, and bowed their Heads 1701 
«> the Ground at feveral pK^>er Diftances as Kyy\^ 
tber adranced, and then being called by 
their Names every one kiis'd> Br& the Mocl^ 
Czar's Hand, and then the Mock Patriarch's, 
upon which a Dram of Brandy was prefent- 
ea to each Man, both by the Czar and the 
Fatriardi ■> this laft Name he always, after 
he aboliflied the Office, gave to a BuSbon, 
who, inftead of the jpatriarchal Crofs, was ob- 
liged to wear the Figure of a Gibbet on Ub 
Breaft. 

When the Company had received thdr 
Ct^ of Brandy, tliey retired backward from 
the Throne to about twenty Feet diftance» 
and all the Way made their Bows as they 
went back : And a fplendid Entcrtainmenc 
was prepared for them after the old fidhioa 
Way. 

The next Regulation of the Czar's related Retmehet 
to the Noblemens Retinues. It had l>een^^>^ 
a pompous Cuftom among all the great Boy-ff*^ ^ 
ars, to retain in their Service, as a Piece ofg^^ 
State and Grandeur, a great Number of 
fuperfluous Servants, which, when they went 
anxiad, walk'd fome bare-hcaded before 
them, and others following in a long Train, 
in all Sorts of Drefles> and Colours i and 
when the Boyars rode on Horfeback, or went 
in their Coaches or Sledges, k was thought 
the more ftaiely to so a flow Pace, that tt^ 
Attendants might Keep up with them oo 
Foot, uncovered in the hardeft Rains or (tt- 
moft Severity of cold Weather -, the great 
Ladies were wont to have the lame numerous 
Retinues t but the Czar PttiTy yrbo alwaVf

fupemamerary Attendants, who «ere aU feat 
into the Army, to which hb Majefty faim- 
felf was now going widi much Expedi- 
tion.

Ticw betweencd all Means to recruit his Forces, and in

When rfie King tXSwtden was inform'd Kmg of 
Of the Dcfons of the Czar and the King trf^-w^^conw 
fpkmdy he fiaftened into -Lvvoma, and arrived "*> '''^'* 
tt ^d, on the Banks of die Diom, over 
agakdt the ^oxofi Armv, who lay encamped 
«n ifte other Side the River, and widi whom 
he was td difpute die Fa^ge. Hecauled 
boats tb he made after an Invention 6f his 
(MM, the Sides of which were movcaUe, 
and made to lift op and let down,' like dnw 
Ridges, that they mi^ be of ufe to cover 
die Troops in dneir Parage, and &vour their 
Defcent, «4ieti they came to land. Having 
fflcewMe ofefervcd that die Wind blew di- 
itSdy from the North where he lay, to the 
Soudi, where his Enemies were encamped, he 
^ fire to a large Heap of wet Straw, the 
Smoak of which fprcading Crofi the River, 
prevented the Enemy from feeing his Trot^ 
'6r knowing what he was doing. 

The King of Poland was then ill in Bed, 

' fo the Saxon Army was commanded by the 

Doke of Courlandy afid Marflial Stenau. 

That brave General fell upon the Svedi^ 

Battalions widi hb Hot6, befbnt diey were 

N 2 quit? 
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1701 quite drawn up, and drave them into the 
N.o'-V*'^^ Ki^er* bat being fixui rallied by the Kii^ 
they advanced with fuch Finy i^uoft t£e 
Maiihal that they obliged him likewife to 
retreat. The Duke of Courland made hb 
Troops retire very dexteroufly into a dry 
Fkce, flanked with a Mora&, and Wood, 
where his Artillery lay. The Saxmti by this 
Advantage of Ground began to recover ilicir 
Courage i but a^ an ObfHnaie and bloody 
Batde, the King of Sweden having fifteen 
thoid^ Men, and the Duke of CourUnd but 
twelve thoufand, Charles obtained a com- 
plcat Viftory. The Duke of Ceurland 
bad two Horfes fhot under htm, and bad 
peoenated three times into tlie midft of the 
Swedi/b Guards i but being at laft knocked 
off his Horfe by a Mufket, and trampled 
under the Feet of the Horfes, his Army feU 
into Confufion, and it was with much Diffi- 
culty that his Cuiralliers cairied him off all 
over Bruifcs and half dead. 
King of ^^ '^'"S °^ SwedeHy upon this Viftory, 
Smtden takes hafien'd to Mitiaw, and foon took that City, 
JW>K<xw,and the Capital o( Courland. Alt the reft of the 
therell oftheTo^iu in that Dutchy yielded to him at 
Cm^^ Difcretion, and having appointed Genetal 
Lewenbaupt Viceroy of that Country he paf- 
fed on with Expedition, to LUbuaniat coo- 
queriDg wherever he came. At Birfen^ where 
^e Czar and the Kii^ of Poland lud met to 
contrive fus Ruin, he fiift form'd the Scheme 
of dethroning Augufius. 

The Misfortunes of the King of Poland 

gave courage to hii &cret Enemies to take 

Advant^e of him. He was compelled to 

hold 
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hold a General Diet at ff^ar/awt on the 1701 
twenty-fecond oi December 1701, in which ^^•'VN-/ ■ 
Affimbly the Spirit of Liberty that preraib 
6> much in Poland, lhew*d it{elf in Language 
never heard by cxber Princes. His Subje£b 
C^Knly oppofed him, under Pretence of tlie 
publick Good. The chief Subjefts of this 
Country, proud of their Freedom, may be 
£iid to be Tyrants over their King, whom 
diey choofe more to increafe their own Au- 
thority than with an Intent to be governed by 
him. And that Prince's ConduA had loft 
him the Afic^ons of many of his Friends, 
and greatly exafperated his Enemies, who 
were much encreafed in Number, Some of 
the Palatinates indeed made him believe he 
might arm the PoHJh Nobility againft the 
Swedes^ which gave him hopes of the Pof- 
folite or Army of the Republick, before 
which great Body of Forces, joined by the 
Saxons xas Subjefts, and the Mufcovites hts 
Allies, he thought the fmall Number of 
Swedes would fcarce venture to appear. But 
be iboD ibund th^ he had very little Autho- 
rity in the Diet, moft of the Members making 
BO Scruple to own themfelves jn the King 
ciSxoeaetfs Intereft, more out of Jealoufy 
of the Defigns of their own King upon their 
> Liberties ttun any Friend/hip for the other. 
They chained Aufujius with being the Au- 
thor of the Troubles in Lilbuania^ and of all 
die Ills that had be^llen the State, and, 
among other Things, ulked of fending an 
Embafiy, in the Name of the Republick, 
10 the King of Sweden ; but before this Point

He made choice of the Couiue& of ^wigf- 
mar to be his Ambafladrels on this Qcca- 
fion ; Ihewasa Stvediflt Lady by Birth, of a 
great Family, and hs^t an Eftate in CbarUf% 
PcMninions} and her Wit and Beauty made 
the King of Poland imagine, that a young 
Viftor would be able to deny her oodiing, 
and be as much fubdued b^ her Charms as 
he had beoi faimlelf. Having rcceirad her 
InllruAions, flie went to the $xDedijli Camp 
an LiJimania ; but Charles obftinately iduiett 
to fee her. ^H«f/?«j afterwards fent h« Cham- 
berlain fVlczaumt with ftelh Inf^rtidions to 
Che King of Sweden \ bqt they having neg- 
lefted to demand a Pafpoit for him, he was 
feized as foon as be came within Si^ of thq 
pimpi and throvm intoPrilQD. 
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tQ ^YC ^t^^Qurf^ to the Sqi^fe, tho' he knew V-OTV.' 
t^SfP tq t^ Ifis Hnemi^s. He offered to call 
iq (^iVc thpuf^d &?ffp»j, and to put him- 
^M ^ Hpad pf the Armyoftbe Republick, 
awJ pay tlipm two Qyarttsrs out of his own ' 
Pr^yy Pyrfe, befprchlnd. The Senat.c an- 
fvqisd him, ^at the Repqblick woul(3 fe^jd 
an ^mbafly to the King of Sweden, to pro- 
cure Peace I and as for the Saxons^ his Ma- 
jc^y could npt introduce them into Poland 
wj^ut difpbti&ing the whole Nation. 

Charles XIlT treated the Embafly of the 
Republick with no ippre Refped than that of 
the King, b^ing not at all pleafed that they 
would Hill have any thjng to do with him ; 
for fuch was the implacable Temper, which 
Was one of the greateft Faults of this young 
' H^ro, that where he had once taken a TM~ 
like, he was never to be reconciled ; he anf- 
wered the Senate, that they (hould know 
wim he thought of their Propofal \vhcn he 
came to Warfaw -■ And fet forward the fame . 
pay on his March to that City, having fent 
before him a Manifefto, in which he declared . 
himfclf the Friend and Protcftor of the Re- 
fmblick. The Senators, who were the Ene- 
mies of Ju^fius^ pubjifhed this Manifetlo 
in his View i and, upon the Approach of 
the Kineof Swffifii, his Friends, thro' Weak-, 
nfiis, deTcrte*^ him ( none remained with him» 
t^it the Ami:>afladors of the Emperor and the 
Czar, the Pope's Nuncio, and fome few 
BilhopH and Palatines, who were attached to 
his Foi^iunc. Befofe he left PVarfaip, he got 
hare &OQI cbe few Senators, left About him, 

•N 4 ■ to , 
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1702 to iotrodbce fix (booCuid Saxtns and difpofis 
K/'^fSJ of the Troops of the Republick. He iikewiie 

five Orders for the Nobility to take the 
leid, but this was little regarded. The 
Taror of the Swedijb Amu^ and the Hatred 
diey bore him. kept the PoUs upoa their 
Fiftatfi, waiting the Event of this great Af- 
fiUr. The King diPoUmd^ thus deferted by 
bis Subjefts, Ivought twenty thouland Saxtns 
into die Coontry, no longer fearii^ how roach . 
he exaTpented a Nadoo that betrayed him. 
TheKiiffioffvA^, on hn Part, prepared to 

S'tre hu Enemy a Warm Reception. He lee 
e Cardinal Primate into his Intenfiooa at 
Warptvot who was a fecret Enemy of jh^gtifius, 
and of whom M. de VoltMre gives mc fol- 
lowing CbaraAer.

This Party met with & Body of a dioufand 
Mufievitest which they aicack'd and drove 
to die main Body of the Army : But the 
Svoedifif Cavalry, being fuiprized at their 
great Numbers, retreated in Coofiifioo, and. 
Being purfued by the Mi/fioviies, loft le- 
Tcraf of their Men. General ScMifpeubMb, 
being informed of what had happened, rode . 
himfelf to reouuioitre the Enemy, and pre- 
fently perceiving they bad a Dcfiga to envi- 
ron his fmall Body, he judged it convenient, 
by the Advice of a CounciTof War, to cro& 
the River Emhaeky \o prevent their Intenti- 
onSf which was done in View of the Enemy, 
over two Bridges that were broke down as 
foon as the Men were got over : Bui the 
River being then very low, and the Mu/^ 
covite General making ufe of feveral Pontons 
to waft over his Artillery, he foon forced the 
Swedfi to a Battle : Tbe Advantage was at 
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&rft on the Side of the latter, fooie' of the 

MttfcovUes having thrown themfelvcs imo the ^ 

River, but Ac reft facing about o»' a M-i^tf 

den, put toe rin/nffd Caviuy into fuch Dif-twH«. 

order that they fell foul upon their own In- 

&ntry, and betook themfelves to Flight 

widwut any PoQibility Of being rallied, fo 

that the Swedes loft their Artillery, and had 

their Infantry, after a ftout Refiftance, alinoft 

all cut to Pieces. Thii Action began at fix 

in the Morning, and lafted ten Hours. The 

Sv/edtfi General ScbUppenbacb would fain have 

rallied his Men, and have pofted them ai 

Helmeri but finding it impoAible to fiop 

the Horfe that were fled and dlfperfed, and 

being no longer able to ftand hU Ground 

with the Remains of his finall Body, he was 

fiirced to retreat to Pernau. 

The Swedesy on this Occafion, loft feven 
Captains, thirty Lieutenants and Enfigns, five 
and twenty Subalterns, thirty feven Drums, 
and one thouland nine hundred and fixteea 
common Men. The I-ofs was likewifc very 
great on the Side of the Ruffians^ but from 
their great Numbers was hardly perceptible. 

His CzariOi Majcfty himfelf, when he had

About this Time his Czarifti Majefty pob- 
liftied an EdJ6l to encourage all Sorts of 
Artiiiccn, Workmen, and People afing 
Manufaflures, and other Perfons profeffing 
Trades and Sciences, to come and fettle In 
his Dominions, promifing them, that as (bon 
as they were arrived upon the Frontien, they 
ftiould be condofted, at his Majefty*s Expen- 
ce, where they fhould deem it moft con- 
venient to fettle themfelves. That they 
Ihould have the free Ercrcife of their Reli- 
gion, and the Convenience of Churches. 
That they fhodd have the Liberty to em- 
ploy themfelves in whatfoever they thought 
moft for their Advantage, without being fub- 
jeft to any Duties, Offices, or Impofts. 
That as for thofe who fhould find them- 
felves capable to undertake any Trade, and 
fliould not have wherewithal to follow it, his 
Majefty promffed to fupply them with Mo- 
ney out of his Treafury, without any Intercft. 
And laftiy, fuch as were unwilHng to ftay in 
his Dominions (houU havt Licences to 
depart; and at their firft Rcqusft Ihould be 
conduced, at the Czar's tocpencc, to the 
Frontiers, or to any Sea-port, 

How much thefe Promifes were to be re- 
ly'd on, we have akc»3y fliewn ia the Cafe 
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of Captun Perry, and in thoie of Mr. Ferg- ' i^oz 
barfen and others. V-^-VT's./ 

His Czarifh Majefty's Forces, under the^*^ J**^' 
Command of Ueutenam General Battr,*''^- 
next made tbemfelres Mailers of Marien- 
hmrg, whkh was, it is true, but meanly de- 
■ fended by a few Sivedifl> Troops, and of it- 
ielf no very ftrong Place. Among the Pri-

But to KtUm : On the Twcntktb (^ £«^ 
tember \^o^■, Newi wu'broi^ht loAI^/fow, 
that H^Mm^t tfter it had fuftoiaed three 
A&ults, was taken by his Majtfty's Aim, 
fer which TV Jieum was fting three Days 'after 
in the principal Church in Mofevn. In the 
b^inmng of December followit^ the Czar 
arrived at the Town of Pifibicky ninety 
'Werfts from that City ; from whence he 
oame to Sslnieafy a Cotuitry Sest belon^ng 
to Prince Ltfr«Hi$y his Uncle, thirty Werfts 
Irom his Capital, and ftom thence to tii- 
ktoljky the Houle of the K»ez MigbaU Sahh 
kits Serkajke^ Governor of ^(Ivtm, butjewn 
"Werfts from the City. 

While be was hm, every thing was got 
in Readtnefe for his Majefty's Entry. Moft of 
the Foreign Merchants had orders to provtdo 
themfelves with a greater Number or Horlet 
than ultial, with a Servant dreft in dx Eng- 
lifif Falhion, to ccnduft the Artillery ttutt 
Ku\ been taken from the Swedes. Ttu Da^ 
he was to make his Entry, dw foreign Mini- 
ftm, dK Ej^U/hCoTt[a\ and Dutch Refident, 
and IbnK of the Merchants went to pay their 
CompIinKRis to him at PTtkeeiJty. Agaioft 
hb Approach, iriumf^ial Arches were creA- 
ed, « Wood, in the Street of Meifntttt,- the 
filft in die Red Wall oppo&e to die Greek 
Monaftery, near the Fnnting Houfe, whiefa 
the Czar had huely ordered to be built, tfae^ 
an Attempt of that Kind had formerly been 
fo unfuccetsful, as is befbre-mcndoosd. The 
fecood Arch was is the White Wall, near the 
AdininUiy 
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1702 Admiralty Office, aboat four hundred Pacei 
lySrSJ from the odier. The Streets and Ficldswre 
filled with People to iee the Proceffioo, whiclt 
wu nude in the following Manner. 
The Ctti*! Firil Qune the Rc^tnent of Guards, coiu 
pnUick Enor filling of eight hundred Men, and comnund- 
ntoJI^ifbw. ed by Colonel de Ridder, a German. One 
lutlf of this Body was doathed in Scarlet, io 
the Englifli Falhion, the other in the Rufian, 
becauu there had not bceq time enou^ to 
finiih their new Cloaths. The Swedi/6 Pri- 
fonen, ercry one as well Peafants as Soldieis, 
walked between two, viz. three a Breaft, 
and were divided into feven Bands, each of 
abouteightv, or eighty four Prilbneraf making 
ta all fire tuudredand eighty Men, betweea 
three Companies of Soldien. After thefe 
came two fine Led-Uorles, and a Company 
of Grenadiers in Green lined with Red, in tna 
German Falhion, only they had Bear-flcin 
Caps inltead of Hats i after thefe came fix 
Halberdiers, five Haut-boys and fix Officers. 
Then came the Royal Raiment of Preobra- 
%injii, four hundred of them, new doathed* 
after the German JManner, in Green lined with 
Red and White, Laced Hats, widi the Czar 
aad Frincc Alexander at the Head of them, 
preceeded ,by nine G/nndA-Flutes, and fomc 
led Horfes. This R^menc was followed 
by aPartyofthat of^tfffM^j', his Majefty*a 
Guards alio, in Blue lined with Red ; and after 
thefe came the Colours taken from A&SfDedei. 
Firft, two Standards, follow^ by a great Fla£» 
which had been difotaycd upon the Caftle of 
Notebourg, carried by four Soldiers ; and then 
Six Ship-Colours, and twenty five l^nfigns^ 
Blue, 
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Blue, Green, Yellow aiid Red, each carried i^oz 
by two Soldiers : Moft of theft Enfigos had lyvX-i 
two golden Ly<His and a Crown at Top. •^-' 
After theft came forty Pieces of Cannon, 
fome drawn by four, fome by fix Horfts of 
a Colour ; fotu* great Moitan, fifteen great 
brals Field Pieces, then another Mortar, 
and then very long and heavy Brafs Cannon, 
Ibme drawn by fix and fome by eight Horles. 
AJKxr thete came a grrat Cheft of kitchen 
Uttnfib, ten Sledges with Fire Arms, three 
I^nuns, another Sledge with Smith's Tools, 
and a great Pair of Bellows. Then came 
the Officers that were Prifoners, about forty 
in Number, walking each of them betweeil 
two Soldiers ; laft fome Sledges, with the 
uck and wounded, followed by fome of the 
Ruffian Soldiers, clofed the ProcefBm. It 
b^ui atone in the Afternoon, and having 
paSed through the Gate of Twerjiy, which 
IS to the Nonhward, they advanced up to 
the firft triumphal Arch, and the Regiment 
of Guards went through. Here his Majefty 
halted a quarter of an Hour, to refrefh him- 
ftif and receive the Congratulations of the 
CIci^. The triumphal Arch was fo covered 
with Tapcftry Figures, Piftures, and De- 
vices, that the wood Work was entirely hid. 
At the Top, in a Balcony, were eight Mufici- 
ans, richly dreffcd. The Middle of the 
Arch was crowned with an Eagle and fcveral 
Trophies of War, The Houfts near it were \ 
adorned with Carpets, Tapeftry and Pifluresi 
the Balconies were hill of Streamers, Mufict- 
aw and all Sorts of mufical Inftnimenis. 
Tbe Screeti were ftrcwed with Greens, in 
.._ : .;his 
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1702 Ais Place, where was a grew Ntimber tf 
\yy%j thfc Nobility. The Prinecfe, his Majefty's 
Sifter, the Czarina, Dowiger of die C2ar 
Jfibn, and the Princefies her Daughters, at- 
tttided by 1 great Number of Ruffian and 
foreign Ladies, were a little beyond, at the 
Houfc of the Sieur Jakof Waffttiu^ Ftnier^^ 
to fee ^ ProcdHon. The Czar, having &. 
luted the Princcflfcs, advanced on to die 
fecond Ardi, adorned like the firft, and 
having in this Order marched thnmgh fhe 
City, he went out at the Gaa ^Meipnetfit 
and proceeded towards die SUMe of die 
Germans^ where being ariived, die Difiekr 
RcTident made him an offer of Wine. He 
went on to Obr^enfio, but Night coming on, 
as he was going out of the Slabedf, he mount- 
ed his HoHe and to put an End to the Ponip 
of the Show. 

A very few Mffliths after thb Triumph, 
for the taking of Notebaurr, his Czarilh 
Majefty took the Town of Nif-/cbantz in 
Itigria, and obferving that, about a Germatf 
Mile lower down, the River Nrva^ dividing 
itfelf into fcveral Branccs, formed, a Number 
of little Iflands, this, from the Conveniency 
of the Situation, firft infpired him with the 
Thoughts of building a City there, which 
Ihould give him a Footing in the Baltiek 
Sea i he went thither himfelf to found the 
River, and view the Ifiands, but fpying fc- 
veral Swet^ Ships cruifing in the Gulf of 
Finland^ he ordered a Detachment of aboiic 
a thouJaod Men, from his Army, to be 
pc^ed in the lAand ofRetu/ari, whtre 
Crofijlot now lies. The Swedes, endeavow-

^Ktdes uiKMi this, believing; thn were gone 
to the other Shore of the Tfluid and nude 
off in their VefieU, iinded with a Defig^ to 
maintain (o advantageous a Poft i bat the 
Ruffians coniii^ from the Places whete the^ 
had hid ihemielves, rtceived them fo warm- 
ly, ^M. Okcj were glad M retire to ther 
Sii^ htvii^ loft (bme <^ their Nfen, and 
put to Sea again. The Czar, after tius 
Skim^ keptPofleffiMofthelOand, made 
a Harbour there, and a Fort with a Borough, 
now called Cron^t. The Czar, matt and 
more ploifed with the Ktuatlon of the Neigh- 
bouring Oountry, purfucd his Refohation of 
buiklii^ the City of Pettr^rgby and in the 
Month (^ May 1703, where, at that Time, 
were only four or fife Fifltermeas Huts, be 
raifbd the firft HouTe, which was only a 
low Hall, made with Planks and Joifts, to 
fccute himfelf from the Weather, and reft in t 
but in Memory of diis great Undertaking, it 
hftt bcCTi preferred ever fince, beir^ I'nclofcd 
with a wooden Gallery, raifcd on a Wall three 
or four Feet high. The Place that his Ma- 
jefty pitched upon is inaccefHble from the 
Depth of the River Nevdy in that Parr, 
and from the Country's beii^ a Morafs all , 
ronnd it. His Refdution being thus taken» 
and die Work b^n, he ifliicd tbrth Orders, 
that a gteat Number of Mm from all Comers ptttrjiurgb 
-of his vaft EmfHre fhould repair thitlier cob)#. 
put 
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X20t PiK lus Ddign in Execution ; many thou&nd 
. \^y*\J Workmen, Ruffians, Tartan, Cejfacks, Col- 
wtueks, and Pea&uus of all Sorts, were loon 
broi^ht thicher, feme from the Diftance of 
near three hundred German Mllei, and thefe 
made a B^inning of the Works of the oeir 
Fortrefi. He was obliged, lays, Menficur 
^Voltaire, to break through Forefts, to cmca 
Ways, K> dry up Moon, to raife Banks, be- 
fore he could lay the Foundation of this new 
Town. The whole was a Force put upon 
Nature: But as that inffeoioiu Frembma» 
cMbrves, the Czar ^^redrugher than only to 
the Deftrudion of Towns, like ordinary 
Heroes : There were no Difficulties that he 
\ would not furmount, no Toils, biu he would 
^ undergo to raife the Grandeur of his Nation. 
When thb great Work was firft undertaken* ■ 
the Men employed In it had neidicr fuffici- 
ent Frovifions for fubfifting them, nor even 
neceSary Tools, as Pick-axes, Spades, Sho- 
vels, Wheel-Barrows, Flanks and the like t 
no Houfcs or Huts to dwell in, and yet 
the Work went on with fuch Expedition that 
in five Months Time the Fortrefi was railed, 
though the Earth thereabouts was fo fcarce 
that the greateft Part of the Workmen La- 
bourers carried it in the Skirts of their 
Cloaths, and in Bags made of old Ra^ and 
Mats, the Ufe of Wheel-Barrows being then 
unknown to them. It is computed that no 
iefs than a hundred thouTand Men pcrilhed 
in this Place, where no ProviGons could be 
had even for ready Money ; the Country had 
been made defolate by War, and the ufual 
Supfrfles by the Lake of Ladoga were often 
leurded

Retarded by contrary Winds. The Plan of 1703 
tiie Worlu was drawn by the Czar's own \^y\^ 
Hand, who was an excellent Draught's-Mao. 
While Ac Fottrels was going on the City 
b^an 1^ D^rees Ri be buHt. His Majefty 
obliged not'only the Nobility, bucMcrchants 
and Tradelitien 6f all Sorts, to go and lire 
there, and to trade In fuch Commodities as 
they were ordered. This Places where Pro- 
Vifions *6rc fo fcarce, and moft Convenji 
■encics wanting, was at firft notat all agreea' 
ble to Ae Nobility and Perfooa of Diftlnai- 
on, who in Mofcow had not oiily very large 
Buildings within the City \ but allb Country 
Seats and Villages about it, where thCT had 
Fiih-ponds and Gardens with Plenty of FniiQ \ 
that were not to be ekpcAcd at Veterjburgb , 
Which lies almoft five Degrees ferther Nonh. 
Holreter, as the Place was convenient, and 
agrteable bbth to the Defigns and Humour o^ 
the C2ar, he paid little Regard to the Com- 
plaints pf thofe who confidered their oWn 
Eafe and LuAlry more than the Advantage 
of their Country. The Boyan brought hlthei* 
great Retinues with them^ and the Merchants 
and Shop-keepers found their Account in this 
new City, where every Thing bore an excef- 
five Price. Several Swidesi FtidakdefSt and 
Uvotiiansi not being able to fubfift in their 
.Own Towns, depopulated by the Wars, con* 
tinued here. Artincers, Mechanicks, and 
Sea-men Were invited hither to encourage 
Shipping and the Afialrsof thelS^avy 1 and. 
tiie Workmen^ having worked the Time out 
&at Was ap[>ointed by his Majefty, they were 
hired to build for the doyan* and fbme of' 
Vol. I. P thim 
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i^og them even built Hoofes for thetn&tvos and 
V,y-V'>^ fettled it Peterjburgb : They were ^nsi^ en- 
couraged to thn, bycvcry Man's bcmg aHowcd 
to pi^ upon the Spot that pleafed him beiV. 
In one Yctr's Time, about thirty tbouland 
Houfcs were ere^od, and now there are 
above double that Number i it is true, tliere 
are fome but mean, which may be taJtop 
to Pieces in two or three rtours Time, and 
fet lip in other Places; but'tbefc arc ^hiefly in 
the Slabtdas^ or ^SubvHs, as in the Tartarieit 
and German SUbcdat-, and the FtnUs^ Scbe- 
reti. But I fball fpeak fojthcr of the Wreafe 
and Improvements in this City: hereafter, and

the Wood, that was on the left of tfa6 
SiDtdes on the other Side of the RiTer^ fi« 
Touring the Motion of the Mi^ovite Titxmsf 
thisDmchment was no fooner perceived bj^ 
them, but it was furrounded by the RujfiaHSx 
who had pafled the River. Although this 
Cavalry was at fiift attacked with onieh 
Fury, yet they fupported the Shock, and at 
l^ength rctreattd to the Main-Body of that 
Army. As fixm as General l.ettwtnbin^ 
hw die Ruffiam coming tmon htm itith k 
Front very much extended ; and that, for 
want of Ground, they mufl: be forced ta 
make a new Order of Battle, he rcfolvcd 
not to give them Titne, and his Commands 
iTere fo readily executed rhji( biTth Armies foon 
came to an Engagement. 
The^ttU TU Ruffiam fitft fell on the left Wiiw of 
^Gm^urtbcf.^^ S^Jesi and the Vek-Kfcrtfchd, dif- 
mounting the Foot which were IntM^jht be-« 
hind the Horfcmcn, they attacked the Swedtflt 
Cavalty with Fire and Sword. But tfaey were 
fcccivctt 
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riWeivdd wkh fb mucli Vigour, 6m there was 1 705 
ft gMat Slaughter on b(rth Sides. At length \yY\J 
fhmt RtiffiM Squadrons having crol]^d the 
Rirer to attack the Eaemy in Flank, the 
SwtMjh Cftvah-y was puflied ifo warmly that 
thojf fell baek upraj a Company of the Gencr 
ral'i GranadicFs, pofted between the two 
Lineit aed put i^ whole Order of Battle 
Into Confiriion. TTie left Wing began t6 
loTe Groundt and ViAory (ecmed to declare 
for the Ruffians^ when the Infantry of the fe- 
cond Line took th6 Place of this Wing, and 
gave it Time te rally : And then the Foot 
that were brought, behind the Rujjian Horfe, 
found themfelves encompaffed by the two 
Lines, and w^e cut ta pieces, the Swedes fac- 
ing about cm all Sides. 

In this Aftion the Rujfians loft five or fix 
dwufand Men , the Velt-Marefchat was 
woimded, but the ViAory was dearly pur- 
chafed by the Swidts^ who loft General 
Lindtfih^ldu Major OetwralWrtfB^tf/, Colonel 
Horn^ two Lioutenant Colonels^ many Cap- 
tains both of Horfe and Foot, a great Num- 
ber of Si^lterns, and near two thoufand 
Men. And the Swtdi/b General, in giving 
an Account of the Battle to the King his Ma- 
fter, faid, the Ruffians had all along behaved 
tike brave Soldiers. 

The Czar #as at this Time ziVilua^ with 
his Army, which he reviewed in the Prefence 
6f a Crowd of the Grandees, of Poland, who 
could tiot fuAciontty admire in how fhort a .

On one Side they gave an Azylum to the 
primate, and on the other gave frotedion 
to thofe of the Party of King Aa^ufiust 
■who came for Refiigc into their Territories. 
Thefe two Parties were bodi equally defiroua 
to have them abfolutely in their lnte;eft. 
This made Count Pi/i^- undertake to write 
a' very pre0|ng Letter to the Magiftracy, 
the Menaces in which d^crmined them to 
deliver up to the Swfdt:, ^ diat belonged 
to the Saxons. The Czar, who was atten- 
tive to ail that pailed, wrote alTo to the 
Magiftracy of thu City,, not only to make 
^ ^'^mplaints ot ^ir ^haviour io Favour 
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of die Enemies of jiugujiuj, but to inform 1705 
Acm of the Mcttires that brought him inui ^V^^

Thu Lord made a long Speech b> him co' 
give him Joy on his ArriTai, and felicitated' 
us Counoy on having io powerful a Fro-- 
tedlor, who had fo generoufly undertaken to 
defend them from uk Ruin that die Swedes^ 
would iHii^iqpon them without his AOtftance. - 
Prince Memtkoff in a few Words anfwered- 
this Difcourfe ofthe Litbuamant and his Ma- 
jefty renewed the Promiles he had before- 
made to the Palatine of Culm and to C^-- 
vtpiii that lie would not fufier his Titxnis to- 
commit any Difaxkrs.

in building PeterJBur^y and whither he had 
tranfported the greateit Part of the Inhabi- 
tants i from thenCe the Swid^/b Commandant 
fent a Detachment into /"i^* where ano- 
thcr Detachment from the Garrilbn of Peterf- 
hurgt fent by M^r General Bh^f?, foon put 
them to flight \ (o that this whole Expediti- 
on of the Svaedes terminated only in attacking 
ft Sawing-Mill, between Peter/burg and Slai- 
lelb'urg.

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1705 third Aflauh his Trooptpa&d the Falifades, 
K^nrXJ and advanced to the Foot of the Parapet, 
over which he threw a great Quantity of Gre- 
nades, fome of which fa. Fire to the Ruf- 
fian Magazine of Powder. After thb Ac- 
cident the Swedes did not doubt but the be- 
fieged would furrender ; but far from it, it 
fcrv'd only to make them the more defperate : 
So that making a Salty on their Enemies, they' 
drove them beyond the Palilades, and after 
killing above four Hundred of their Men, 
obliged them to retire, with no great Credit, 
and refume the Rout offt^bourg. 

While the Ruffians had thefc Advantage! 
on their Frontiers, the Czar's Troops in 
Courlandt under the Command of the Ge- 
nerals Metizikoffy Ronne, Repn'tHy made fuch 
Progrcls that they fubdued all that Province 
to the Obedience of his Czarifh Majcfty. 
Miltaw and Bautjke were the two only 
Places able to oppofe the Conquerors j the 
firft furrcndered without much Refiftance,, 
the' other with lels, but they were forced lo 
employ their Cannon to oblige Colonel 
- Knoring to give up the Caftle of Mittaw, 
whither he was retired with about four hun- 
t]red Men. They had thrown in about a 
Hundred Bombs and ufed nine Pieces of 
Cannon, and after having difmantled two 
Ballions the Colonel defired to capitulate, 
and was allowed very honourable Terms by 
General Rejjmti, upon the Execution of which, 
it was found that the Swedes had pillaged the 
Palace and Archives of the Dukes mCour* 
/(tndy and even entered into the Vaults where 
thtir Dead wcrj repofitcd, to rob their Car- 
caflb 
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o^es of certain Jewels they had on their 1705 
Necks and Fingera. The Ruffians, that they V>'V\.> 
migtu not lie under the Sufpi'cion of fuch an 
odious Behaviour, obliged the Swedes to be 
prelent> while a panicular Inventory was 
taken of every Thing at that Time to be ' 
found in the Dukes Palace and Sepulchre. 

This Conqoeft, joined to that ofBautjie^ 
made the Czar Matter of all CoKr/dfld, while 
the King of Sweden did not vouchfafe to fend 
one Man to defend it> fo much were his 
Cares employed on the BuluicTs of conti- 
nuing the piet at JVarfaw ; and fo much was 
it the Bufinefs of his CzarifhMajefty to trou- 
ble and, if pofTible, break up that Diet, that 
after having left General Baur with a Body 
of Troops in Courland, and the Velt-Ma- 
refchal Czeremetoff mth another in Livonia^ 
he went himlelf at the Head of his Army 
into Lithuania^ with a hundred' Pieces of 
Cannon, having left his great Artillery ac 
Poleftk. When he arrived at Grodno, he for- 
tified that Place, feized on the Pafloge of 
Tykozin, and eftablifhed Magazines in feve- 
ral Places, fumifhing them not only with 
what he found in the Country, but wicli 
'Things that he ordered to be iranfported 
from the Provinces of P/^sw and 5ffio/w^ff, 
In ihort, the Rufians eftabliHied difierent 
Polb fi-om the Side of Warfaw as far as the 
Bog, fo that the Czar was abfolute Matter of 
all Lithuania, and by the DifpoHtions, he 
made he feemed to aim at nothing more 
than the Prefervation of that Province ; which 
made his Enemies encourage a falle Ru- 
mour, that his Majefly would cake that Op-

being fo well guarded. Ncrcrthelels he 
wv fo ftrongly prdSid by General Patknl, 
who was at diat Time with him, as Amba£- 
lador from the Czar, and by the Accounts 
that he received from WarfaWj that he could 
not but be fenflble how necelTary his Prefence 
was in that Kingdom, therefore he expolM 
himlelf to the aimoft inevitable Danger of 
being ta)cen by his Enemies, that he might 
join his faithful AHie. He left Dre/dea in- 
cogpito, accompanied by three Perfons only, 
900 arrived at Dantzick on the twenty-eighth 
of 08ober, irom whence he went to KmngJ- 
berg, and from thence to "Tykozin : As fpon 
as he arrived, he gave Notice of it to the 
Czar and all thofc of his Party, He ^ent 
next cp Grodno, and from thence to the Ar- 
my of the Czar, whp, at their Meeting, pre- 
Jented bim with fix Standards, a Moiety 
of thole, vhich the Ruffians had taken oa 
the Bridge f>f Praag upon the Viftula, hav- 
ing furpriied the Svoedifi> Guard that was 
pofted there, which occafioned an A£^ion 
tn which the Swedes lort levcral Prifcmers 
bcAdcs duiK?n ^t^ndards, \% 
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It was at Gradjw ijbat JCiog Aiifftfius infti- 1705 
wsd the Order of the White Eagle, with ^^^"yr-^l 
Defign of rewarding fcvenJ of the Grandees -.{^^ 
tiS Poland^ and fome of.tbe^_^M Gene-rflyyhim 
nb i ' but this Hooour could &eni litde- mcve Gi^le.

Hi^ Czarifii NUiefty, imrluant K> the 
Laws which . he had pidcnbed to himlelf, 
would nerer advance in militanr Dignides 
b^omi what his Nbrits might claim : Aod 
having requefted King Auguftus to take upon 
him tne Command of his Army, he cauled 
die Mttfiovite General QgUvit to propofe in' 
Publick the filling up two vacant PoAs of 
Colonels. At^ftus laid he was not well 
enough aaniainted with the Afyfcovite Officers 
CO know bow to make a proper Choice ( 
lb dclired Onlvi to name two that be tho^bt 
worthy thole Employment. O^hn named tik c^r 
Prince Alexander Menzikof, and Peter Alex- mufctCrfo- 
•roiz, meaning the Czar himfclf. xhe"''"*^*^ 
King of Pslandlaid he knew the McritB of '^J'- 
Meimkeff', and would forthwith difpatch his 
Commifiion t but for the od>er he was not 
informed of his Services, but after four or 
five Days SoUicitadop, he made Peter Alex- 
vantx a Colonel.

Kings ended, his CzaHfh Maiefty left hb

fhe laft Man, The King of Sweden came tt) 
view the Place, and not drinking proper to 



attack it, he turned toward Birf* the C^ 

of P^acbiay from whenx fay feveral Wind^ 
ings he broi^ hi^ Army to tlfe Side of 
Qredwy where tfie Velt*nftnefcfaal OpM 
waited for him, in a good yoftttft tn hb I^ei, 
and had a great Defire to have tried his 
Strength widi that youfi^ Hm> i bat was or. 
dered 10 expeft him in his Intrenchments. The 
Swedes approached as kr as MicbalowitZt ^ 
Vjllase within a Mile of Gredno, where 
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jyoi CbarUsXU. came to view the Towa, th& - 
i^^^KJ Camp and the Lines i bat he found fo terri- 
ble an Afpe& oa.all Sidesdiac he thoughc 
it proper to chai^ his Dcfign without uo- 
denaking aojr Thing. After fo btiguii^ a 
March, that did no finall Damage k> his 
Army, he determined to pafs the Niemeii^ 
wbirawasallb frozeaover, but asthe Banks 
were very high, and the Pal&ge was to be- 
made almoft within Sighc of the RMffiam 
Army, he would have found much Diffi- 
culty in it; had not the Rujfian Generals rs- 
ceired Orders to aft only on the Defenfire.. 
When the King of ^n^ bad got all his Ar^ 
my over the Amhm, he exteiued it in the 
Country between Gndiio and ^/im, fi^ 
whence he fern feveral Detachments, from 
one Side to the other to feck for Provifioos, 
and. to hinder the Ruffians from amalEng 
any.

^^Y^y ^ ^''^ Moticms. In the mean Time lUng 
Angttfius held a grand Council of War, with 
the Ruffian Generals at GrodiUy in which it 
was refcJved, that the Generals Ogilvif Jllard 
and others, as well Rufftans as Saxoniy and 
the Great General ^Ufnovnjky Ihould remain 
at GrodiUj from whence, as Occafuns of- 
fered, they might aft b(»h ofien&vely and 
defenjQvely againft the Swedes -, while King 
Aueujius was to go into Poland, to re-efta- 
blllh hu Credit in thole Places abandoned by 
his Enemies, and to give all the Orders that 
might be necefJary for favouring the Entry 
of his Saxon Troops which were on the Banlu 
c( the Oder, under the Command of Genr- 
lal 
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nl Sbidlemhourg, waidng onljr for a bvbu- 1706 
iable Opportumty to elude the Vigilance t]f^,,/VX/ 
die Sweaijb Genoal RencbilJ. 

After fereral Marches andCounttr-marches 
Gnteral ShdUmbDur^ pafled the River with 
his Saxons and Ruftans, the laft commanded 
by Lieutenant General fFoflromirfiy. General 
Rencbildf as foon as he heard afSbulUm- 
beur^i having pafled die Oder^ began his 
March> and thefe two famoos Generals met, 
on the twelfth of Febnary 1705, ataPlactf 
called Fravenfiad. Rencbitd had about ten TheBttfe 
tboufand Men, SbuUmhourg twice the Num-** ^rmmmfiU 
ber. Both Annies engaged > and in the 
Battle, which did not laft a Quarter of an 
Hour, the Saxmi rcTifted not a Moment, 
the Mufiovites behaved but little better t 
fuch was the Terror of this brave Swedi^ 
General, that aldiough Sbullembovrg had 
made the beft Difix)mion imaginable, yet 
Rencbild put them into fuch Dilbrdcr, that 
he found feven thouland Fufees all charged 
thrown on the Ground without being fired. 
The Mufiovites bnged for Life on their 
Knees, but Rencbildy^ii M. de Voltaire tells 
Us, ordered diem to be inhumanly maflacred 
in cold Blood, above fix Hours after the 
Batde. Metraye cfflitradifb this, and lays, 
it was the King himfelf that ordered it, who 
'was not fix Leagues from Fravenftad when 
he beard the News of the Battle ; and was 
a little jealous tlut Rencbild fhoutd obtain 
fuch a Victory widiout his having any Share 
in it.

and JPJi^fieM to Charles XU. Thc& two TheTraiy 
PlenipoceotiaHcs went very prirately, in the of ^''-^•>*- 
Nighc, to the 5«Wy& Camp, at Jit-Ran-^- 
fimi^ for %9c the Mufcwittt fhould discover 
chat the King of Polandy tbcir Mafter, was 
about treating with the King of Sweden. 
He Rave them fiill Powers, and fisned a 
BknK, When Charles received the Letter, 
and taod i(, he ordered them to wait, and 
faid be would give them his Anfwer. He 
rethred into his Clofet, and having -ftaid bat 
a very fbott Time, returned with a Paper 
in 'which be bad written the following Ccu- 
-cents.

The Pleoipoeentiaries cSAt^fius cookl not 
bring Cbaries to make any Ab^ment of die 
Rigoar of thcfc Conditions 5 but were forc- 
ed to yield to his infludble Obftinacy. The 
King ofSwedettt aC that Time, cxerciled an 
abfwite Power in Saxony. He e'ftn onler- 
ed the R^tfters of the Finances to be kid 
before him, that he might know the Screngdi 
of the Electorate, and how mtlch he could 
demand oF the StaKSi from which he ex- 
acted fix hundred and twentf five thoufaod 
Crowns at firft, and afterwards five hundred 
tbcMifand Crowns per Month. 

Whilft the Treatjr before meotitmed was 
lecretly negotiating m the Camp at Alt-Ran- 
ftadty Prince Mewsikof, GencraliflSmo of the 
Mufiovite Army brought thirty thoufiuid 
Men, and joined the Forces of ^ugujhiSt 
which in tfe whole made not above fiJc 
thoufand Men, The King was in the utmcrft 
Coofufioa 
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Confufion when the Mafievttes arrivedt and 
under terrible Apprehenfions of what might V 
be the Confcquence, if they (hould difcover 
his Negotiation with Sweden : But he waa 
ftill in much greater Perplexity, when he 
beheld the Frefenct; of ten thouland Swedes^ 
commanded by GateidiMeyerfeldty approach- 
ing him at Calijbi near the Palatinate of 
Pofitaniai. He would have been glad to have 
declined an Engagement, left he fhould 
irritaK a Conqueror, but too much inccnfed 
already : In this Ememity he could think of 
no better E^Kdient than to fend one he could 
tcuft to the Swedijb General, to let him partly 
into the Secret of the Negotiation, and to 
defire him to withdraw * but this had a quite 
contrary Efit£t to what the King of Poland 
«pea«l i for Meyerfeldtt raking this to be 
only an Invention to amufe him, redoubled 
his Ardour for the Fight. Auguftus preHed 
forward by the Infiances of Prince Menxikoff, 
and provoked at the Confidence of Affjifl/^flf/, J^^^ 
was forced to confent K> a Banle, which, *'^' 
whether won» or loft» would be alike htal to 
him. 

Viftory was now on the Side of the 
Mujcovites; the Swedes^ and their Allies being 
cncompafTcd on all Sides, were obliged to 
throw down their Arms and beg for Quarter. 
Theyhad about three thoufand Men killed and 
womided, and four or five thoufand taken 
Prifoners, among which were General Meyer- 
feldt. Count Tarlot and feveral Officers of 
Diftinftion, all the Enemy's Artillery and 
Biggage were in the Power of the Viftors ; 
but when Ju£ujtut was entering into ^ar~

of Peace, which deprived bim of bis Crown. 
In the firft Emotions of his Hetit, when 
he had i^ the (hamefiil Ardcka he was tt> 
fubfcribe to, he pauTed with himfetf for a 
fhort Time, to conflder if be ooght not ntther 
to march at the Head of his iiow viftt^iODs 
Troops and fall upon the King whotreaiecl 
him fo difgracefiilty: But cohering that 
Charles was at the Head of an Army never 
yet beaten, that the Mufcvoiies would aS 
forfake him when they heard t^ ihe Trfcaty, 
and that his heredirary Country would be 
raraged by both Panics, Swtd^s and MitJ^ 
topiteSf he thought it laoft advifeable, u> Sm 
to the bard Conditi<NU the King of Swiaen 
rnipofed upon him : And then let oat for 
Saxetiyt in Hopes of foftenkig, by his PR- 
fence, the InflexibiHty of hb Enemy. 

Charles XII. and jtuptpis vein in OmdC 
Piper's Quarters at Gunterfdorf more Aan 
once, where the firft treated his vanquilhed 
Foe with all the outward Appearance of Re- 
f^pcH and Civility ; but that was of little Va- 
lue, when weighed againft the real Severity, 
with which he exadcd his Compliance wnb 
every Article of the Treaty i andua Eudier 
FunifEtment for his having dared to give bb 
General Battle at Califlj^ he forced the im- 
gratefiil Tafk upon him, of writing a Con- 
gratulatory Letter to Statrijlaus on hb Ad- 
vancement to the Crown of Poland; whichf 
with Stanifiaui's Anfwer, were as folknr :

Augufitts from this Time was obliged V/YN^ 
to renounce the Tide of King oi Poland^ 
and his Name was ordered to be erafed 
out of the publick Prayers, to give Place 
to that of Stanijlaust all which he could 
more eafdy digcft than the being obliged 
to give up Patkul to the Vengeance of the 
' King of Sweden, He had, to the Amaze- 
ment of all Europe, been clapt into Pri- 
fon, as is before related, aldiough at that 
Time Ambaflador from the Czar of MuP' 
covy, foon after the Interview and Parting 
of that Monarch and King ^guftus ac 
Grodno. 

The Czar on one Hand loudly demanded 
bis Minifter -, but Charles XII. threaten^ 
ed terrible things if he was not delivered 
to him , according to the Treaty of /Ut' 
Ranftadt. 

The Melancholy Story of that Uvonian 
Patriot was this. 

Charles XI. the King of Swederfi Father The S'07 
and Predeceflbr, among the feveral Severi-*^ '''«^'» 
ties he exercifed upon his Subjects, had uk- 
en away a great many of the Privil^es and 
Eftates of the Ij.vonians, Patkul was deputed 
by the Nobility of Livonia to carry the 
Complaincs of that Province to the King, 
which he did in the moft refpetStful Man- 
ner, accompanied with great Courage and 
Eloquence. Charles XI. Teemed not at all 
djfpieafed with whit he had faid } but laying

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1707 his Hand on PathtP& Shoulder, told him, 
!^^V^/ * ht had fpoke for his C0U1107 tik« a bnve 
* Man, and that he loved him for k :• Yee 
ft few Days after, caufcd hfm to be ciMtdemn* 
ed for a Traitor, Fa/iul found Means to 
make hb Efcape into Poland^ and was wdt 
received by Aigttfiu:, from whofc Service 
he paflbd into that of the Czar, and fo con* 
tinued till the Time of his ConSncRKat m 
<he CafUe of KmftitiF, which was occa^ 
fioned by his having aiicovered the Dcfiga 
of Count Ftrmir^ aiw the OiancelJor of Sax- 
ony, to obtain a Peace with Sweden at aojr 
lute } upon which be immediateiy formed a 
Scheme (o fupplftnt theirs, and bring about 
an Accommodation between the Czar, his new 
Mafter, and the SweJes. The others get-- 
ting fome Intelligeoce of riiis, foon found 
fneans to prevail upon Angufiviy to \m* 
prifon him j and that Prince, writing to 
the Czar on the Occafioji, told, him that 
Paikul was a perfidious Wretch, and would 
betray them both. Thoi^h hts greateft 
Crime was having ^rved bis Mailer with 
too much Fidelity, and bdng always true to 
his Tmft. 

The Czar who had great Penetration, and 
knew the Merits of Pd/;b/, mfifted i^n hit 
being fent back to him \ Augiijiui, at the 
lame Time intimidared by the Threats of the 
King of Sweden^ was much embarralled in 
his Thoughts, till he came to diis Refoluti- 
on, that he would fccrKly contrive d« Pri- 
foQer*s Efcape, by which Means he flioold 
both iadsfy ite "Cwr and cvad^ the Wrath 
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oi Cbarlef ^I. Bvf the Il^Foft^^c oi Pat- 1707 
kul dUappointcd this well-lajtl Pefign : For O'TP^ 
die f^vemor of the Cn&ie ot Kenijiing, where 
jnc lay imprifonec}, knowing he was rich, de- 
manded a large Sum of Money of him for 
his Liberty *, faikul relying on the Law of 
Rations, and being informed of jiugujlus's 
Intentions, refufed to pa^ the Mercenary 
Govcrnpr for that Piece of'^Service which his 
Duty to his Mafler ought to have made him 
ready 10 have rendered him : And while 
they were thus difputlng the Matter, a Par- 
ty of Swedes, appointed for that Furpofe, 
came up and forced the Viiftim out of the 
Hands of his Jailor. He was iVait carried 
to the General Charters U 4^t- Ranftadl, and 
there kept, for uirce Months, chained to 1 
Stake. 

The remaining Part of the Hiftoryofthii 
unfortunate, but worthy, Man, is thus pathe- 
tically related by M. de Voltaire. '

When his Czarifli Majcfty heard of the 
unaccounrable "Treaty of Jlt-Ranfiait^ and 
of Patkttl , his AmoaQador and GcneraPs, 
being miprilbnM, it is eafy to imagine 
what Thoughts he mud enteitain of mch 
Conduft, This Treachery of his Allic

Saxmyj and while his Anay was rccnjiting, 
and'frelh Stores fupptying his Magazines^ he 
took much Pains, by his Emiflaries, to fe- 
curethe Intereftoftbolc Pd/<»r</ff-j, whohad 
as much Rcafon as tumfclf, to complain of 
King jfuntfiu/i havii^ abandm'd, and (a- 
crificed them to their Enemies. 

It was at one Time propofed in thie 
Czar's Council* u> retaliate the King ^ 
Smdrn's Ulage of Paikul by treating the 
Swedifi Officen, who were FriToners at 
Mafcow^ in the lame Manner : But his Ma- 
jefty could not confent to fuch Barbarity ; 
which indeed might have had very bad 
Confequences, fuice there were more Mttfoh- 
•mtti Prifoners in Svoeden than there were 
.Swedes in Mufcovy. He refolved therefore 
<m a ia&x and more, honourable Revenge, 
And, having gained the Principal of the 
Pelts over to his Jiitereft, he was rcqucfted 
by them to take the Republick into his Protec- 
tion, vrtiich he very readily ^recd to, on his 
Part, and they, on their Side, agreed to call 
an AHembly at iMpold, that they might take 
Meafures for their common Intereft. 

The Czar being at Zelkiew^ che ' Quar- 
tets of Prince Memdkof^ feveral of the 
P<^ft> Grandees came to him there to pay 
The Aflbn- ****"■ Court, before they met in the Affem* 
HyxtlM- bly of Leopold % his Behaviour to them wa« 
ftU. fo obliging, and he heaped fuch Favours 

on them, as entirely gained him the Af^ 
feft'ion of all who -approached him. The 
Grand CouncU^ci iij the Month of February, 
thQ 
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the chief Grandees at this Meeting were: The- 1707 
Primate of the Kingdom, the Bifliop of f"\Jijr\ 
Cujaviat the Palatines of Lubliny Mazovia, 
fadelia and Belx^ the Caftelkns of Lublin, 
Let^iM, Camittieckt Bietz, and Chelm, tho 
Vioe-Chancellor of the Crown, the Greac 
Sword-Bearer, the Referendaiy, the Ma- 
refchal pf the Court of Litbuaniay the Grand 
General of the Crown, Prince Wtefnewijky^ 
die under General, and feveral other Bilhops 
and SenatcHrs. Count Denboff, Sword-Bear- 
er of the Crown, fpoke Hrft in the Allcmbly, 
as Marefchal of the Confederacy of Smdomir, 
and made a pathctick Speech on the un- 
fortunate State of the Kingdom, eameftljr ex- 
horting the Members of it to Unanimity at 
iJiat Junfture; when the Honour of their 
native Country was fo inuch at Stake. It 
was relblred in thb Allembly to renew the 
Confederation of Smdomir, and the Grand 
Queftion was, whether they bad any Kipg or 
not? which pafllng in the Negative, they 
talked of declaring the Throne vacant, and 
agreed to fummon a Diet to meet at Lublin 
in May following. The AflemUy, at the 
lame Time, Infilled upon writing to all fo- 
reign Potentates to delire them to forbear 
acKJiowledging any Peribn for King of Pi^and, 
till the Rcpubtick had notify'd to them whac 
Prince they had elefted. The General of the 
Crown read in the Aflembly a Letter from the

The Aflcmmy, upon reiKJin^ this Letter^ 
came to a Refolution bfrecornii^ Thanks t« 
bts Czarrlh Majcfty, for his iaVOTtabie dif- 
pofitions towards the Republick, and to coa-i 
cm MeafDTcs together to enable ifaem to aA 
propeHy in the prcfent SiomioR of their 
^5^«w» Aflairs. Daring thefe Tranfaftions the Czar 
ID Li^oU. jjrriygd aj LetpMdt with the Czaremtz^ hit 
Son, then fcvcnaen Years of Age, Prince 
Menz^offzoA fome of his Mlniners, Hii 
Majefty was received pablidcly, with much 
Ceremony, and great Maria ctf Rcfpeft and 

ClHlfid«IWf« 
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Coi^dence. He aSBSted at didr Debaues, 1707 
and forgot nothing that might induce the ^yv^/, 
SdutEMs id etmfirm }&t lU^iJ Coi^MenCf 
of Sf»dmif-t fo tJiftC whftt WM done by dtetn 
at this Meeting may be look'd qion only as a 
Condufion of that Confederacy. 

His Majefty, Very well faraiied with the 
AlTurances he had teceived of their iaviola- 
ble Attachment to hislnterefts, retum'd to 
ZolkUto with the Czafnviiz and Prince Meit' 
zikoff: And as a Report had beca Qvead, 
that His Majefty had a DeOg^ to ptopolk his 
Son, in the Diet of Ijib&t, for Iting of 
Poland, to prerent any Sul^icions of that 
Kind, he fcdt the CzarevAtz ta Ahfcvw, 
uid to ihew his Readinefs to execute the 
Treaty he had concluded with the Republick, 
he immediately ordered eight hundred thou- 
Iknd Florins to be paid to the Pelifii Troops, 
viz. five hundred thoufand to the Army of 
^ Crown, and the Reft to that of Li- 
thuania. 

From the Place where the Czar now was, 
he wrote to Jcveral Pottncato complaining 
of the Cowardife and Treachery, as he cm- 
led it, of King Jugafius, and of the Viola- 
tion of the Laws of Nations by the King 
oi Sweden: The following is a Copy of the 
Lencr feat to Queen Anne.

with Ckarles XIJ. Btit ncimer Ac ForcQ 
of his RemenftraRces , nor the Intercfls thol^ 
Sortes had in their CotntnTCce with the Courf 
of Zu£ia, could make ^hetn fQrf»ke the 
common Caufe of the Allies, whidi reared 
that the Kifw of Sweden flitfidd be pr$\^ile4 
on at any Kat^ to leave Germany. 

Bf ^fengcnng Letter, sod i^athas beeij 
relateil} it may be ^n how much Reaiba 
the Ccar h«d to comphtn of Avg^fias and 
the in&mouc Treaty ^^-jRanfiaJit which 
was Teiy iar from inendiflg the Condinoa 
of that Prince's ASirs, as he himlctf com* 
plains in a Letter wrote fomctitne after to 
the States of Hellniid, wherein he fays, that 
tbe Pface which be bad mader was fa far from 
fuUing bis Jffairs in a better States that be 
was reduced to tbe mofi deplorable Situation in 
tbe World, 
The Aflha- Jfl May, the Affembly met « Ltihlia, and 
Uy at Liiiia.igd.in by Adjournment in June ; whoi, after 
many Debates, the Throne pf FoUaid wa* 
declared vacant, and a Diet called. upa> 
that, for a third Eledion. The Czar wrote 
a Letter to the Council to exhort them to 
Unanimity and Difpatch, He urged very 
much the NecefCty of choofing a new King, 
as the only Method to reconcile the divided 
Members of the Republlck, and let ail the 
World fee, that they looked upon Stavijlaus 
»s Palatine of Pofnania., and not' as their 
King. He afiared them agam, that he would 
never 
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never hearken to any Peace, but in Con- 1707 
juuftbn with them ; wd that he b«d refblnd L/V%^ 
to give Battle u> t)K Swedes, having d^jpo^ 
fkd every thing for it. He likewife «ld tlwm 
that they <]ught not to negle^ thu Oppor- 
tuniry, and lUSaed them, that he mxda b< 
ib hi from fi^Iowing the Meafiins of Ae 
SweJes., that he woiUd p«fi:ribe nothng Go 
them, and woukl not concern himfelf dtre^Uy 
pr indireAty in their State ASkin, anl had 
forbid his Troops to come within tucnty 
Leagues of Liibim t aad that he himCAf 
would not ifppmach neucr, thu lib Eneows 
fnight not give out, that his Pover fanl 
influeoced their Eledion. 

His Czarifc I^^^jefty wrote, *t the firae 
Time, another Lucer to the PrtmaB and 
chief MinilterB of the Crown, wherein he addi 
to the ReafbflB alledged in hts Letter taihe 
Coancil, that he cannot take any ibtid Mu* 
fureswith the Hepvblick, unleisriiey choofe 
{a new King t and that if they will not do it, 
he muft needs tufpoS^, that they do na a£t 
fin(^-ely with him. 

After much csnvaftng, the iKt e r ttg m m 
was publifhed, t^ the Scnaton, in July fbi- 
lowmg, and the frtmate took upon him 
the Regency of the Repufalick : &ie ia the 
mean Time Kng Staxtfiam had got hhn- Stamf^m 
felf acknowledged \xf moft of the PrinocBConx* "^ 
and State cfEvnpi and leaving Cbariti'^''^- 
XII. in Saxof^t came into Pdand with Go- 
peral litnebUdt a[ dK Head oi fixteen Swedijb 
Regiments, and was owned as their Sove- 
feign through ever^ place that he pafflbd. 
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\^^f^J enriched his military Cheft, with che Spoiu 
oiSaxMjt and augmented his Army to the 
Number of Bfty thourand, bcfides toe Body 
(rf' Troops under General Laoenbaupt's Com> 
mtnd, and another under that of Maior-Ge- 
neral CrafoMy fought all ways to bnng the 
Czar to an Engagemcm ; but Petery ledng 
how largely he nad increaled his Forces, 
ahhouah he had before determined to girt: 
him &ttlc, thought it would be dai^erous 
n> lun that hazard in a Country without 
a Head, and divided by many Faxons in 
idelf. He had Moreover juft then been in- 
formed of Proportions made to the Khig of 
Sweden and SfaniJIaus, by the Minifter of 
the PortCf who was lent by the Sultan to 
felicitate diofe Princes, and with an Ofo- 
to join with them in an oSenlive Alliance 
a^inft Ruffia, that they might force his Cza- 
nih M^efty to interfere no Twiger in the Af- 
fairs of Poland. The Diran faw with Re- 
' gret Jztpb in the Hands of the Czar, and 
wanted only a Pretext to break with him, 
chat they might endeavour to recover that 
important Place. Befides this die King of 
Sweden openly declared, that he intended to 
malce Ru$a the Theatre of the War, and 
did not doubt hut he fliodd find many Re- 
volters amcHig a People made uneafy by fee- 
ing Alterations made every Day in the Cus- 
toms and Manners of their Forc^then ; 
and who were continually burthetud with 
frelh Taxes to fupport the Expence of a 
War from which they could forcfec no Ad* 
vantages.

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The Czar, upon dib Intelligence, thought 1707 ^ 
it would be moft advifcable for him to S-«'V^*^ 
withdraw infallibly with his Army to Lt- 
tbuamat on the Frontiers of Ruffta^ where 
he appoiottd the ReodezTous of the feveral 
Parts of his Army : And by this Retreat 
Stanijlaus was left in peaceable Pofleflion of 
almcA all PolanJ. From thence his Czarilh 
fAijs&y went to MofcoWj where his Prcfence Tke Car 
was abfolutely neccflary, as well to givcgoettoJMg^- 
Orders for the Repairs to be made, on Aa-**^- 
countof a great Fire thaf had deftroyed at 
leaft fifteen hundred Houib, as to check 
the Spirit of Fadion that appeared there, by 
puniming in an exemplary Manner, thofe 
who were concerned in the late Tumult at 
j^aca»t and whom he had ordered to be 
brought thither for that Purpofe. He af- 
terwards gave Orders to augment his Troops 
on the Borders of the BlacK-Sea, and on the 
Frontiers of Tartary^ chat he might deftroy 
all Hopes of Succeu fit}m the Deugns of the 
Turks in threatning to declare War againft 
Iiim. 

The Czar had not been at Mofcow for two 
Years before, and was therefore received 
with all pofTible Demonftrations of Joy and 
Rcfped. He held feveral Councils, in which 
he gave many neccllary Orders relating to 
Affain in di^rent Provinces, and' had the 
Satis^Aion to fee the lait Hand put to the 
Royal Difpenfary, which was a fuperb Build- The Royal 
ing, and one of the greatcft Ornaments of Dirpenlary. 
the City of Mofcow^ It is fituated on the 
Eaft of the Cattle : The Pailagc to it is 
through a lage baft Court, ac £c End of 
which 
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ijoy which is a great Stair-Cafe« that conduAs tcj 
"" / the firft Apartment, which is vaulted, and 
very loftyi it is fifteen feet in Depth, and 
twenty in Breadth, curioufly painted, and 
dec(»ated with a grot Number of Syrrup 
Pots and others, made of Chinas with his 
Czariflt Majefty's Arms enamelled upon them^ 
There are two Doors out of this Apartment^ 
CMie of which leads to the Magazine of medi- 
cinal Herbs, the other to the O&cc of Ac- 
ccMints belonging to the Houle. There ate 
alfo very beautiful HalU finely vaulted, par- 
ticularly two, which entirely corrcfpond in 
Stni^re, one of which lerres for a Labora- 
tory, and the other for a Library, wherein 
extraordinary Plants and Animals are like- 
wife prefcrved. There arc fcvcral other 
Apartments, particularly that of the Preli- 
dent or Dofbor, another which belongs to 
the chief Apothecary and his Domefticksj 
The DoAor has the DireAion of the Ac- 
counts, and has feveral Officers under him^ 
All the Phyfictans, Surgeons and Dru^ifts^ 
receive their Sallarics in his Office. Thcfe 
are eight Apothecaries employed, and five 
Boys under them with above forty Worie- 
men : And from hence the Drugs and Me- 
dicines are furniihed for the Army and Fleets 
Doftor /frf/f iV, zScoUbmant chief Phyfician 
to the Cznr, was the firft Dire^or of this 
Houfe, with a yearly Fenfion of one thoufaml 
five hundred Ducats. 

His Czarifh Majefty likewlle faw, with 

Pleafure, the Hofpital for fick Pcrfons finilh- 

ed. This Stniflure, built of Wood, is on the 

Banks of the Kiver Jenfa in the Germaa 

Slahoda, 
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Slabodd. It u divided into two Farts, in 
each of which are fevea Beds on ofleSida, 
and ten oh the other t each Bed ticin^ for 
two X^erfons, and dwe are nine in the middle 
flange for fingle Perfons. There are three 
Stoves, in each of thefe Dlv^ons, and the 
Chamber appropriated to Anatomy is between 
them. The fecond Story contains feveral 
little Apartments, where the Fhyricians, 
Apothecary, ttnd Surgeon of the Hofpital 
lodge. Tlie Difpenlary confiftt of three 
Chambers, two for the Medicines, and the 
third for the Herbs of which they are oom- 
P</ed. 

On the Side of thb Ho^kal is a Manu- 
faftory of Cloth, which was at firft put 
under the Direfkion of a Draper, who was 
fent for, by his Majefty from Betland ; and 
on the other Side the River Mofcut was a 
Glals-Houle, for making iarge I.^ookins|- ' 
Glafles. Thus did his Majefty provide w'v- 
the Honour and Welfare of his Subjeds at 
Home, even while he was deeply engaged 
in Wars and Negotiations Abroad. 

His Czariih Majefly had but juft cele- 
brated the firft Day of the new Year, when ^^ 
feveral Couriers one afcer another came to 
him from Prince jyinrzi^ojf, with Advice that 
the King of Sivedeity taking Advantage of 
the Ice which made all the Rivers pa0*able 
to him, was in Motion to re-enter Litbut^- 
Kia. The kujfian Army till then was en- 
camped in fuch a Manner, that the Body 
of Troops under, the Command of General 
. Ltweifbaupt, on the Side of Uvomaf were 
(hut up fo as not to be able to advance or 
retreat i

with the Swedes^ fince they coold not be 
hindrcd from pafllng the Vijiula, from whence 
Charles XII. with his Army nllrched with 
much Speed towards LUbuatda in Spite of all 
the Obltacles he met in his Way » fdr he not 
only Ibund the Country ruined by the 'Ra^- 
ansy who had taken care to bum all they 
could not carry away with them ; but ht 
was even obliged to defend himfelf againft 
the Peafiuits of the Country, who fheltering 
themlelTcs ia the Woods on all Sides, fired 
inceflantly on all who came near them: 
And fuch was the Danger that Prince was 
expoled to. that two of his Guards, in paf- 
fingbyoneoftbefe Woods, had their Horfes 
fliM under them, within four Paces of the 
King himlelf. The Czar was in Grodne ' 
when the King of Sweden^ with about iix 
hundred Men, approachM the Town. The 
MufcovUeSt taking thb handfiil of Men to be

Xi*^" of 5^^. entered at the South; but the Czar learning 

^M the fame Day by a Pplijh Dcferter, to what 

a fmall Number of Men he had quitted the 
Town, and that the Body of the Swedijb 
Troops were yet at five Leagues Dilbnce, 
he loft no Time, but fcnt a Detachment d! 
two thoufand Men, to furprize the King 
that Evening in the Town : Thefe two thou- 
fand Men, by the Favour of the Night, 
advanced 
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advanced as far as the firft Swedi/b Guard 1708 
before they werefeeti ; the' Guard, confiffiing L/'S/'^J 
only ^ liiirty Men, fuiftained the Eflfort of 
iJMfe'two thouiand, till the Cuiraffiers, and 
tbofe in the Towrt who had fubmitted to 
^tanifiausy were put iii a Poflure to received 
chem s and being 'animated by the King of 
Swedett, they forced AeJiuffian Detachment 
to retire, and lole one of the molt favourable 
Opportunities they had ever before had of 
thaking their own Conditions with the 
£nemy. 

The-Csar gave Orders to the feveral Bodies 
of his "Troops to rendezvous in the Palati- 
nate of Mit^i, and feeing his Enemy In full 
March, and refolving , to purfue him, he 
thought it^roper to change his Scheme, and 
dra* Wm into a Place where in all Likcly- 
boed he would want every thing j where he 
would have, neither Magazines nor 'Rerrear, 
and where he might wait for hini behind good 
I^ines, to attadt him with Advantage, when 
he was ratigued with a long and painful 
March, over a delblate Country. His Ma- 
jefty thereft)re took his Rout to tht Beryftbe- 
niSt with Defign "to intrench himfelf on the 
Banks of that River, between Moinlvm and 
Orfa J and from whence he , might have » 
fccure Retreat to Smolenflco. 

The King of Swedettt informed of the Con- 
dition of the Rujfian Army and the Rout 
they had taken, undertook to intercept them 
in their March, by leaving the Wllna and 
going fomc 'Leagues higher: But the. Ma- 
nagement -of the Czar obliged him to change 

Vol .1. -U his 
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1708 his Rout again, and coofined him ^ fome 
\^Y\J Time in the Palatinate of IVllna. 

His Czarifli Majefly fcnt General Beur to 
lay the Pol^b Livonia wafte, from whence 
he went into Swedijb Li-aoniat where he ra- 
vaged and pillaged every Place, after which 
he formed a large Magazine at Sz^&tfz, and 
pofted his Men along ^ Duna^ of which he 
remained MaAer, notwtthftanding the Neigh- 
bourhood of Z>imvAi(i0/^. General Gff//z had 
Orders to go wtdi fifteen thouland Men to 
Volbinia to join twelve thoufand Velofqius and 
Ccffacks, tlut they might take the Stveda in 
the Flank tn their Motions ; he had likewile 
Orders to the Inhabitants of that ProTiooe 
to deftroy the Country for thirty Miles round, 
as foon as the Swedes began to take that 
Rout, and to retreat beyond the Btrjiftbenes, 
where his Czarilh Majefty would give then 
other Lands to cultivate and inhabit. 

Thefe Mcafures were attended with good 
Succefe, for the Swedes were obliged to can- 
ton their Army and encamp till the Month 
of Majft for Want of Forage and other Ne- 
ceflarieSf befides which, ahho' no Batde was 
fought, their Numbers were very much di- 
minithed, by their fatiguing Marches m a 
bad SeafoR, and in a Country entirely ruined; 
the greateft Part of their Horle was I0& : 
And, in a Word, in the whole Army of the 
Enemy there was nothing in good Order 
but the military Cheft, which was fo kept 
at the great Expence of the Utbuamans--, fo 
that the Czar by his good ConduA ob- 
liged his Enemy a fecond Time to change 
his Defign, His Czarilh Majcftypals'd £e 
Bcr^btnes 
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^oryfibenesvitkhis Army, which was cod- 170S 
fidaably relieved and augmented in a Camp Kyy\j 
where every thing abounded, A Body of 
Troops encamped between WUepJk and Aopw 
maintained the Communication with the De- 
tachments fpread &om one Side the Country 
to the other. His Majefty had been for Tome ' 
Time at Peloczit from whence he refolved 
to go to Peterjhurgb to haften the Arma- 
ment of his Fleet, which was defigned to be 
Tery confiderabte ; hat falling ill at the very 
Inlbnt he was &tting out, he was forced to 
be tranfported to SmoUnfio, leaving the Di- 
icAions of all the Operations to the Generab, 
Czeremetoffy Menzvtofft Gallicxm^ Jllardy 
Repmttt and Pfiug^ who were at Mobilno. 

One may judge of the Condition to which 
his Czarim ^^]efty had raifcd his Marine, 
fince he had been in Poflellion of Narva and 
Peterfiurgbj by what happened on the Sea ac 
thu Time. The Swedifl) Fleet commanded 
by Admiral Wachtmeefier cwiGfted of thirty ,'^'",5"5 
fix Men of War, carrying from .fixty cight«,J"'^* 
to thirty two Guns apiece^ bcTides fix Bomb- 
VeHels and five Fire-Ships, neverthelels tbey 
dared not ventute upon an Adion with that 
of the Czar, which remabed fo much Mt< 
ftrefsoFthe Baltick Sea, the Botbmick Gulph, 
and that of Finland, thiu flie made a Def- 
ccnt in Finland ; the Town of Bergo in 
Nyland was taken, where all the old Men 
were put to the Sword, the young ones were 
carry'd away, and the Town burnt to the 
Ground. Biorme and fome other Idands 
had the fame Fate, and a great Number of 
U 2 Barka 
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1708 Barks laden with PfoWfionj for Stodheltit, 
Ky^ir\J were taken and carry'd to Peterjburgb, 

As foon as tfic Czar began to recover, lie 
was obliged to go to Mftfcew to ipf/ctSc a 
new Sedtrion among the Don Cfjfach^ raifiad 
by one of tbeir Ctiicl5, named Ceitdrajibka 
Belawifi, who at thc'Htad of' Eve Aoiriand 
Men had formed a Ddign ot fatpnthgjlMpby 
and to fccure Socctfs had demanded iSapply 
from the Peiie and the Cbatu of Tarlary, but 
they, thinking the Enterpriie ridtculoos, 
would hare no Hand in ir. The Czar fait 
twenty thoufand Men under the 'Command 
•f Prince Dalgeraki, to fowc the ^cbrts ttv 
SubmilTion, but he was Ibon infbrtned thu 
fome among the Rebels themfelves^gokig a- 
bout to take him, he had (Rot hltt^fwitb 
a Fifto), and that tliey' h^d carry'd his Body 
to the Governor of Jzapb^ who bad orticred 
his Head to be taken off, aftdhis Qosrters to 
be fet up upon the four Gates of flic Ciiy. 
This News &ved the Czar a great Expence,. 
and enabled him to employ his twenty thoa- 
ftnd Men, under the Command of Prince 
Ddxoruki clfcwhcFe. 

The Nation in General was difoohtented 
with the long War, every Bbdy munrfti'red, 
and in all PJaca there appeared a WilliBgnefi- 
to revolt. So that His Czariffi Majefty vns 
obliged to maintain ihofe Troops in diffe- 
rent Parts of the Country, which mig^t other- 
wife have largely augmented his Armv. Af- 
ter having pot every Thing in Orifer, bis 
Majefty returned to Smalerjko, where he ap- 
riv'd jull as an important Action had paffixl 
boween 
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becWQ^^BodjT.of ^is Troops, and, the bell 170S 
yart of (Jie King pf Sweden's 'Arrtiyr \yy\j 

Cljarles X^3t. ■ hearing thaq the Hettman 
JSfazeppa was on the March with ^^'^ iuid 
C^cy cbouran^ Ij^cn to join the Ruffian 
A,Ttny i that the Great General Siniaujki was 
allp in I}4otion, ancl that another Body of 
between ftftecn and twenty t^land Ruffians 
ytCTt; mpying frotn, anotlKr Part, he marched 
with Expedition, refolded to attack thefe dif- 
ferent Bodies ^wfore they could join, or at 
lei^ft to get fo between'them, as to prevent 
their having any Communication. Cjn the 
tirenty fifth of ^tfw 1798 he found himfelf 
before the River ^rezine, over againfi Ba- 
rijlow, where the Ruffians under the Commanci 
of General G0//2, to the Number of between 
twelve and fifteen thoufand, were encamped 
to difpute that Paflage with him ; which how- 
ever he fucceeded in, by one of thofc Feints 
which were fo ufuai with ^^"^- He lent Co- 
lonel Guillen/croon, with two thoufand Men, 
to be pofted on the Qanks of the Berezine di- 
K^ly againft BorifloiOy as if he intended to 
attetnpt paOIng the River in Sight of the 
Enemy i but led his Army, at the fame 
Time, abouf diree I-eagues up the River, 
and dirowtng a fridge over it, made his 
Way through a Body of three thoufand Men 
who defended thatPoft, and marched direftly 
towards the Enemy without ftopping. The 
Mufigvitis diij not wait for his coming up, 
but decamped ftnd retreated towards the 
Boryfii)eneSy laying aJI the Country waftc 
wherever they came.

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1 708 The Kii^ of Sweden^ farmounting all Difr 

i^V"^/ ficultics* airrred in the Neigbbourbood of 
H^amdut a Town fituatEd 00 the River 
WaMtZt which the Mufcevites abaodoDcd* 
and having broke tbc Bridge after dtem, 
joined a Body of their Troops incampttl on 
the odier Side that River. They had a Wood 
in didr Rear, and dicir Imenchments were 
defended by ieveral Pieces c^CanuHu There 
was a laige DJKh behind dicm, and the 
River was difficult Co pals, the Banks being 
not firm Ground on Account of their run- 
nii^ thitM^ aMwais. The King of Swe- 
den in Perton viewed the Groond above and 
below Holowzin, and caufed his Artillery 
to march, with great Privacy, in die Ntghc, 
a Quarter of a League aa the Right, whierc 
he had obterved a Poft, from whence they 
might fire into the Ruffieut Intrenchmcnts 
on their left, and that there was a pretty 
laige opening betwun their Right and Left *, 
their Generals thinking that Place unjaf- 
iable , becauTe of a Monds that extended 
to a very thick Wood, the Mttfiovites had 
aflembled in that Camp their main Army, 
and their Troops were fo difpofcd, that 
General Rhenne had under him on the Right 
fix Regiments of Dragoons, with four of 
Foot, and General P/«f, with five Regi- 
ments of Horfe, and nine of Fopc, was po£d 
behind him. The Velt-Marejcbai Lieutenant 
GoUz was pof^ on the \jAt ^hich Wing the 
Ruffiam attack^ with ttn Raiments of Dra- 
goons and four thouland Calmucks ; Genuil 
Repnin with nine Regiments of Foot m^ 
in the fame Wing, and the Prince of Uep- 
Damfiadt . 
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Varmfiadt was pofted behind him with three 
Raiments of Dragoons i feveral other Re- ^ 
giments were likewife daily cxpefted in their 
Camp, fix>m whence Prince Metmkoff went 
away the Day before the Battle to hallen 
their March. The King of Sweden came 
at three in the Moratng to the Banks of the 
River with his Regiment of Guards, and 
four other, and foon after Part of the Cavalry, 
viz. The Life Guards, the King's Regiment 
of Dragoons, and thofe oiSmeland uaaOJiro- 
gotbland came up; and then began to can-r 
noaade the Ru^tan Camp with fo much SuCt 
eels, that notwittiftanding the great Fire they 
made on their Part, fuch of their Battalions 
as were moft expofed, were obliged to (juit 
their Poll i whereupon the King, not having 
PaiicnA to ftay any longer for the Pontons ^^ ^^j. 
which were retarded in their March by the of jiai,wKim, 
bad Weather, encouraged his Troops to 
follow him, and flung himfelf into the River, 
which he pailed, the Water being up to his 
Arm-Pits. He was followed with all ima- 
ginable Courage and 2eal by the Soldiers, 
who carried their Arms over their Heads to 
keep them Irom being wet i but the Ground 
on the other Side being Marihy, it was 
impofBble for them to keep their Ranks. 
In the mean Time the Mufcoviies turned all 
their Cannoti againft them, but in Spite of 
their Fire and the Difijculty of the Ground, 
the Svoedef got over the Morafs, and pofted 
themfelvcs in the Interval between the two 
Wings of the Mufcovite Army, whereby they 
could not aflift each other. ' This obliged

The King of SxceiUn was 00 Horfe-back in 
the Banning of this Action, but Cdpt^in 
GjfUenjiierH^ a young S-Ttde, whom he rarf a 
great Eftecm for, being womided and not able 
CO inarch, the King gare him his own Horfc, 
and fought daring ttu Reft of the AAioh on 
Foot at the Head of his Guards, expofrng 
his Perfon to riic grcatcft EJangcr. The En- 
gagement laflcd four Hoars with great 
Slaughter, and great Brarcry Ihewnon Doth 
Sides : But the MufioviUf were at laft oblig- 
ed to retire, and leave the King of Sweden 
M after of the Field of Battle, and offeveral 
Pi eccs of Cannon that were too heavy to be 
carri:d readily through the Morafs. This 
is faid to be the moll glorious Battle the King 
of S vreden had ever tought, and that wherein 
he fhewed the greateft Skill and was expofed 
to the greateft Dangers. He forced the Muf- 
(BV tes to r«pafs the BonJlbeneSj vhich divides 
Pel' nd from their own Country, and ftaid 
himf elf fometimc cbout Mobilotv, the laft 
Tow? m Poland, as well to refresh his Army 
after a long apd fatiguing March, followed by 
lo fliarP an Engagement, as to confult what 
Mcafures were to be tfl^cn in an Ejiemy's 
Cou^itry,

Months. The Gefiefal made grtat Expedi- 
tion, and arrived as foon as poHible, but 
Was much haralfcd in his March by General 
Eaur, who was in Livonia with five or fix 
thoufend Men, aiid took feme of his Wa- 
gons and many Prifoners from him, befides 
Pcferters. 

The King of Swedtn, impatient that thele 
Siiccours did not come up fo foon as he *ou'd , J*'f j^*^ 
have had them, and every thing being fo(^,^'j^-^l^' 
much confumcd in the Palatinate of MciJiaiVt 
that a Bufhel of Wheat was fold for ten Rix- 
poUars, refolved to pafs the Boryjibcties^ and 
K may be faid, to run Headlong upon his own 
Rqin. It was here the Czar waited for him, 
an4 
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1708 and was oot ill ^leafed to fee hu Enemy oa 
V^^*^^ tliu S'^ ^ River, in a Country where he 
was neither to hope for Succours or a lafe Re- 
treat. He began now to nuke War in a 
dtff^tnt Manner from what he had done be* 
Jbre, be judged it not advifetble in his own 
Country to come to a general EngagemenC 
with bun, in which if he had been unfuc- 
cei^l he muft have given his £ncmy an Ea- 
trance into the very Bofom of his Dominioos : 
He refolved therefore to make War like ihc 
Cojfacksy that is, by dividing his Troops into 
many Bodies, attacking him every where, and 
every where retreating and wafting the Coun- 
try where the Enemy defigncd to purfue him, 
that he might deprive him of all Means of 
fubfifting. It was thus the Ruffians continu- 
ally harafled the Swedifit Army between the 
Binyfibenes, the Soffa and the Czamanapata ; 
oftentimes coming to Blows with Ium> and 
oftentimes with Advantage. At the Pafiage 
of this laft River, there was a Rencontre, 
Iharp and bloody, between the Troops com- 
manded by Prince GalUcsJH, and fix of the 
fineft and beft Regiments ofthcSwediJb Army, 
under the Command of Major General 
Roozen. 
The Ren- The IGifg of Sweden had detached him 
cortre of with thefc Troops, to be pofted on the 
Cm™*m- b^Ij5 of ti^t Rjygr, at a Place covertd 
with a large Morafs, where the King deligned 
to attempt the PaOage. The Czar being in- 
formed of this in Time, ordered Prince 
GaUiczin to march with eight Battalions and 
three Squadrons of Prince Menzikoff^s Horfe- 
Guards, but the Ways were fo bad, that the 
Latter 
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Laoer weie forced to follow the Infantry on 1708 
Foot, and although the Morals was covered ^O^W 
widi Fafcines, yet.che Soldiers were oftentimes 
So plunged that it was not with Eafe that 
thcT could draw themfelves out again. Prince 
GaUiczin furmoundng this Difficulty, arrived 
at the Banks of the River, behind which 
the Enemy had polled themfelves to Advan- 
ta^. He pailed the River, being lavoured 
by a thick Fog, that prevented their being 
dilcovered by the Enemy till they were iuft 
upon them. They kept firm, and the Skir- 
milh was fliarp on both Sides, till the Fog 
being diflipated ihew*d the S-xedes the Lou 
they had fuftained, and that they were envi- 
roned on all Sides, which obliged them to 
retreat fighting ; the Ruffians following, took 
from them fix Colours and two Standards. 
The Czar was fo well fatisly'd v/ith what 
Prince Galliczin had done, that he gave him 
at that Time the Order of St. Atidrew. The 
Ruffians had about fix hundred Men killed 
and a thoufand wounded, but the Enemy 
loft a &r greater Number. Thb Aftion was 
the more advamageous to the Czar, as the 
Enemy had fome of their bell R^ments de- 
featal, and as, in the Simation they were, 
the leaft L06 could not but be very confide- 
rable to them. When die odier Swedi/lt 
Troops law thefe Raiments, which were 
looked upon as the b& in their Army, re- 
turn in inch pifordcr, they b^;an to think, 
they were not invincible, as they had before 
imagined; and that diey themfelves had 
leamt the Ruffians the Art of War to their 
pHrn Coft.

Maugre all 
thefe Obftacles, CharUj XII. advanced alnu^ 
ashr 2s Smolet^o, lying in the great Road 
to the .Capital erf" Mtifcovyt where he hoped 
to meet with as many Adherenta and as n)uch 
Provilion as in Poland ; but being deceived 
in thefe, he found his I)e&^> at preftnr, 
imprafticable of marching diroAiy to Mof- 
eewj as he inttnded, and thought at Erft no 
Difficulty to perform, as may be fuf^Kiied 
by the Anfwer he fent to the Czar, vbo, 
to prereiK his Country^ being made the Seat 
o* War, that Counuy for thfi Inmrovcment 
and .dory of which he had done fuch Won- 
ders, had before this, feat Prc^xJals of Peace 
to Charles, by a Polifi} Gcntlemao, and re- 
ceived this haughty Anfwer ; That be would

Staiuflaui\a Foidnd, to reduce the whole Kisg- 
AtSm to his Obedience ; and had ordered, -aa 
is before fald, Leuwet^aupt to leave Livima 
stid CoKrland, and join his ova Amy inch 
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1708 a very confiderable Number of Forces. His 
X^^'^SJ Czarilh Majcfty thought it abfoluteljr necei^ 
fiiry to prevent this Conjundion, if poffibJe* 
and berieving that l^uwetAaup^s Troops 
were not above eight or nine thoufind Men, 
he put himfelf at the Head of his Guards, 
confifting of fevcn thoufand Men, whom, for 
the greattr Ezpedicion, he caofed to moont 
on Horfidntk, and with fome Regiments of 
Dragoons marched in Perfbn to meet him* 
TTie Velt-Marcfchal Czeremetoff^ and the 
Reft of the Generals were ordered to Ukranta, 
R) obftnift the Progreis of the King of Sweden, 
and binder him from pcntiratmg any Cmbcr 
into diat Country ; but not to luzard a Bat- 
tle, before the Czar himfelf ihould come to 
join them with the Forces he had with him. 

Zjeuwenhaupt had now palfed the Boryfibe- 
riej, and was continuing his March about three 
Leagues beyond Mobilow, whither his Cza- 
rilh Majefty went with Prince Menzikoff and 
General GoUzy and came to an Action with 
him, on the 7th ofOSfober^ m which one 
thouland five hundred Mufcoviies were killed 
and very few of the Swedes. The Latter 
would, in all Appearance, have gained a com* 
pletc Viftory, riad it no: been for the Prcfcncc 
of the Czar, who, when he law his Troops 
begin to fall back, ran u» the Coffaeks and 
Calmuckst pofted in the Rear of the Army, 
and ordered them to fire on all thofe who 
ihould ofier to run away, and not to fparc 
even his own Perfon, if he fliould be fo 
cowardly. In this Manner above fifty Ah^- 
eovites were killed, and by this Means he 
ItopM his Army, which was already in 
greac 
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great Omfafion. GeaexTX Leuwenbaupty fix- 1708 
]hg die MMfcoviteSj who were irpulfcd and V^V^J. 
txokeos b^n to rsilly, thought fit to continue 
his March to join the King according to his 
Orders : But this was of too muchCon&quence 
totfaeCzar, tobefufieied, ifitwerepollible 
CO prevent it. 

The next Day bis Czarilh Majefty bad 
ag»in Sight of tlie Enemy cm the Banks of the 
litde River Pronia i and the Enemy made 
as if they would <mpofe his Paflagc, but 00 
fomer were leven field- Pieces brought up ra 
cannonade them, than they ftruck on towards 
the Village of Jjgzao. 

Towards the Evening the Czar gave Or- 
ders to his Army to hold themfelvei ready 
to march the next Day to attack the Enemy. 
About ibuF in the Morning the Army began 
to march^ and about nine, at fome Diftance 
firom Lezno, met the Enemy, who had lent 
ibme Parties befwe for Intelligence. . 

Lewaoenbaupt was no fooner informed of 
die March and Approach of the Rifffiamy than 
he drew up his Army in Order of Battle, and 
nude all poHible Difpofitiws to give them a 
good Reception. To that Elnd he cauli»l 
two Battalions to advance one thqufand Paces 
before his Camp, to difpute their Paflage 
through a fmatl Morafs, by. which rhey were 
obliged to come at him. 

Upon this, his CzarilhMajefty gave Order TheBattltt 
to his Highnefs Prince Menzikoffy to com- of £*««*•

wasigiven by a general Oilchargc of all -the 
AniUery : The- Enemy ^began 10 advance 
towards ihein:VKkh great Fierseiiels aad fiie- 
foluuon i 
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foluckm ; and the Fight being hot and ob- 
ftinatc on both Sides ior above an Hour and * 
a HaJf, the Vidory hung in Sufpence. 

Dtiring the terrible Fire which was made 
every where his CzariJh Majefty appeared in 
die Places of moft Danger, to animate, by 
his Valour and Frefence^ all the Officers and 
Soldiers i and obfervin^ that the Left fuf- 
fered much, he caufed it to be reinforced 
by Vtincc Aieaeikiifa Regiment of Guards. 
The Enemy obferving how w^ the MuJ^ 
eevites acquitted them&lves under the Eye 
of their Monarch, begun to give Ground, 
yet drew off in Order of Battle. 

Then the Mufcovites redoubled their Ef- 
forts^ to impiwe that Advantage : The Ene- 
. my being driven back to their Waggons and 
Ba^;age, Aftion was for fome time forbom 
on bo£ Sides. About three a Clock the Can- 
non of the Rtfffiatu coming up they b^n to 
play a^in. 

Thiius Handing thus his CzariHi Majefty 
being iiwHtned that General Baur was with- 
in half a League of him, with four thoufand 
Men, tboi^bt fit to wait a little for his 
Arrival. 

About four a Clock general Baur came 
up with his Body, and was obliged to endure 
the Fire of the Enemy's Artillery before he 
could join the Right, where he was to poll 
himfelt From this JunAion his Ci^arifh Ma- 
jefty b^an to entertain Hopes that all would 
end welli and order*d that neither the Right 
nor the Left Ihould renew the Fight one with- 
out the other : But the left Wing having ftood 
Yot.

1708 a good while without attacking* the Impati- 
(i/'VNJ cnce of all the Officers and Soldiera fuperuded 
that Order. The Riffht Wtng renewed the 
Attack likewik with ^ titmoft Vigour. 

The Enemy feeing ihemfelveB repulfed, 
caufed two Battalions and ten Squadrons of 
their Referve to advance and chai^ the Right 
of the Rujfiam in Flunk •, biK the^ wcK fo well 
received, and afterwards fo clofely purfued, 
that, of the two Baoaliom, not above Bfty Mea 
cfcapcd. Upon ^is Advantage, the Left 
and the Centre pulhed forward* amongft 
the Enemy's Waggons, breaking all their 
left Wing. On their Right Leuwgnbauptj 
rallying his Troops, &ced the Mufeovites 
who were among their Waggons and caufed 
fiich a Fhe to be made on then* Battalions 
»nd Squadrons, as obliged diem Ki retire, 
but the Centre and left Wing advanced «t 
the tame Timi? againft the Enemy, y/tra 
were obliged to face to the Right about, to 
make Head againft them. TIk Charge was 
renewed with greater F\iry than before, both 
by the Horfe and Foot ; and their Fire, which 
the Enemy anfwered duly, did not ceafe till 
it was dark Ni^ht, when the Mufeovites could 
no longer diftinguiAi their own Men from 
their Enemies. 

in the Night, his Czarifh Majefty, con- 
fidering the Difficulty of diHodging the Ene- 
my ftom behind their Waggons, forbid the 
Officers on Pain of being cafljiered, and the 
Soldiers ol biing banged, to quit their Ranks 
to rifle the Dotd : So the Army kept all 
Night under Arms, watching the Enemy. 
In the Mean Time the Trophies of the Dajr 
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were prcfented to his Majefty, confifting of 1708 
forty feven Colours and ten Standards; and \y^f\^ 
fixteeo Cannons which they had gainM^ were 
added to their Train of Artillery. 

Thus tiicj paiftd the Night, which was 
very cold i and towards the Morning they 
law the Enemy kindle Fires about their Wag- 

fins. His Czarifh Majelty ordered that 
ires ihould be made in the Front of hb right 
Line, and that his Men ihould hold themfelves 
in a Readinc& againft Day-break: Which 
being come they marched towards the Elnemy's 
Wagons, expefting to meet no lefs Refiftance 
than before : But they found that Leuwenbaupt 
had made ule of that Stratagem to cover his 
Flight, abandoning all his wounded to the 
Difcretion of the Mu/caviles, as well as the 
feven thoulknd Vfi^pn, well ftored with 
Provifions. 

General P/ug was imrpediateJy ordered 
with one thoufand Grenadiers on Horeback, 
and two thoufand Dragoons to purfue and 
harrafs the flying Enemjr. He had not 
marched above half a League, when he found 
the Remains of the Enemy in a Wood j 
and ^ling upon riiem, he made a Daughter 
among them for die Space of a League and 
half, to Pn^Jk i where the Reft of the 
Run-a-ways, to the Number of three ihoii- 
fand retired into th: Church-yard. 

The General advancing to force them , 
diey made a Signal that they were defirous 
to capitulate ; and he fent a Lieutenant Colo- 
nel with fix Grenadiers to receive their Of- 
fers of Capitularion : Bat moft of the 5aw- 
Mjb Soldiers bdng drunk wkh Brandy would 
X a HOC 
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170$ not agree to their Officers Propofidons, aod 
^XYN,^ many of them firing kill'd two of the RmJ- 
Jian Grenadiers. The Lieutenant Colonel, fee- 
ing iheir Hardinels, retir'd, and General Pfitig 
relolvcd not to fpare them ;. die A^cmnte 
Grenadiers and Dragoons enter'd the Church- 
Yard, and, Sword in Hand, killed all that re- 
fifted. During this Execution, Fait of them 
fled towards the River Soza, General MSiuJch 
purfued that Party two Hours, and faw Count 
Leuwenbaupt fwimming through that River 
among his Mm i whereupon he fwam it with 
his Detachment, and coming to the other Side, 
moft of the Swedtfi Officers b^g'd Mercy, 
and he gave them Quarter, but caulcd the 
Soldiers to be put to the Sword, and then 
rejoined General Pfiug with all the Officers 
and Booty. 

Leuwenbauft palled the Sozay and fled 
with about four thouland Men, all that were 
faved from the Wreck of the Day. Ge- 
neral Renchildl met him with eight thouiand 
Dragoons, and had juft joined him when 
General Tcuwerden, fent by Prince Meaxi- 
koff to purfue him; had fallen upon his Rear 
Guard, who made Head againlt him,, and 
obliged him to retire. The King of Swt- 
dett Was then at Starodub on the Dezna. Hia 
Czarifh Majefty, after returning Thanks to 
Heaven for' fo complete a Viftory, gave 
Orders to re-eftablilh thofc Regiments which 
had fufTered tlie moft, efpecially thofc of 
Preobrazinjky and Semionmvjii, and repoled 
himfelf for foms Time at Zizirt, leaving to 
the Velt-Marcfchals Czeremelof, and Mea- 
zikqf (he Command of hit Great Army. 
The 
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The King of Sweden had nothing left 1708 
now but to join Maxe^a : I have before '■XVN,,/ 
flcquainted the Reader with the Reafon of 
that Coffaeifz being refolved to dcfert the 
Czar ; on the other Hand he was charmed 
with the many great Adions of Charles XII. 
whom he looked upon as another Alexander ; i 
and though, by preferving his Faith to the 
Czar, he might have Ihared in the Glory of 
comjuering him, yet that Conlideration was 
of httle Value when weighed a'gainft his Re- 
venge for the Afiront given him by Peter, 
and his Ambition of becoming the real So - 
vcreign of his Country. To bring the whole 
Nation, that is the Army, into his Defign, TTiepirti- 
he began widi exaggerating all that they fufrfj^^,^''* 
fered from the Ruffian Minifters, who treated it^^l^* 
them as Slaves, he praifed their own Aftions - 

and Magnanimity, and endeavoured to Ihew '^■ 

them the Happinefs of a free and tndepen- 
dant Government ; and laftly told them what 
tiiey might expeftirom that glorious young 
HoY), who was coming to deliver them from 
the infupportablc Burthen they groaned un- 
der. 

To give fome Appearance of Juftice to 
their Revolt, they agreed to fend Remon- 
ftrances to the Czar againft his Minifters i 
and for the Execution ofthis dangerous Com- 
miOion, they named Wamarewfii the Het- 
nian*3 Nephew. The Czar by this Time, 
by intercepted Letters and other Ways, was 
informed of the Conduct of Maze^a j he 
knew alio that his Favourite £i/»iz^v was 
widi the King of Swedett. At another Time, 
upoQ focb Ii^mation, the Czar would have 
'^ X3 ftized 
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1708 feized oa Maztfpa, in txdta to punifh liim 
VySrv/ for his Infidelity and Trcaibo ; out, io the 
{u-dcnt State of Afiiun, lie iiidged h more 
proper to difguife his Raeatinent, COB- 
tentiog bimfclf to watch the Coffuh by tlic 
Artny of Prince MmzUcoff't who, wichouc 
fending for the Htttwun to him, to give him 
any Sufpicion, pc^ed himfelf advuitagjcoufly 
between hia Army and that c^ the Swedes : 
But when the Czar fzw IFamarow^ he 
could no lor^r bridle his juft Angers but in- 
ftead of siring him Audience had lum ck^ 
up in Prifon, from whence he had Iboa 
after the good Fortune to efcape. 

Mazeppa^ informed of what had happened 
to his Nephew, doubted no loraer that all 
his Intrigues were difcovered ; and dietefotv, 
to fave his Head, oled his utmoft Endeavour^ 
' to join the Swedijb Army. As the Vek-Ma- 
refchal Czeremttaff was in Navi^orod with a 
very ftrong Garrifon, the King of Swedtn 
found it no eafy Matter to pau the DeztUt 
and MaMppa^ who thought all depended 
upon his delivering up to him BatiuriM, hia 
Capital, the impatient Hettman made hafte 
to crols that River, under Pretence of at- 
_ tackii^ a Body of Svoeies that were on the 
oppofite Banks } as foon as he was over, he 
difcorered tg the So!diers his Defign, to whic^ 
the Officers as yet were only Privy ; hia 
Men on the Jnftant protefted againft any fucb 
ProjeA, and retired, nay foQle of than de^ 
liberated whether they oi^ht not. to arrcft 
their General, fo that he had only Time, 
widi about two thoufand Men, that remained 
faithful to him, to throw hunicif into the 
Swtdi^ 
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Sttfedijb Cftmp at Seztptaki. Tiro of hb 
Colonels had tntcrcd Batturin, with fome ^ 
thouTand Men . to deliver op chat City to the 
King of SfVfdefi, the Reft or the Cofacks went 
ov-er to the Army of Prince Menzikofft who 
immediately made himfelf Maftcr of Battu- 
rin^ which, in Rcfentmeitf oiMazeppa't Trca- yJ^"'^ 
chery» wju ordered to be burnt to the Ground, q^^^ 

A Cotuicil of War being contolced, they 
pafled Sentence oa the Hettmui, which his 
Czarilb M^fty ord«^ to be put in Ex- 
ecution in the Prdence of Prince MenTakofft 
General of the Army, and Count Golofkitt, 
both Knigho of the Order of St. Andrew. 
A Herald tore the Patent of Knighthood of 
the fatd Maxeppa, aixl tfarevr the Pieces oa 
the Ground [ took ftom off a wooden Statue, 
m*de for the Occafion, the bUie Ribbon and 
Malal of the Order, and then threw down 
the Statue. The Hangman came next, ty'd Maxtppa 
a Halter about the Neck of the Statue, and hunginEffigic. 
dragg'd it to the Place of Execution -, where 
the Sentence againll him for Treafbn againll 
his Sovereign, hts Country and his Nation, 
was read aloud ; and be thereby declared to 
be fallen from his Hoaoon, Titles and Dig- 
nities, and to he condemned to be hanged. 
The Hangnuo tore in Pieces the Arms of his 
Family, broke ^ Scimitar, and hung the 
Statue on a Gibbet, a great Multitude of 
People attending.^ This done, the principal 
Men of the Coffach repaired to the great 
Church i and after divine Service they af- AnwHett- 
fembled in the Church-yard, and pi'oceeded^^^^^^ 
to the Eleftion of a new C^neral, or Hettn)an, len. 
which fell upoo John Skorcfatjijy who was

out fioots. Shoes or Cloaths, and very oftca 
all of them wanted Bread.

Sing of View, at the latter End of May^ and laid 
tmtJn bfr St^ (p fultownt a Town upon the River 
VV*^9»^- re^latf Wing on the Eaftcm Bordcre of 
Vkrama. \\t was in great Hopes of fup- 
plying the Wants of his Army by the C^n- 
queft of this f'lace, where the Czar had IiU((

The Wound -which the King of Sweden 
had received prerenced his afUng himfclf 
srith the fame Vm)ur that was ufual to him, 
be found himrett^indofed between the Bo^ 
ryfihenes and the River oiPttUowa, hemmed 
in by a large Army, and under a NeceJfity 
of making his Way through the Enemy, or 
pcriftiing by Hunger. In this Extremity 
he fent for the Vek-Marefch^d Rencbiid into 
his Tent in the Night, and then with great 
flercnity and Calmnefs gave him Orders to 
attack the C^ar the next Mcrf^hing. RencbUdy 
though fomewhat furprized at the Refolud- 
on & King had t^en, made no Reply, 
he knew it was in Vain to difpute with lum, 
fo went away in order to obey his Com- 
mands, and the King himfdf flept (ill Break 
of Day. 

On the 27th of June 1709, very early The Bade 
jn (he Morning the Aftion between the two«f ''''*'*^- 
Armies began \ about twenty five thou- 
land Swedes, came out of their Trenches, 
and marched dire£Uy ^gainft the Czar's 
Army, which were then beginning to form 
their Camp^ The pcncrals Rencbiid^ Leu- 
V>enbaupi, Fields Scblippenbacby Heern, Spat' 
re, Hamilton y the Prince of Wtrtembergy 
related to the King, and others who had 
m(^ oi them been at the Battle of Narva, 
put their Subalterns and Soldiers in Mind 
f)f that Pay, when fight thoufapd $v;edfs 
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im had overcome a hundnd thoufiuid Myb^iAv 
L/*^\J in tbnr IntKiichments. The Kii^, oa Ac- 
eoent of his Wound, «u oMiged to be car- 
ried in a Litter at die Head of his FbM. 
The SweJiJB Horie fell upoa tieir Eoeaiy's 
SquaAvnM whh dieir wasfed Fury { and the 
Mm/covUet fell huk in fome I^ordn. The 
Czar himfetf, nmning to Tally them, had his 
Hat flMt thrn^, and Prince MHizAtf]Mkd 
so lefi than tftrce Horiea killed under him. 
Upon dus Cbsrlts made no doubt but die 
^* Battle would be gained, ef^ciallv if General 

Criats, whrni he had detatcbed with fime 
thodand Men and impatiendy expeAed, lad 
fidlen upon the Enemy^ Flai& i but Ctvuh 
went out of the Way and marched off. The 
Czar, who had thought himlelf I(^, had now 
Time to ratty bis Horfe, widi which he fell 
upon the King's Cavalry in his Turn, and 
that not being fupported by Creutfi De- 
tachment, was brolcen, and StblipftHhatb 
taken in the Engagement. The Rtfffisnsy 
opening fi-om their Lines, advanced to at- 
tack the Swedijh In6tntry, fevoity two Pieces 
of Cannon playing upon them at the fame 
Time, whole Arullery was only four indiffe- 
rent Mwtar Pieces, the Swedes havii^ left 
the Reft in their Camp, with about three 
thoufand Men. Tlw Czar likewife, with an 
extraordinary Pretence of Mind, detached 
Prince Memikof to poft himfetf bwtwecn 
Paltovoa and t^ Swedes % by which Means 
he cut off all Communication between the 
Troops remainine in the Camp, and the 
Beft of the SweMfii Army, and Menziki^ 
afcer* 
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Men wbich «nc » Cor^r i£s Refrrot, he finv ^/Y\^ 
nxaodod and cut them in Piecei. 

When the Mirfctvite Foot were come out 
€f their Linesa ioA a Diipo6daa wn made 
for a general Engagement, the Czar was in 
the Center of his Army, he had yet no higher 
Tide than Major General, and ferved under 
General Czeremetoff\ but on this Occafion 
he went on a fine Turkijb Horfe from Rank 
to Rank among his Men, as their Sovereign, 
to encourage, and promife them Rewards. 

Charles XII. on his Side, by the AOiftance 
of General RmcbUd, put his Army in the 
beft Difpofition he could : He endeavoured to 
fit his Horfe, tfut Ending himfidf unable, got 
into his Litter again. TneBaole was renewed 
about nine of the Cock, and almoft at the 
Spinning, trf* it, die King of Swedeffs Litter 
was Ihat^d to Pieces with a Cannon Ball, 
and he himfelf overtumcd ; When the Swedes 
faw their^ KIk ^1, they immediately gave 
Way, and allwcie put to the Sword. A 
fingle Line often thwfand Mftfiovites now 
routed the Swedijh Army, fo much were 
Matters altered } and this one Aftion loft the 
redoubted Charles XII* the Fruits of nine glo- 
rious Campaigns, jind the Title of In- 
nmcible. 

He would, if he had been able, hare ral< 
]icd fome of h'ts Regiments^ but the Muf- 
covites purfued them too clofcly with their 
pikes. Swords, and Bayonets. The Gene- 
rals Rencbild, Hamilton and Stakelberg were 
^en Prifoners ^rcady, with the Prince of 
Wtrtemher^,
